It was our pleasing duty to notice in our Reports for Tlll R V ™ r c t oni 
the years 1850, 1851, and 1852, a normal and progressive — 
decline in the number of prisoners actually confined 
during- the above periods respectively ; and we are 
enabled to state that the past year furnishes the records 
of a similar diminution. 

These records we have prepared with great care ; and 
we have extended the scope of them, so as to present 
every aspect of the criminal and social relations of 
offenders, which would appear to be worthy of consi- 
deration.

It is to be observed that the apparent disproportion 
in the amount of the “ Daily average,” as compared with 
the “ Total confined,” is to be attributed to an alteration 
in the duration of the sentences pronounced upon the 
minor offenders ; as, for instance, in the case of vagrancy, 
a fertile source of committals, the term of one month’s 
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Th, Meport° nd imprisonment has been latterly substituted for that of a 
— fortnight, or even for shorter periods; and thus the aggre- 
gate of daily occupants is swelled, without, of course, 
affecting the annual total. 

Large, however, as the reduction has been in such 
annual totals — that of 1853 being 83,805, as contrasted 
with 115,871 in 1850 — if we refer back to a period 
shortly antecedent, we find that even the smaller sum 
exhibits a remarkable advance beyond the number of 
those imprisoned during the year 1846, amounting, as 
they did, to but 47,311, although the famine had already 
begun to operate unfavourably upon a population ex- 
ceeding that of the present time by nearly two millions. 

This advance affords a melancholy proof of the demo- 
ralization and debasement which necessarily continue to 
affect the social system long after the cessation of the 
calamity by which they were generated; and, indeed, as 
a further evidence of the lasting action of criminal ten- 
dencies when they have been once put into motion, it is 
observable that, although the workhouses supply a legis- 
lative protection against absolute want, and the demand 
for labour is much increased, the monthly fluctuations in 
the occupants of our gaols follow the same ratio as before, 
and are to be measured by the greater or lesser facilities 
of procuring employment, and by the seasons of the year 
at which the ordinary provisions attainable by the lowest 
classes rise or fall in value.

The relative proportion of females in the foregoing- 
tables being as 30,527 to 42,492 males, or 41-8 per- 
cent. on the total number of persons committed ( whereas 
in England, during the last ten years, the average has 
not risen to 25 per cent.) argues a very low condition 
of morality, though not to the extent which the figures 
would. 'Prima facie seem to establish; for it is to be 
taken into consideration that absorption in labour, emi- 
gration, and, latterly, enlistment, have tended to reduce 
the classes from which male offenders are derived ; while 
the first of these causes has but partially benefitted the 
females, and the two latter, by withdrawing those on 
whom they depend for support, have probably exposed 
them, for a time at least, to greater trials and temptations. 

If the fullest allowance, however, be made for their 
exceptional state, we are compelled to admit that this 
disposition to the minor violations of law' which prepon- 
derates among the females of this country is a matter of

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In the six classes into which offences are distributed, TUrp-ucmd 
not only is a collective decrease to be noticed, but under fff' 
each head there is a gradual decline. Upon examining, 
however, the several items of which the above categories 
are composed, we regret to remark that, although there 
is an unmistakable improvement in the totals, embracing 
a period of four years, a comparison with the previous 
year (1852) shows an unfavourable result in some of the 
graver and more violent crimes — the cases of “ murder” 
being 73 to 09 ; of “ conspiracy to murder,” 20 to 13 ; 
of manslaughter,” 128 to 127 ; of “ shooting at,” 

“ stabbing,” &c., 32 to 18 ; and of “ assembling armed, 
unlawfully,” 47 to 32.

We next invite attention to the subjoined Schedule, 
furnished by the Constabulary, in which it will be per- 
ceived, that since 1850 the cases of such a nature as to 
form subjects of trial at the assizes and quarter sessions, 
have fallen more than fifty per cent., the numbers being 
as 9,106 to 19,337 ; while on the other hand, the minor 
cases disposed of by the magistrates at petty sessions, 
have increased, doubtlessly, from the reasons assigned by 
us in former Reports, thus indicating a greater facility of 
vindicating the laws, which is further evidenced by the 
advancing proportion of convictions : —

— ' “eel ranging from seven days to one month, inclusive, 
8,7o7, being considerably more than three-fourths of the 
whole, have been punished in our gaols, unprovided, as 
they are, with . means of coercion, education, and 
reformation applicable t6 the peculiar condition of such 
juveniles.

Health, Dietary, and Expenditure. 

The absence of any prevailing epidemic during the past 
year has unquestionably conduced to the general health 
of the prisoners confined in our gaols; but much is due 
to the observance of cleanliness, to ventilation, and to 
adequate sewerage as well as to careful supervision on 
the pai t of the medical officers ; the combination of which 
causes has resulted in a steadily-diminishing percentage 
of dearths, as measured by former averages. The return 
indeed, of mortality for 1853 is strikingly low, when it 
is taken into consideration that many of those committed 
enter prison either in a state of active disease, or in a 
bodily condition broken and enfeebled by want and de- 
baucnery.

tion, &c. Antrim . — An alteration in the register of the school, 

has been made, agreeably to the suggestion of the Inspec- 
tors-General of Prisons, for the better testing of the pro- 
gress. The necessary looms and other implements have 
been supplied, and a portion of the warders are handi- 
craftsmen for carrying out instructions in trades. 

Armagh . — A new wing for females is in course of 
erection. Instruction is given daily in the school. The 
turnkeys are almost all tradesmen. 

Carlow . — The female prison has been altered and 
extended, but is not yet occupied. 

Clare . — A modification of the separate system has 
been carried out to the extent of working and sleeping 
separately, the prisoners being congregated at meals and 
during school only. 

Cork County . — A schoolmaster has been appointed 
since the last report. The pipes which were laid down 
some years since for heating one wing of the prison, have 
been now repaired and put into use. 

Cork City .- — A schoolmaster has been appointed, and 
implements for trades have been increased, and a weaver 
has been nominated. 

Donegal . — A turnkey shoemaker has been appointed. 
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Down .-- The improvement in the sewerage has been TM rty - mmi 
completed, and the artificial heating of five cells for Se P°’t- 
separate confinement has been carried out. 

Dublin Countij. Three looms have been supplied for 
weaving corduroy, calico shirting, and checker for prison 
use, and thiee tradesmen turnkeys have been appointed, 
viz., a weaver, a tailor, and a shoemaker, and one who 
acts as schoolmaster on the National system. 

Richmond Bridewell . — The ventilation of twenty-two 
cells has been improved, by altering the windows, which 
were originally built upon a bad construction. No 
change has been made in the artificial heating of the 
prison, which is defective ; but the adoption of a new 
system is at present under the consideration of the Board 
of Superintendence. The treadmill has been for some 
time undergoing extensive repairs, and in its stead, the 
fire-engine has been used for pumping water. The 
capstan mill continues to work satisfactorily. A modifi- 
cation of the separate system is applied to criminal 
juveniles of the worst character, who have been often 
committed for criminal offences, by each of them under- 
going the first and last week of their sentences in separate 
confinement, and in some cases the full term of short 
imprisonments; but the accommodation being very 
limited, very few persons can be kept separate at 
night. 

Grangegorman . — Two new staircases have been intro- 
duced at a very moderate expense, to afford a facility of 
carrying out the discipline of the prison. There have 
been very important alterations effected in reference to 
the sanitary condition of this prison, in extensive sewer- 
age and an improved mode of flushing throughout the 
whole of the yards, privies, &c. A new filtering tank, 
now nearly complete, calculated to filter and purify all 
the water required for the officers and prisoners’ use on 
both sides of this prison has been got up, and will shortly 
be in operation. It is the opinion of the medical officers, 
that this is a measure of great importance in a sanitary 
point of view. A modification of the separate system is 
applied to about sixty-three cases, Juveniles, first com- 
mittals, and old offenders; generally the duration of 
such separation depends upon the prisoner’s health and 
other causes which arise from time to time. 

b S ‘ 
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Fermanagh — Looms have been supplied — one turnkey, 
a shoemaker, has been appointed, and another has been 
instructed in baking and glazing. 

Galway . — A modification of the separate system has 
been carried out in the female ward. 

Kerry . — A new wall, ten feet high, has been erected 
around the gaol ground ; the sewerage has been greatly 
improved by the erection of effluvia traps. Punitive 
labour has "been much increased by the tread- wheel, 
capstan-mill, and shot-drill, which are in operation. A 
schoolmaster and schoolmistress have been appointed, 
from which juvenile prisoners of both classes derive much 
benefit. Looms and implements for trades are supplied, 
and instruction is given under six turnkeys who are 
trained to handicrafts. 

Kildare, Naas . — Some improvements have been made 
in heating the prison and the sewers have been tho- 
roughly cleared. 

Athy . — The sewerage has been improved, and a stove 
erected in the laundry. The means of punitive labour 
have been improved by shot-drill. 

King's County . — There is a crank-mill, at which pri- 
soners work, grinding wheat for the use of the prison. 
Breaking bones for manure has also been introduced, 
and a considerable profit has been the result. Shot- 
drill is about to be resumed under the new regulations. 
There are two schools, one male and one female. 
Tradesmen are selected as turnkeys according as vacan- 
cies occur. 

Leitrim . — The new building intended for stores, &c., 
which was in course of erection last year, is nearly 
finished, and partially occupied. 

Limerick City.— A school has just been established, 
and several of the prisoners have been instructed in 
shoemaking. 

Longford . — The time for school instruction has been 
extended to three hours and a-half daily. 

Louth, Dundalk . — The new gaol, adapted for enforcing 
the separate system throughout all classes of prisoners, 
has been completed, and transferred from the Commis- 
sioners to the charge of the High Sheriff. 
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Drogheda . — The Board of Superintendence has sane- Thirty-second 
tionedthe introduction of shot-drill as punitive labour. Report. 

Queen’s County . — A store-house has been newly built. 

A main sewer has been constructed from the centre of the 
gaol to the river. Punitive labour has been increased by 
the introduction of shot-drill. The turnkeys recently ap- 
pointed are tradesmen. The separate system has been 
carried out where practicable, particularly with male and 
female juyeniles. 

Roscommon . — A schoolmaster has been appointed by 
the Board of Superintendence. 

Sligo.— A tread-wheel has been established and shot- 
drill is about to be resumed. One turnkey, a shoemaker, 
instructs prisoners in that trade. 

Tipperary, Nenaqh . — A great portion of the inside of 
the main or boundary wall has been pointed and repaired 
solely by the prisoners, which has been of much service, 
and has caused a great saving to the county. The inte- 
rior walls have also been repaired with coping. Four 
bridges which lead to the chapel from the different 
classes of the female prison, have been newly cemented. 

Also four wings of the male prison have been newly tiled, 
and the slating repaired. Eave gutters have been placed 
round the new store. A presentment for £130 has lately 
passed the road sessions, to point and repair the outside of the 
houndary wall. 

Two wings of the female prison have been artificially 
heated. 

The schools in the male and female prisons are in 
action for two hours daily, and the progress made in 
each is frequently tested by the respective chaplains. 

Shv of the turnkeys are trained to handicrafts, who are 
supplied with looms, implements, &c.,&c., for the purpose 
of manufacturing and instructing the prisoners. 

Tyrone . — A presentment for £6,000 has been made 
for alterations and additions. 

W aterford County. — Shot-drill has been introduced. 

A turnkey, who acts as schoolmaster, is in constant 
attendance in the schoolroom, for the instruction of 
prisoners. A. due attention is paid to a selection of turn- 
keys trained to handicrafts — such as weavers, shoe- 
makers, and tailors. 
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Waterford Ciiy . — The men’s day-room at the house 
of correction has been enlarged and rendered more com- 
modious. All the sewers of both prisons have been 
thoroughly cleared and repaired, and an improvement 
effected in the sewerage of the hospital, which is now in 
good order. A schoolmaster has been appointed at the 
house of correction, where all the juvenile prisoners are 
confined, and the school registry is examined weekly by 
the Governor. Two assistant matrons have also been 
appointed, who constantly superintend the female classes, 
and give instruction at certain hours in the day. Two 
looms are also set up there, in which the materials for 
the prison clothing and bedding are made. 

Westmeath . — In two of the solitary cells windows have 
been placed, in order to make them available for sleep- 
ing. A competent schoolmaster has been appointed, 
who is a turnkey, and approved by the Inspector of the 
Schools of the National Board of Education, under 
which the school is placed. 

Wexford .- — Improvements in artificial heating are in 
progress. 

Wicklow . — Some sewers have been improved, and 
there are forty cells heated with hot water pipes. It is 
intended to apply for a presentment for building a laun- 
dry, drying-room, &c. The separate system has been 
strictly carried on by night and at meal hours in the 
forty cells, which are heated with hot air ; and, as far as 
the circumstances of the prison admit, in the other cells. 

General Observations. 

The foregoing statement of the improvements which 
have taken place in the county and borough gaols 
placed under our supervision shows how scanty, im- 
perfect, and partial are the measures adopted for 
carrying out prison discipline — a subject at all times 
of great social importance, but which at the present pe- 
riod has become of vital interest to our domestic security, 
in consequence of the changes in the laws affecting 
transportation, and of the retention within the British 
Islands of criminal classes, hitherto disposed of by re- 
moval to our penal colonies. 

The establishment of the new condition of penal ser- 
vitude will necessitate the erection of government prisons 
for the reception of those undergoing this sentence, and 
in such prisons an uniform system will, doubtless, be en- 
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forced, under the immediate direction of the executive ; 
but, circumstanced as the gaols, for the most part, are, 
to which we have referred above, an unjust and impolitic 
inequality between the two classes of institutions presents 
itself to our consideration. 

A prisoner, for instance, sentenced to four years penal 
servitude — the minimum period of this punishment — ■ 
will be forthwith placed in separation, and will be sub- 
jected to a code of regulations combining punitive and 
deterrent treatment with reformatory advantages, such 
as moral and religious correction, and industrial teach- 
ing. On the other hand, a criminal sentenced for the 
same offence, according to the discretion of the Judge or 
Assistant-Barrister, to imprisonment for three years, or 
some approximative term, will be confined in the ordi- 
nary gaol, deficient as it may be in almost every one of 
of the above requisites. 

He will pass his time in “association” by day and 
night, receiving or communicating contamination, and in 
almost total idleness, if hard labour be not added to his 
sentence ; the means of instruction, both in handicrafts and 
in rudimental education, being too frequently unattain- 
able among turnkeys, who are selected without reference 
to their fitness, and at the mere will of the Sheriff, him- 
self a temporary officer, charged with the custody of the 
prisoners, bat not with the administration of the estab- 
lishment. Some of our gaols, we are happy to admit, 
are honourable exceptions to this description; but 
wherever a more favourable condition exists it is to be 
attributed to the personal efforts of the Board of Super- 
intendence, and of the local authorities acting in unison 
with them, and not to the operation of any common and 
paramount control. 

These imperfections, although, of course, they affect 
disadvantageously the whole body of prisoners, press 
with greater severity upon the females, for whom, as we 
have repeatedly urged, the accommodation is dispropor- 
tionately inadequate ; and upon the juveniles, requiring, 
as they do, a mode of treatment widely different from 
that suited to adults. 

With regard, however, to the younger offenders, we 
trust that the legislature will be prepared to extend to 
Ireland the advantages of institutions grounded on 
the same basis, and partaking of the same principles, as 
those of Parkhurst and Redhill, if not to adopt more 
comprehensive measures for initiating a new system of 
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Thirty-second discipline, of such a nature as to arrest, in its earliest 
Report. g row tj 1) the g erm 0 f the “ dangerous classes.” 

To the legislature, then, we look confidently for assist- 
ance, at no distant period : but we hope to obtain more 
immediate relief, in the improved application of the 
machinery already available, if a Bill "for amending the 
Prisons Act shall receive the assent of Parliament, con- 
taining, as it does, provisions for obviating the more 
prominent evils under which we labour at present.

Upon an analysis of the above tables, a striking difference 
presents itself in the number of the committals, which stand 
thus for the years 1852 and 1853.

This difference is almost entirely accounted for by the dimi- 
nution in the class of vagrants, who have been latterly sentenced 
to fourteen days of imprisonment instead of to shorter terms as 
formerly. There is a slight increase observable in the committals 
of males for felony and for drunkenness, and a decline in cases 
of petty larceny and misdemeanors, in which latter categories 
there is also to be found some improvement on the part of the 
females, 
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On the other hand, an examination of the re-committals dis- 
closes the remarkable fact, that 10S males re-committed repre- 
sent only 172 committals, while 130 females produce an amount 
of no less than 330, thus showing the frequent return to gaol of 
prisoners of the latter sex, which is, doubtless, attributable to 
the inadequate accommodation of their department, and to the 
consequent imperfection of restrictive and deterrent disci- 
pline. _ . . 

The total accommodation of the prison consists of 92 single 
cells, 4 solitary cells, 4 rooms with beds, and 13 day-rooms. 
Of the 92 cells, 28 are allocated to females (of whom there 
were 63 on one of the days of my inspection) divided into 
two classes only, one embracing old offenders, vagrants, and 
women nursing children, and the other the whole of the 
remainder, composed of criminals of every degree of guilt 
indiscriminately. 

Classification is observed among the males as far as is compati- 
ble with the means at the disposal of the authorities ; but where 
there are but 64 cells to receive 136 males (the number confined 
at the period of one of my visits), nothing more than an approxi- 
mation to due division can be effected. No alteration has taken 
place since the last inspection by my colleague, except the 
erection of a carpenter’s shop. The sewerage is effective, the 
supply of water ample, and the building maintained in good 
repair under the charge of the county surveyor, with the excep- 
tion of the flagging, which in parts is so worn and uneven as to 
be almost dangerous. 

In conclusion, it is my pleasing duty to state that I found 
cleanliness and order throughout, and some important improve- 
ments in the general supervision of the establishment, particu- 
larly with regard to the night-rounds and patrol, which latter 
would be rendered more certain by adopting the check of a tell- 
tale clock. I would also suggest the use of sheets in every part 
of the prison, as a measure both of health and economy. 

Employment and Schools.— Industrial employment and manu- 
facture are carried on here with some activity, but almost 
exclusively for the consumption of the gaol; the external sales 
comprising only mats, broken stones, and picked oakum. The 
trades are maintained chiefly by those sentenced to long terms, 
except in the case of prisoners who are already instructed in 
some branch of handicraft. The manufactures consist of cor- 
duroy, calico for linings, sheeting, and check for female gaol 
dresses. All the clothing and slides ai # e made within the walls, 
and all minor repairs in carpentering, mason work, plastering, 
painting, and glazing are executed by the prisoners at a com- 
paratively inconsiderable expense. The annexed Return exhi- 
bits a balanced account, with regard to which it is necessary to 
observe, that all the articles entered as sold, except those speci- 
fied above, are transferred to the Board of Superintendence for 
the use of the prison, at the value attached, such value being 
measured by the lowest prices at which they could be obtained 
by contract. * • 
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The boys attend the school for two hours, and the turnkey in 
charge appears to be actuated by an anxious desire to fufil his 
duty. Copy-books are required, not only for the proper teach- 
ing of penmanship, but for measuring proficiency. The registry 
of progress is somewhat imperfect in its form, and it would be 
desirable that the chaplains should examine the pupils from 
time to time, and thus test the accuracy of the entries of 
advancement. There is no registry kept in the female depart- 
ment, in which indeed systematic educational instruction can 
scarcely be said to exist. 

j Dietary and Contracts. — No complaints were made to me at 
any of my numerous visits to the gaol of the provisions, which 
undergo due inspection on the part of the Chaplains. 

Males — Breakfast, 2 oz. of rice, 6 oz. of Indian meal, and 
half pint new milk; dinner, 14 oz. of brown bread, and 1 pint 
new milk. Females — 1|- oz. of rice, 5£oz. of Indian meal, and 
half pint new milk ; dinner, 1 2 oz. brown bread, and f pint of 
hew milk. 

One pint of gruel in lieu of milk to those committed for one 
month or under. 

Contracts. — Bread, white, per lb., i'Jj d. ; brown, per lb., 
1 f^d . ; oatmeal, per cwt., 14s. ; Indian meal, per cwt., 9s. 6d ; 
new milk, per gallon, 4 \d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, 1 \d. ; salt, 
per stone, 3 \d. 

The cost of the dietary per day for each prisoner on the 
24th of December, in the four last years, stood thus: — 1850, 
2 id.; 1851, 2^.; 1852, 2$fcd.; 1853,2 %%d. 

Books and Accounts. — The forms of the above prescribed by 
the Queen’s Bench are strictly observed and carefully filled. 
The total expense of the prison, including dietary, salaries, &c., 
for the last three years, reached the annexed amounts — 1851, 
£2,773 2s. 9 \d.\ 1852, £2,698 7s. 10rf.; 1853, £2,474 13s. S^d.

Hospital. — No alteration has been made in the hospital accom- 
modation, which, though limited in proportion to the numbers 
confined in the gaol, has not been found insufficient. The 
apartments respectively allocated to the male and female 
patients are clean and adequately ventilated. The numbers in 
hospital from the 1st of December, 1852, to the 1st of December, 
1853, 299; total number of days, 7,087; cost of medicine, 
£35 11 s. 2d. 

There were one male and six female lunatics, whose removal 
would be highly desirable, those of the latter sex in particular 
pressing very unduly upon their already over-crowded depart- 
ment.

12 Appendix to Thirty -second Report of 

General Observations. 

My colleague, at the conclusion of his Report, dated in 
February last, having alluded to an inquiry (then pending) into 
various grave infractions of discipline, L feel bound to state 
briefly, that the investigation referred to was conducted through- 
out with great care and ability by the Board of Superintendence, 
who had requested our presence and that of the High Sheriff, 
Viscount St. Lawrence. These proceedings resulted in a repri- 
mand and caution to the Governor, and in the dismissal of four 
turnkeys ; the resignation of the Deputy-Governor having pre- 
viously taken place, in consequence of an examination of certain 
charges brought against him, which we held it our duty to 
institute. 

It is but justice to Mr. Allison, the Governor, to remark, that 
though undoubtedly a general laxity of discipline was found to 
prevail, some of the irregularities which were proved to exist 
were fairly attributable to his absence on leave, while labouring 
under the effects of a severe disease, as, unfortunately, the Local 
Inspector no longer possesses that vigour and energy which are 
indispensable to the efficient discharge of his important and 
onerous functions. 

A fifth turnkey having subsequently resigned from ill health, 
and the High Sheriff with commendable public spirit, having 
waived his right of nomination, and delegated it to the Board 
of Superintendence, the latter supplied the vacancies by the 
appointment of well-qualified officers — three of them being 
tradesmen — and adopted other decisive measures for correcting 
the evils which had been brought to light, and for insuring 
the maintenance of a more stringent administration for the 
future. 

While I thus refer with great pleasure to the conduct of the 
Board, upon this and upon all other occasions when the inter- 
ests of the prison were concerned, I cannot refrain from express- 
ing my just regret that the defects of the building are such as 
to render it impossible to establish or to carry out the improve- 
ments of modern prison management. I am unwilling to urge 
the adoption of any particular plan, but I would throw out for 
reconsideration, as the matter has already been under discus- 
sion more than once, that by erecting a building exclusively for 
the occupation of females, within the space lying between the 
boundary wall and the workhouse, and by adding a third story 
to the lower wings, a large amount of accommodation could be 
obtained, and the separate system could be applied to the great 
majority of the prisoners of both sexes, even on the presumption 
that the numbers should continue to maintain their present 
average. It is reasonable to hope, however, that the gradual and 
normal decrease of offenders which is found to favourably affect 
almost every prison in Ireland, will operate here; a result which 
may be expected to be further improved by the deterrent qua- 
lities of “ separation” as contrasted with “ association.”

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The above state of the prison exhibits a decrease in every 
class of convicted offenders amounting to no less than 111, as 
compared with the number in custody on the corresponding 
day of last year ; and if the increase of government prisoners 
under sentence of penal servitude, who were awaiting their re- 
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moval, be taken into account, tbe difference would be about 
one-fourth less upon the total number in custody on the 24th of 
January, 1853. 

This remarkable diminution corresponds with an equally large 
decline experienced in the number of committals during the 
last year; but while this reduction in both cases is a subject of 
congratulation, as an evidence of the progressive improvement 
of the country, it is, on the other hand, to be deplored that such 
a result should be confined to the adult offenders, and that the 
aggregate of juveniles continues to increase, as demonstrated by 
the following returns : —

In comparing the number of juveniles (including in that cate- 
gory all below the age of twenty-one years, the legal determi- 
nation of minority), with the adult offenders committed during 
the same period, the proportion stands thus: — 812 juveniles to 
997 adults in the criminal offenders; and 785 to 259 in the 
vagrants. 

Of the former, 464 were from the city and county of Dublin, 
and 348 from other localities; and of the vagrants, 135 were 
found to be derived from Dublin, and 623 from other quarters, 
principally from the more distant parts of the South and West 
of Ireland. 

Of the total number of both, representing 1,570 committals, 
418 had parents, 607 had none, 359 had fathers, 165 mothers, 
and twenty-one were stop-children ; sixty-four had been aban- 
doned by their parents, and eighty-seven had absconded from 
them. 

c 
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Of the criminal offenders, sixty-eiglit were twice committed 
within the half-year, fourteen three times, and three four times ; 
while of the vagrants fifty-seven were committed twice, twenty- 
eight three times, thirteen four times, and forty-one five times and 
upwards. In fact, the majority of these boys ai'e habitual inmates 
of this prison ; a condition, however, not to be wondered at, as 
the most of them have no homes, nor any shelter except the 
workhouse. Numerous instances are known to exist, and many 
are at present to be found in this bridewell of well-conducted 
and right-principled children who manifest a sincere desire to 
go into the poorhouse, but are debarred from this relief by their 
dissolute parents, who prefer a life of license, and are impatient 
of restraint. Again, many of the utterly destitute, who are 
never committed but for begging, are proved to possess the for- 
titude of resisting, the temptations of crime, and the contami- 
nation of those, with whom they are unavoidably intermixed in 
the prison, and in the haunts of vice to which the wretched 
resort outside. Means are provided by the Board of Superin- 
tendence, in such cases, for sending home those, whose locality 
and claims are ascertained, and some gladly avail themselves of 
this aid, which, however, is necessarily of limited operation. 

All the juvenile criminals and vagrants, up to the age of six- 
teen years, attend school from ten to half-past one daily, and 
receive religious instruction for half an hour after dinner. A 
few of them, however, who are hardened in crime and incorri- 
gible, are excepted, as they not only reject all moral and 
religious instruction, but create mischief by their presence, and 
lead the better disposed into disorder. These youths are con- 
fined in single cells, except during the time set apart tor 
exercise, meals, and working; and if any of them have been 
frequently re-committed, they are kept separately during the 
first and last week of their sentence, except during the time of 
exercise only. 

At present the criminals and vagrants are divided into two 
classes; but the accommodation afforded for either is utterly 
inadequate to the maintenance of the necessary classification, 
especially for the criminal class, which supplies twenty-five cells 
only for an average of sixty prisoners. Ten of these cells have 
been fitted up with gongs for the separate confinement of the 
worst characters; but, except during the summer, they cannot 
be made use of for that purpose, unless the means of heating 
them be provided. The subject has been submitted to the 
Board of Superintendence, and has been referred to the borough 
engineer for his report, with a view to the adoption of a better 
plan, the present apparatus (Perkins’s patent), having long been 
condemned, as both inefficient and expensive.

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1853 1,509, a rise of no less than 373. On the other hand, it 
is to he noticed that within the last classification of minority, the 
period from sixteen years of age to twenty-one, there is a dimi- 
nution of more than one-half under this heading ; the vagrants 
for 1853 being as 1,104 to 2,351— a difference, doubtless, to be 
ascribed to the absorption in general employed of those whose 

age renders them more capable of labour. 

The next schedule affords the means of comparing the differ- 
ence in the number of committals for the last three years.

All the articles of bedding and clothing used in the estab- 
lishment are now manufactured and worked up with the aid of 
the prison labour, presentments being made at each Michaelmas 
Term in anticipation of what may be required for the ensuing 
year. The value of these articles, when supplied to the gaol, 
is measured according to the prices at which they can be pro- 
cured by contract, and whatever profit may arise therefrom is 
accounted for as if sold to the public. In most of these articles 
there is very little profit ; but in manufacturing them means are 
afforded of employment for prisoners, and of teaching them 
habits of industry, with which they generally are so little ac- 
quainted on their committal.

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I have received from Mr. Hamill, the schoolmaster, a detailed 
report of the difficulties and dangers to which the juveniles 
under his charge are exposed, and of his own exertions to obviate 
these evils. I am bound to state, and I do so with great plea- 
sure, that Mr. Hamill is a most able, zealous, and faithful officer, 
and that he takes a paternal interest in the improvement, both 
moral and educational, of his pupils. He has lately been 
appointed to the office of assistant chief warder, as a recognition 
of his tried integrity. 

Dietary. — Breakfast — For a first-class prisoner — 8 oz. of 
oatmeal in stirabout ; pint of new milk. 

Dinner — For a first-class prisoner — 14 oz. wholemeal bread ; 

1 pint new milk, five days in the week ; 1 pint oatmeal gruel, 
in lieu of milk, two days in the week. 

All prisoners committed for periods of one calendar month 
and under, received one pint of gruel in lieu of milk, and 14 oz. 
of bread for dinner ; but when a visitation of cholera was appre- 
hended, the Board of Superintendence, at the recommendation 
of the medical officers, adopted a modification in the whole 
dietary by using half rice in the stirabout, and by substituting 
white for brown bread, and new milk for gruel. The original 
dietary, however, has since been resumed, with the exception of 
the gruel, which the medical officers deem it still advisable to 
suspend, in consequence of the tendency to bowel complaints 
which prevailed during the winter. 

No complaints were made to me of the provisions, which are 
regularly inspected by the appointed officers. 

The prices of provisions and other articles contracted for by 
the Board of Superintendence, were, during the year, as fol- 
lows : — Oatmeal, 13s. per cwt. ; new milk, 5 \d. per gallon; 
buttermilk, 2 cl. per gallon ; beef and mutton, 4 \d. per lb. ; salt. 
Is. 9 d. per cwt. ; Whitehaven coals, 14s. 9 d. per ton ; soap 
(yellow) 20s. per cwt.; soap (brown) 24s.; candles, 5s. 3d. per 
dozen lbs.; blankets. Is. 8d. per lb. ; linen, 8 d. per yard; straw, 
Is. Id. per cwt. 

The bread is baked in the prison, and is of excellent quality ; 
the wheat is bought sometimes by contract, and sometimes to 
the best advantage in the market, by the Local Inspector, and 
is manufactured into wholemeal and flour with the power of the 
capstan-mill.

Books and Accounts . — The forms prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench for the gaol books are strictly observed, and the 
accounts have been closed for the year. The entire stock of 
the manufactured articles and raw materials was taken by the 
chief warder and storekeeper in the presence of the Local 
Inspector, who made entries of them himself, and the result 
is as certified in the subjoined schedules. 

“ I have carefully audited the manufacture accounts of this prison, 
which are now closed for the year 1853. 

“ The stock of materials and manufactured goods on hands on the 
31st of December, 1853, was taken in my presence, and I approved of 
its valuation, which, for unmanufactured materials, was at first cost 
price, and for manufactured articles at about 25 per cent, under' the 
present selling prices ; and having taken up the balance certified by 
myself on the 31st of December, 1852, I checked the invoices of all 
materials purchased since, and minutely followed out all the details to 
the close of December, 1853. I am now able to certify that the ac- 
counts are correct in every particular, and stood, on the 1st of January,

The Roman Catholic Chaplain is hound to attend every day, 
and to devote his undivided time and attention to the discharge 
of his duties. The other chaplains and the medical officers are 
hound to attend three times a week, and when specially required. 

Several changes have been made in the prison staff since the 
last annual inspection. The chief warder, Mr. Courtney, who, 
from illness, was for a long time unable to attend to his duties, 
resigned, and one of the warders, Mr. Michael Delaney, was 
promoted to the vacant post. This officer has since passed his 
probation, and his appointment has, accordingly, received the 
approval of the Lord Lieutenant. 

Upon the resignation of the storekeeper, the' assistant school- 
master, Edward Roothe, was advanced to that office, and one of 
the first-class teachers of the National Board of Education was 
appointed in his place. Two warders were dismissed, and two 
others were reduced from the rank and pay of first to second- 
class for breaches of duty. Three other warders resigned, in 
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order to go into other employments, and the gate-keeper (after 
thirty-six years’ service) and the two hospital warders have been 
lately superannuated, on being duly certified, by the medical 
officers, to be incompetent for the discharge of their respective 
duties. Of the new warders, two were superseded on being 
found unfit, and two are yet under probation ; all the others 
have been certified to be competent. 

Upon the Board of Superintendence being made aware that 
the late master of works and the weaving master had entered 
into partnership, and taken premises in the neighbourhood for 
the purpose of carrying out the manufacture of matting and 
mats, the latter was forthwith superseded. The office of 
weaving master has been filled up by a qualified person, who 
has passed his probation ; but the Board deferred filling up the 
vacancy of the master of works until they should have an oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining whether the duties could be performed 
without the aid of such an officer. It soon, however, became 
manifest that it was impossible for the functions of so important 
an office to be discharged except by a very. efficient person, 
whose whole time should be devoted to this single object, and, 
accordingly, after the lapse of four months, the Board deter- 
mined to fill up the vacancy, but came to the conclusion 
that the person to be selected should be able to attend also to 
the duties of master carpenter, and of superintending the gene- 
ral works and repairs of the building. The master carpenter, 
who for the last four years gave general satisfaction, and had 
acquired a knowledge of all the requirements of the office, was 
accordingly nominated, on a probation of three months. 

Another vacancy among the warders remains to be supplied, 
which has prevented the resumption of shot-drill, the officer 
assigned for this important duty having the charge of No. 8 
class, containing fifty-four prisoners, including twenty-three 
under sentence of penal servitude, a charge which absorbs his 
entire attention. 

A supernumerary warder is much needed to take the place of 
any officer who, from illness or other causes, is unable to attend 
to the discharge of his duties— such instances being of frequent 
occurrence. ... 

Hospital . — The hospital accommodation consists of six wards, 
with sixty beds. Three of these are occupied by surgical 
patients, and the other three are appropriated to medical cases, 
including one set apart for lunatics. There are also two small 
rooms for peculiar cases, requiring entire separation. Extensive, 
however, as this accommodation may appear, it has been found 
inadequate to meet the exigencies of the prison during the last 
three years, and especially for the classification of the large 
increase of surgical cases, arising, to a considerable extent, from 
the limitation of hospital relief outside, and the difficulty which 
strangers from the country, when suffering under disease and 
infirmity, experience in obtaining admission into the poor-houses. 
This difficulty leads commonly to mendicancy, and in many 
known instances to the commission of crime, for the purpose of 
procuring medical or surgical relief in prison. 
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Although, the number of cases admitted into the hospital last 
year shows a decrease of 849 as compared with the number 
received in 1852, yet the want of accommodation is much felt; 
many patients, whose cases require warmth and ventilation, being 
frequently placed in cells unsuited for their treatment. This 
evil, however, will soon be removed by the erection (now in 
course of progress, with the aid of prison labour), of two addi- 
tional wards, to contain twenty beds, for which means have 
been provided at the recommendation of the late Board of 
Superintendence, as well as for a new kitchen, baths, and a 
water-closet for the use of each ward at night.

General Observations . — I am happy to bear testimony to the 
order and cleanliness which pervade this prison, and I entertain 
strong hopes that the adoption of a more firm and rigorous sys- 
tem of administration, and the removal of inefficient officers, are 
rapidly tending to place the establishment on a satisfactory 
basis. My colleague, at the conclusion of his Report last year, 
took occasion to refer to certain infractions of discipline then 
awaiting the adjudication of the Court, but them order being 
now promulgated, I subjoin it in extenso.

“ We have read the reports of the Inspectors- General and of the 
Board of Superintendence respecting the case of Mr. Marques; and 
whilst we acquit him of the serious charges brought against him by 
Mr. Darling, we cannot but express our regret and disappointment at 
the lax state of discipline which has, for some time, prevailed in the 
Richmond Bridewell. 

“ To the negligence and misconduct of the subordinate officers of 
the prison this neglect is, we are aware, in a considerable degree im- 
putable ; and we, therefore, desire strongly to impress upon those 
with whom the appointment of these officers virtually rests, that the 
selection of properly qualified turnkeys and sub-officers is absolutely 
indispensable to the proper management and discipline of the gaol.

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“ We also think it right to add, as an admonition to the governor 
of the bridewell, with a view to his future conduct, that, in our opi- 
nion, such a degree of vigilance and superintendence is required and 
to be expected from the keeper and head warder ot every prison as 
should secure the diligent performance of their duties by the subordi- 
nates, whether turnkeys, gate-keepers, or others ; and that we should not 
deem it a sufficient excuse, on the part of the keeper, for their negli- 
gence and non-performance of their duties, that he has no direct power 
of removal or promotion. For, as a superintendent, he has the power 
and the duty of reporting their conduct to the Board of Superinten- 
dence or the Inspectors, and so, through this Court, the means of their 
correction or removal.

It would be unbecoming in me to add any comments to this 
document, further than to call the special attention of the Board 
to that portion of it in which a strong opinion is expressed, that 
the “selection of properly qualified turnkeys^ absolutely indis- 
pensable to the proper management and discipline of the gaol.” 
To the power of selection conceded by the Lord Lieutenant, a 
very valuable condition has lately been attached, namely, that 
upon the expiration of three months’ probation, certificates of 
the fitness of the officers whose appointment it is sought to con- 
firm, shall be furnished to the Inspectors-General by the Local 
Inspector and the Governor, previous to confirmation on the 
part of his Excellency ; and I would impress on these latter 
the stringent obligation which is imposed upon them of re- 
porting, without fear, favour, or affection, the exact character of 
such probationers. 

I would also remark, that in two particulars the discipline of 
the prison requires improvement. Firstly, with regard to the 
record of the execution of hard-labour sentences, which, in its 
present form, does not supply a sufficiently accurate statement 
of the amount of labour actually performed by each prisoner, 
and of the time occupied daily in its enforcement; and, 
secondly, as to the inadequacy of the night-watch. It ap- 
pears that after lockings a patrol of turnkeys is maintained until 
half-past ten at night, and that subsequently the guarding of 
the prison is confided solely to one luatchman, upon whose 
vigilance and fidelity there is absolutely no check, during a 
period never extending to less than seven hours and a half ; (for 
the governor and deputy-governor rarely, if ever, make unex- 
pected rounds,) and there is no tell-tale clock or other contri- 
vance for measuring the activity and regularity of the single 
person charged with this very grave responsibility. I must 
not be understood to throw out imputations on the tw r o indivi- 
duals who fill the post of watchmen ; but I am bound to express 
a strong doubt of the policy of placing so important a trust in 
their hands, and I submit that this duty should be discharged 
by the turnkeys in rotation, as being more reliable officers, and 
as offering, by their greater number, as well as by the value of 
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their respective appointments, a more effectual security against 
negligence or collusion. 

There is another subject, also, entirely connected with carry- 
ing out discipline, which has occasioned both surprise and regret 
to my colleague and myself. I allude to reports upon shot- 
drill furnished to the Board of Superintendence by the local 
medical officers, in which it is broadly laid down “that boys 
under sixteen years of age are not fit subjects for this punish- 
ment.” During the last two years my colleague and myself 
have been in constant communication with the authorities of all 
the gaols of this kingdom, including, of course, the medical 
attendants, upon the results of their experience of this penal 
exercise ; but, throughout that extensive correspondence, no allu- 
sion is found to the existence of such an objection — so that this 
doctrine has been now broached, for the first time, in the city 
gaol of Dublin ; although, be it remembered, no fixed limit had 
hitherto been prescribed for the calibre of the balls, whereas, 
for the future, the employment of a greater weight than 10 lbs. 
is strictly prohibited. In point of fact, therefore, as 9 lbs. 
(being the nearest calibre in actual use by the Ordnance) 
will be henceforth the extreme measure of this punishment, 
it appears to me that the opinion above given would go to 
the extent that youths under sixteen years of age, if unable 
to perform this comparatively trifling amount of labour (which, 
indeed, could be further diminished by the adoption of even 
lighter shot), are to be exempted altogether from the execution 
of their sentences ; and thus one of the most unmanageable and 
impracticable classes of offenders, upon whom this punitive 
deterrent might be expected to operate with the greatest advan- 
tage, would enjoy entire impunity. 

Great powers are confided to the medical officers with regard 
to the modification and virtual abrogation of sentences ; but as 
the confidence so reposed demands a corresponding discretion 
in their exercise, we are constrained to submit to the Board the 
necessity of obtaining further opinions upon this doctrine, which 
absolutely nullifies discipline, and partially supersedes the order 
of the Queen’s Bench, issued after long consideration, and upon 
the concurrent experience of similar officers throughout Ireland, 
who have conscientiously recorded their testimony to the in- 
nocuousness of shot-drill when properly carried out, although 
the careful examination of each prisoner entails an amount 
of additional labour from which they would gladly have re- 
lieved themselves, if they were not actuated by a sense of 
duty. 

Finally, although some important improvements have already 
been carried into effect, and others are either in progress or 
about to be executed — such as the extension of the hospital and 
the erection of a shed for vagrants — a reference to the schedules 
of “ Accommodation” and of “ Re-committals” (vide Nos. 10 and 
1 ! ), will show how inadequate is the provision for the reception 
of the average number of inmates — being 268 cells for an ordi- 
nary total of 500 inmates — and how utterly the imperfect disci- 

D 
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pline now in operation has failed in preventing constant repeti- 
tions of crime. 

These evils have frequently been brought under the atten- 
tion of the authorities, and I am not without hope that active 
measures will be taken for dealing with them. The lower 
prison, formerly occupied by the convicts, possesses great faci- 
lities for extension, and might be converted at an inconsiderable 
expense — when compared with the value of the advantages 
to he attained— into a complete building for carrying out 
“ separation” upon the radiated plan, which affords the means of 
supervision by a very small staff of officers. 

Great, however, as are these advantages, they apply solely to 
those who are already within the walls of the gaol ; but it is 
with the population outside, either already criminal, or which, 
if it be left unaided, necessarily falls into crime, that the 
paramount difficulty presents itself ; I allude more . par- 
ticularly to the juveniles, whose case has already been submitted, 
in a spirit of philanthropy and foresight, to the Corporation, by 
one of its members. It has been shown, in some of the fore- 
going schedules, that a large proportion of youthful delinquents 
is derived from vagrancy, winch is a conventional offence, and 
taken per se does not imply moral guilt ; while, on the other 
hand, they are debarred, by the obstructions which they en- 
counter, from receiving full and immediate assistance as paupers. 
On their behalf, therefore, I would appeal to the municipal 
authorities, not claiming their interposition as a measure of 
mere economy — though in this point of view much might be 
urged — but placing it on the higher ground of relieving the 
city from the growth and nurture, within its precincts, of a 
class which ultimately becomes dangerous to. society. . I do not 
speak of the establishment of “ Reformatories,” which appear 
to fall more properly under the cognizance of the State ; but to 
the adoption of Refuges, and of “ Societies of Patronage, . as 
the French designate them, in which shelter, food, and clothing 
are provided gratis, until a remunerative return is obtained, 
either by carrying on trades or other employments within the 
institution, or by transferring the youths to the care of bene- 
volent individuals, who accept the charge.

The total of prisoners actually in confinement, as compared 
with the return made by my colleague at his inspection in last 
February, exhibits an increase of 78, while, on the other hand, 
the annexed table (3) shows a very large diminution in the 
number of committals, which amounted in the year 1852 to no 
less than 16,106. 

The principal items of diminution are presented under the 
heading of “ Drunkards,” whose aggregate is 472 less than in 
ie pi eceding year ; a result affording matter of unmixed con- 
gratulation, and under that of “Vagrants,” which, although 
showing a difference of 2,794, cannot, I regret to state, be 
taken as an evidence of proportionate improvement, inasmuch 
as the difference is solely attributable to the longer duration 
of punishments, the sentences latterly inflicted having been to 
erms ol one, two, three, or four weeks’ imprisonment, instead 
of for forty-eight hours, as heretofore. Again, I find that, dur- 
ing this month (February) the number of prisoners confined in 
ne day reached the highest amount ever recorded since the 
opening of the gaol, namely, 61], an excess probably owing to

General Observations. — While I perform the pleasing duty D ^ 0 r *™ T 
of acknowledging the zeal and efficiency, with which the officers lalKICT ' 
carry out the duties assigned to them, and of recording that Dublin 
industry, cleanliness, and order are maintained here, I am 
bound to state that the total inadequacy of the accommodation Female 
renders impossible any approximation to discipline of such a Penitential y, 
character as to produce ameliorative results. A reference to Gran( J e -9 orman - 
the schedule of “ accommodation” will show that there are but 
173 single cells for the reception of inmates, sometimes exceed- 
ing 600, and even if the Government prisoners, i. e., those sen- 
tenced to transportation, were withdrawn from the portion of 
the building now assigned to them, the available room would 
barely suffice for a moiety of the average occupants. This 
space, limited as it is, .is further narrowed by the presence of 
an undue number of infants and lunatics, the latter of whom, 
however, the Inspectors of Asylums are willing and anxious to 
remove as soon as they shall have vacancies at their disposal, 
and the difficulty of action is much aggravated by the laws 
affecting vagrants, and by the restrictions practically imposed 
upon admissions to the workhouse, which have the effect of 
throwing upon the prisons classes more fitted for places of 
relief than of punishment. 

My colleague and myself have been compelled, in successive 
Reports, to notice the existence of this lamentable condition 
of things — hitherto without remedy or modification ; but I am 
unwilling to dismiss the subject without giving expression to 
the hope that the municipal authorities will earnestly address 
themselves to the task of grappling with this great and growing 
social evil.

It was unoccupied 
at the time of inspection.

Dietary, etc— Each pauper prisoner receives 2 lb. of bread, 
and H pints of new milk, daily ; also 2 oz. of soap and 1 candle, 
_ weekly. Each pauper room is supplied with a necessary allow- 
ance of coals weekly, viz., 21 cwt. during the winter half year, 
and \\ cwt. during the summer half year. 

The bedding of the pauper department consists of three 
blankets, one pair of sheets, and one rug, to each prisoner; 
together with one hedtick and bolster, filled with straw once 
every month. 

Hospital . — The sanitary condition of the gaol, from its posi- 
tion, which affords adequate drainage, and from its ample supply 
of water, as well as from the care of the medical officer, is 
highly satisfactory. The report of the latter is as follows : — 

“The number of persons who laboured under any disease re- 
quiring my attendance, was 158; that I prescribed for them 1144 
times, and that the death was only 1. Thus each patient, on an 
average, had about 7J visits. 
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“ I may remark that there has not been a single case of contagious 
fever, nor of cholera, in the prison during the year ; and that the 
diseases were for the most part chronic, and generally brought in 
with the prisoners. Bronchitis in various degrees, occasionally 
diarrhoea or dysentery, more frequently obstinate constipation, ulcers, 
strictures, disease of prostate gland, diseases of skin, and some inju- 
ries, as contusions, two fractures, and a few cuts, were the cases that 
chiefly occurred. 

“ The prison may be considered, on the whole, as very healthful, and 
the cases not numerous, considering that so many of its inmates are 
persons of broken down constitutions, and suffering much mental dis- 
tress, and in many instances, a total change in habits, diet, air, and 
clothing, &c.”

tion of intemperance, have checked the tendency to violent 
and insubordinate conduct hitherto prevalent here. I, how- 
ever, fully concur with my colleague in the propriety of altering 
the rule which exempts “ remand” prisoners from the payment 
of continuous rent, thus extending a privilege to the fraudulent 
or obstructive debtor which is denied to those who are free 
from these imputations. 

A complaint having been preferred to my colleague and my- 
self by two prisoners against one of the hatchmen, for having 
falsely accused them of card-playing, and for having conse- 
quently procured the infliction of punishment upon them, we 
investigated the matter carefully, and came to the conclusion 
that the charge was sustained by the evidence of unimpeachable 
and disinterested witnesses, and that the officer was fully justified 
in the course pursued by him. Indeed, I feel bound to report, 
that many of the prisoners, in reply to our inquiries as to 
whether they had any complaints to make, took that oppor- 
tunity of expressing their content, and their gratitude for the 
general treatment which they experienced. 

A memorial was presented some months ago to the Judges 
of the Queen’s Bench, setting forth the absence of certain 
necessaries in some of the paupers’ rooms, and the want of due 
separation in the allocation of quarters to the females. The 
first were forthwith supplied ; and with regard to the latter 
point, some propositions for furnishing the desired accommoda- 
tion have been submitted ; but I am unwilling to enter into any 
detail of them, entertaining as I do the hope that the constitu- 
tion of this prison, as well as the laws to which it owes its 
occupants, will shortly be revised and remodelled. In the 
mean time it is proper to state, that some improvements in 
repairs and cleanliness have been effected in the existing 
building.

State and Accommodation. 

As this jurisdiction still exists, I am hound to notice the gaol 
as a place of legal confinement, though its inutility has been 
frequently admitted. It consists of twelve rooms, in rather a 
dilapidated condition (including the pauper’s hall), and three 
yards. There is an adequate supply of good water. Debtors, 
of whom there were but four incarcerated here during the year 
ending on the day Gf my visit, find their own furniture, food, 
firing, and other necessaries, there being no prison allowance.

A comparison of the returns furnished on the 22nd of 
September (one of the days of my inspection) in each of the 
three last years, exhibits an equality of numbers, which would 
at first sight, lead to the presumption that the amount of crime 
remains stationary; but when the rapid advance of the popula- 
tmn of Belfast is taken into consideration, an advance without 
parallel m this kingdom, it will be admitted that there is, if not 
an actual, a proportionate diminution. In the year 1841 the 
population was rated at 85,233, whereas, in 1851 it had pro- 
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gressed to 110,061, and it is not to be doubted, that even since 
that recent period the increase has been rapid and normal. 
It is also worthy of remark, in support of this view, that there 
is a gradual decline in the commitment of offenders “ from the 
rest of the county.” 

The Legislature having lately directed particular attention to 
the condition of juvenile criminals, it is to be hoped that the 
Report of the Select Committee will be followed up by special 
enactments, as the schedule which records their ages and 
punishments shows forcibly the necessity of public interposition ; 
the subject being one of too great magnitude and gravity to be 
intrusted to the administration of private benevolence. With 
regard to drunkenness the tables still evidence the lamentable 
prevalence of this vice, and I regret to observe, under the head- 
ing of re-committals, the number of females returning to prison. 
I am fully aware that the separate system is stringently brought 
to bear upon prisoners of this sex, but its deterrent effects I 
conceive to be materially lessened by the. amount of their diet, 
the excessive allowance over the maximum appointed by the 
Court of Queen’s Bench being still continued, although com- 
mented upon in former Reports. Having consulted Dr. Purdon, 
the able and humane medical officer of the prison, I have his 
authority for stating, that a reduction to the prescribed quantity 
might be effected without the smallest injury to their bodily 
health ; and I submit therefore, that the experiment might be 
safely tried, and that thus at least one advantage may be with- 
drawn, which, at their estimation, is probably considered to 
counterbalance many of the repulsive and distasteful elements 
of isolation. 

I had also a communication with Dr. Purdon in reference to 
the policy of establishing a capstan-mill, with the double view 
of securing, by its application to grinding corn, unadulterated 
flour and meal, and of providing walking exercise for those who 
are engaged in trades, (except weavers, whose legs are in 
action), and for the stone breakers — the occupation of the latter 
being sedentary. Even females might be advantageously em- 
ployed thus, the mill, of course, being set at a very light resist- 
ance. In many gaols the radiating yards have been latterly 
disused, as they have been found to harbour damp, and 
as from their shape and limited area, prisoners are apt to become 
listless and unwilling to move with sufficient briskness. By 
removing, therefore, the dividing walls, space adapted to this 
object could be provided within the iron railing ; and by fitting 
the capstan bars with partitions, so as to prevent communica- 
tion, without impeding the free circulation of air, the principle 
of “ separation ” would be maintained unbroken. A complaint 
having been made to me by a male prisoner that he had been 
roughly handled by some of the turnkeys, I proceeded forth- 
with to investigate all the circumstances, which had already been 
inquired into by the governor at the time, when the offence was 
alleged to have been committed, and I was thoroughly satisfied 
that the charge was without foundation. I was accompanied 
throughout my inspection by the local inspector, and by all the 
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higher officers ; and it is hut justice to them, and to the mem- 
bers of the Board of Superintendence, to state, that I could 
convey no higher praise, when making an entry in the visitors’ 
book, than by recording, that I found the prison in its “usual” 
condition ; I will venture to add, that in all the requisites of such 
institutions — in order, cleanliness, ventilation, and in the observ- 
ance of strict, but humane discipline, it has no superior in the 
empire. 

The accommodation consists of 442 single cells, and 16 
solitary — Total, 458. Day-rooms, 5 ; hospitals, 2 ; baths, 3 ; 
kitchens, 1 ; laundry, 1 ; chapel, 1 ; yards, 38.

Employment is carried on here with considerable activity. 
In the year 1851, the gross amount of work w r as valued at 
£1,910 7s. 10 \d., the profit being £504 Os. Id., while in 1852, 
the gross total reached the figure of £2,375 2s. 1 \d., and the 
profit that of £929 5s. 

The school department is conducted with great care, and a 
book is kept by the chaplains for the purpose of recording the 
ascertained improvement of prisoners who have been two 
months at least under tuition. The females are also instructed 
by the schoolmaster, but of course in the presence of the 
matron, or of her assistants. 

Some very creditable specimens of progress in writing 
were produced, and the general registry is carefully filled ; the 
form of it, however, requires amendment, as it does not exhibit 
the gradual advance, but only the final proficiency of each 
pupil, and as it does not separate distinctly those who are impri- 
soned for very short periods, and are therefore not in a condition 
to derive any benefit from teaching. Perhaps it may be right to 
throw out here, in connexion with education, that, as in prisons, 
where the separate system prevails, the subordinate officers 
are confined more constantly within the walls, than where the 
principle of “ association ” still exists ; it would be desirable to

supply them with the means of amusement and improvement, 
by establishing a small lending library of standard works, to be 
selected under the authority of the Board. 

Dietary (where sentences exceed a month) — Breakfast, 8 oz. 
oatmeal, and 1 pint buttermilk ; dinner, 1 lb. household bread, 
and 1 pint new milk ; supper, 2 oz. oatmeal made into gruel. 

To prisoners sentenced 1 4 days and under — Breakfast, 8 oz. 
oatmeal, and J pint buttermilk; dinner, 14 oz. bread, and 
pint new milk. No supper to this class. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are 
regularly inspected and observed upon by the chaplains. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., \±d., or 12s. 5d. per 112 lbs.; 
new milk, per gallon, 5d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, 2d. ; salt, per 
stone, 2d. 

Boohs and Accounts. — It is almost unnecessary to report, that 
special attention is bestowed upon these important records of 
gaol discipline and economy, and that the forms directed by the 
Queen’s Bench are observed. The total cost of the gaol in 
1851 was £3,157 8s. od. ; and in 1852, £3,231 2s. 6d.

It is unnecessary to dwellon the defects of this wretched building, 
as a very liberal sum is about to be expended on the construc- 
tion of a new bridewell, the plan of which has already received 
the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant. Keeper's salary, £20. 
Dietary, id. Petty sessions monthly, and transmittals correct. 
It is my duty to state that the registry is kept in a very slovenly 
manner, and that written committals were wanting in several 
cases. 

Ballymena. Ballymena. — No prisoners; 190 in the last quarter; 823 m 

1852. The house clean, and the bedding sufficient ; one of the 
pumps out of order ; the weeds were about to be removed from 
the female yard. Salary and dietary the same as at the above 
bridewells. Petty sessions held once a fortnight, and the trans- 
mittals immediate. The local inspector very seldom visits, but 
the local magistrates discharge this duty. The keeper was 
lately appointed; his predecessor having been removed for 
drunkenness. The registry was not duly filled by the constabu- 
lary, although their signature is an indispensable check, and 
although it is expressly directed by au order which the 
Inspector-General issued at the instance and request of the 
Inspectors-General of Prisons.

The inmates of this gaol have undergone, I am happy to 
state, a large and progressive reduction, the numbers confined 
on the day corresponding to that of my inspection, during the 
three last years, being as follows: — July 7, 1850, 216; do., 
1851, 175; do., 1852, 138; do., 1853,98. The commitments 
during the past year stood thus: — males, 591 ; females, 338. 
lie-commitments — males, 25 ; females, 18. Greatest number 
in gaol at one time during the past year — males, 89 ; females, 
51. Average — males, 70 ; females, 41. The punishments since 
January amounted to 31, all, except one, being inflicted by the 
authority of the Governor. There were three males under sen- 
tence of transportation, and one female. 

In reference to the above return of committals and recom- 
mittals, it is proper to remark, that in gaols in which punitive 
labour, in conjunction with industrial employment, is strictly 
carried out among the male prisoners, a yet greater diminution 
is found to take place, particularly if such labour be of an irk- 
some and distasteful character. Here there is no tread-wheel, 
nor shot exercise, nor any distinctive punishment for those sen- 
tenced to hard labour except stonebreaking, -which is unequal 
in its operation, and is not always practicable. 

W ith regard to the females, the necessity of an entire change 
liavingbeen fully recognised and most liberally provided for by the 
county authorities, no further observation is needed, as the addi- 
tional building for their reception is progressing towards com- 
pletion ; and “ separation” will be forthwith brought to bear

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North upon those hitherto incorrigible offenders of this sex, who make 
isTRicT. ^ g a0 ] their home, and who become an annual charge upon the 
County of community for the maintenance of police and of legal process, 
Armagh Cool. y. afe not taught to dread confinement in a thoroughly 
penal condition, I found, for instance, in custody two females 
who had been ten and twelve times recommitted respectively, 
besides many others who had less frequently returned. The 
prison was in a very creditable state of order and cleanliness 
throughout, although my coming was unexpected, and although 
the local inspector and governor were both absent on busi- 
ness, the latter being in attendance as a witness at the Mo- 
naghan assizes. I had the advantage, however, of meeting some 
of the members of the Board of Superintendence, who take an 
active interest, and feel a just pride in the administration ; and 
in their company I examined every part of the establishment. 
The hospital for femaleshaving been pulled down, to make way 
for a portion of the proposed addition, there is now but one 
building common to both sexes, which will probably be suffi- 
cient, (except, perhaps, in the event of an epidemic,) as Dr. 
Kobinson, the very zealous and efficient surgeon, treats all 
minor cases in the cells — a mode of practice which not only 
prevents contagion, but which maintains in its integrity the 
separate system, it being well ascertained that unless great 
vigilance and determination be shown by the medical officer, 
frequent attempts will be made on the part of prisoners placed 
“ in separation” to feign illness, in order to procure their re- 
moval to the society of the sick- wards. Shortly before my visit 
a prisoner had forced his way into the corridor, through the door 
of one of the cells on the ranges set apart for males, the wooden 
panels being weak, and easily removable. As a matter of pre- 
caution, these doors will require to be strengthened, and addi- 
tional security will be obtained by the constant presence of a 
turnkey, when the 3rd and 4th Victoria, cap. 44, is fully carried 
into effect, the power of communication between the prisoners 
and the officers being an indispensable requirement prescribed 
thereby.

The profits upon works, as certified to the grand juries at the 
Spring and Summer Assizes in the present year, amounted 
respectively to £73 12s. 2d., and £58 19s. 8<f. Of the nine 
turnkeys four are regular tradesmen, namely, a tailor, a shoe- 
maker, a weaver, and a carpenter, and one fills the offices of 
schoolmaster and storekeeper. The latter, who has been lately 
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appointed, was absent, having been subpoenaed as a witness to 

attend at Monaghan. The registry of progress appears to be 

regularly kept, and instruction is given daily for two hours to County of 
the males. The females are taught spelling and reading by the Arma 9 h Gao • 
Matron for more than an hour each day ; but in the existing 
condition of this department no great advance can be reasonably 
expected. When, however, they have been transferred to the 
building now in preparation, they will, doubtless, participate in 
every advantage already extended to prisoners of the other sex. 

The Dietary is according to regulation. There were no 
complaints, and the inspection of provisions is constant — the 
remarks of the chaplains being entered in a book specially allo- 
cated for the purpose.

The reduction in the number of prisoners confined here at 
the above date, as compared with the total reported at the last 
inspection, which took place in August, 1 852, amounts to but 
12; while on the whole year there is a trifling excess, a circum- 
stance somewhat remarkable, as in almost every other county 
in Ireland the diminution is rapid and progressive The aggre- 
gate of re-committals has, I regret to observe, nearly doubled — - 
a result which does not appear to be attributable to any par- 
ticular or local cause ; on the other hand, it is a subject of con- 
gratulation that the juvenile offenders are fewer than elsewhere. 
The commitments during the past year were — males, 577 ; 
females, 319. lie-commitments — males, 47 ; females, 29. And 
the greatest number in gaol at one time: — males, 103 ; females, 
53. Average — males, 88 ; females, 88. There were no less 
than 21 convicts — 19 males, and 2 females. The former had 
occasioned considerable apprehension from their turbulent con- 
duct, and their attempt to break prison, which was happily dis- 
covered ; one, indeed, succeeded in making his escape, but was 
retaken. 1 accordingly felt it my duty to make an urgent 
application to the Inspector of Government Prisons for the 
removal of these dangerous inmates ; and I received from him 
an assurance, that this seasonable relief should be forthwith 
carried into execution. The accommodation consists of 68 
single cells, 4 solitary ditto, and 26 rooms with beds — 18 of 
which (6 on each of three tiers) are appropriated to females, 
an arrangement which necessarily renders the adoption of the 
separate system, or any modification of it, unattainable in their 
case, although it is now universally admitted to be the only 
form of deterrent discipline which can be brought to bear 
successfully upon their sex. I. state this without any impeach- 
ment of the matron or her assistants, who appear to discharge 
their duties as efficiently as is consistent with the means at

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their disposal. Classification is observed ; and the punishments, 
which amounted to eight only, had been inflicted solely on the 
convicts. 

Employment and Schools. — Stales — breaking stones, carpen- ' 
ters, tailors, shoemakers, dogmakers, and smiths’ work, painting 
and glazing, weaving and winding, sawing timber, whitewashing, 
prison duties, and cooking. Females — knitting, spinning, sew- 
ing, making prison dress and bedticks. There is not much 
industrial work, in the sense of manufacturing production carried 
on here, but a large amount of employment is maintained ; and 
in the account of the current expenditure from Summer Assizes, 
1852, to Lent Assizes, 1853, taking credit for the value of every 
kind of labour performed by the prisoners, a profit appears to the 
amount of £212 9s. 7 d. In reference to punitive labour, the 
position of the tread-wheel would render its division into com- 
partments undesirable from the very confined space which it 
occupies, but it would be advisable to construct stalls for 
separating the prisoners during the intervals of rest. School 
instruction is given to the males, daily, from 10 a.m. until 12 
o’clock; and the registry shows a creditable progress. The 
assistant matron teaches the females also for two hours. 

Dietary and Contracts. — Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz. meal, i 
stirabout, 1 pint of buttermilk. Dinner — 14 oz. wholemeal 
bread, 1 pint of new-milk. 

Females. — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal in stirabout, 1 pint of 
buttermilk. Dinner — 12 oz. wholemeal bread, f of a pint of 
new-milk. 

A few complaints were made of the quality of the milk, but, 
upon tasting it, as well as the bread ancl the stirabout, I see no 
reason to express dissatisfaction, particularly as the chaplains 
are regular and careful in their inspection of the provisions. 
Contracts — bread, per lb., 1 %d.; oatmeal, per cwt., 9s. 10^d; 
new-milk, per gallon, 4 \d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, If d. ; salt, 
per stone, 2f d. 

Books and Accounts. — The gaol books are kept with pro- 
priety, and the form of accounts lately sanctioned by the Court 
of Queen’s Bench have been for some time in use, so as to 
afford every facility for examining and balancing the daily items. 
The total cost of the prison stands thus : — for the year 1850, 
£1,708 17s. 4d; 1851, £1,356 13*. 10*i; 1852, £1,427 Os. 4Jd; 
and up to the Lent Assizes, 1853, £802 10s. 7 \d.

I have touched above 
on the points which seemed to me to require observation, and 
I would suggest the propriety of adapting a few cells for carry- 
ing out the separate system with regard to juveniles, a subject 
to which the legislature has latterly given great attention, and 
which probably will be shortly dealt with by special enactment.

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There is one other matter to which I feel called upon to allude. 
It will be seen, that in the list of officers no salary is attached to 
the name of George Robert Gallogly, the deputy-governor. 
Upon inquiry, I ascertained that he was appointed to the office by 
the Grand Jury, at Lent Assizes, 1848, “to act without salary for 
two years,” but that he has never received any remuneration. 
The local inspector bears testimony to “the very efficient and 
proper manner in which he has conducted himself in every par- 
ticular,” and, indeed, I was assured, that on the occasion of the 
attempted outbreak of the convicts, which has been referred to 
above, he exhibited great gallantry and resolution, and incurred 
considerable danger. Under these circumstances I submit the 
case to the proper quarter without further comment. 

Bridewells.

7 1 confined during last quarter. Dietary, 4 d. for both sexes. 
The building clean, and the sewers effective. The walls are 
insecure — a privy in the female yard, and a water-shoot in 
that set apart for the males affording means of escape. A supply 
of blankets is required. Committals for definite periods are 
sometimes given here ; an illegal practice which ought to 
be discontinued. Petty sessions held fortnightly, without 
failure, and transmittals immediate. The local inspector sel- 
dom visits, but Mr. Veevers, s.m., does so frequently. 

Cootehill . — 7 males and 1 female; *29 last quarter. The male 
day-room very dark and confined. The male yard small and 
insecure from the position of the privy ; sewers fair, and pump. 
Bedticks and blankets required for two beds. Dietary, by con- 
tract, Ad. for both sexes. Registry correct, and transmittals 
regular; but committals for short definite periods, such as three 
days, take place here. The local inspector visits frequently, 
but very seldom makes an entry. 

Ballyconnell . — The keeper absent. 3 males; no females. 32 
already (1 7th May) in this quarter, chiefly for robbery, although 
there were but 16 during the whole of last. The pump out of 
order, the chimney smoky, the yards ungravelled, and the sewers 
foul. The walls are insecure, as the privy is placed in an angle. 
The window of the male clay-room requires repair, a stone having 
been cut away to free a prisoner who stuck fast in attempting 
to escape. House clean, and building sufficient. Petty sessions, 
committals, transmittals, and registry regular. Dietary Ad. foi 
both sexes. The local inspector visits from time to time.

but I fear that the total of those made amenable to justice 
is a fallacious" test of immunity from crime. There was, for 
instance, not a single individual charged with ribbonism at the 
time of my inspection, a result attributable to the difficulty of 
detection ; while the paucity of cases of illicit distillation was 
deducible, probably, rather from the circumstance of oats and 
barley not being ready for use than from an abandonment of this 
demoralizing traffic. The small aggregate of female offendeis 
here is also remarkable; for it is worthy of notice, that in the 
adjoining county of Sligo, at the same period, they exceeded 
the males by one. The proportion of their re-committals, how- 
ever, is greater. The commitments during the past year stand 
thus— males, 471 ; females, 123. Re-commitments— males, 11 ; 
females, 1 6. Greatest number in gaol at one time during the 
past year— males, 121; females, 34. Average— males, 90; 
females, 21. The punishments since the 1st of January, 
amounted to 109, all inflicted by the governor, who examines

County of a nd 2 male convicts, and 1 female; but it is to be hoped that 
me ‘ the gaol will shortly be relieved of both of these classes. No 
material alteration in the accommodation or discipline has taken 
place since the last inspection. The system of “ association ” 
is still observed here, though, I am bound to say, that every 
effort appears to be made by those in charge to modify, by 
classification, and by vigilant supervision, the evils necessarily 
arising from intermixture. No watchfulness, however, can pre- 
vent some communication from taking place when the prisoners 
have opportunities, as, for instance, at meal times, which are 
taken in the day-rooms — of interchanging signals, if not words. 
The governor is desirous of dividing into partitions work-sheds 
capable of affording sufficient shelter in all but the severest 
weather ; and this plan would, doubtless, be of value as a means 
of maintaining distinction, but where there are 75 cells for the 
reception of males, and 10 for females, which latter might be 
increased at an inconsiderable outlay, I would venture to urge 
upon the local authorities the policy of adopting complete 
“ separation.” As a matter of economy, the artificial heating 
of the cells would probably be found to produce a saving of 
fuel, which would be no longer required for the day-rooms, but 
a far more important result might be reasonably expected from 
isolation, which would inflict a severe blow upon illegal con- 
federacies, and which would operate as a deterrent upon offen- 
ders in general; such a deterrent being the more essential 
here, as there is no punitive labour except stone-breaking. It 
only remains for me to add, that the building throughout was 
in a most creditable state of regularity and cleanliness.

But little is attempted here, in the execution of industrial 
works, as may be seen from the above schedule. Brushes and 
mats are, however, manufactured in the gaol, and occasional 
instruction is afforded in shoemaking and tailoring. The 
school is conducted with laudable care, tuition being given 
for four hours daily to the males ; and the registry of progress 
exhibits very satisfactorily the advance of proficiency. 

Dietary. — Breakfast — Males, 8 oz. meal (half Indian and 
half oatmeal), and 1 pint of buttermilk ; females, 7 oz. (half 
Indian and half oatmeal), and 1 pint buttermilk.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regu- 
larly inspected by the chaplains. 

Books and Accounts. — The forms directed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench are observed with great accuracy and clearness, 
and leave nothing to be desired as to the facility of examina- 
tion and of checking.

Bridewells. 

Donegal. — No prisoners ; 72 in last quarter; 228 in 1852. 
The house was clean, but very damp ; the bedding adequate. 
The water on the premises is unfit for use. The defects of this 
building have been often the subjects of report, and 1 fear that 
from the circumstances of the locality it would be almost impossi- 
ble to obviate them. The facility of communication between the 
sexes ivithin, and with the public outside, is a grave objection. 
Petty sessions are appointed every three weeks, and seldom 
fail ; transmittals follow speedily. Registry and committals 
correct. Dietary, 4 d. per head. Salary of keeper, £30. The 
local inspector visits frequently. 

Glenties. — IS’o prisoners; 19 last quarter; 111 in 1852. The 
house clean, and bedding sufficient, but the building very ill- 
contrived, and damp ; pumps out of order, and the water bad. 
The cells face the street ; the departments for the two sexes 
are not sufficiently distinct, and there is but one yard in com- 
mon for both, the walls of which are so insecure that the 
keeper is always obliged to be present when prisoners are 
admitted into it. Dietary, 3 \d. Salary, £30. Petty sessions 
monthly. Registry, committals, and transmittals correct. 

Letterkenny. — No prisoners; 107 last quarter; 413 in 1852. 
The building clean; the bedding sufficient,- water good and 
abundant; and the sewers effective; the building damp; the 
yards in grass, which ought to be removed. The female day- 
room used by the keeper as a kitchen. Dietary, 4 d. Petty 
sessions fortnightly ; transmittals regular. Registry and com- 
mittals correct. Local inspector visits from time to time. 

Buncrana. — No prisoners ; 25 last quarter ; 92 in 1852. No 
water on the premises ; two cells for each sex ; female day- 
room occupied by the keeper when there are no prisoners. 
The cells look into the street, and the position of a privy in the 
male yard offers facilities for escape ; the doors have lately been 
furnished with ventilators. Salary, £30 ; the keeper a painstaking 
officer. Dietary, 4 d. Petty sessions fortnightly, and transmit- 
tals immediate. Registry and committals correct. The local 
inspector visits from time to time.

The punishments inflicted since J antiary amounted to_ 4 1 . The 
whole building was in a very creditable condition, both in regard 
to ventilation, cleanliness, and regularity of administration. 
But a reference to the schedule of commitments and re- com- 
mitments will at once show the necessity of increased accom- 
modation for the females, who are at present placed in associa- 
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tion, and who are obviously but little deterred from returning 
to prison by the punitive system now in force here. The Board 
of Superintendence, with which I have been in correspondence, 
and with some of the members of which I have had the advan- 
tage of communicating personally, appears to be fully sensible 
of the paramount difficulty of dealing with prisoners of this sex, 
unless they are kept in strict separation ; and with this view, 
and looking to the general improvement of the gaol, and to the 
establishment of a more stringent discipline, it has, after full 
discussion, directed the County Surveyor to prepare two plans 
and estimates, one for the alteration and fresh adaptation of two 
of the existing wings, and the other for the erection of two new 
buildings, upon which the decision of the ratepayers and of the 
Grand Jury will be taken. I sincerely trust that the vital 
importance of this measure to the effective conduct of the prison 
may be appreciated by the above bodies, and that it may he 
the pleasing duty of the Inspector-General, at his next visit, to 
record the adoption of it. In the meantime I would abstain 
from offering any suggestion.

School instruction is given daily to the males for six hours, 
except in winter, when the time is reduced to four hours. The 
registry of progress is carefully kept ; but is somewhat imper- 
fect in form, in not showing clearly on the face of the tables 
the monthly advance. It would he very desirable if the Chap- 
lains, as is the practice at the neighbouring gaol of Belfast, 
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were to examine those who are sentenced to the longer periods 
of confinement, both on their admission and on their discharge, 
so as to measure the accuracy of the entries in the registry. 
The females are taught for two hours, hut there is no record of 
their proficiency. 

Dietary and Contracts. — The dietary is strictly according 
to regulation. Bread, per lb. (baked in gaol), ljd ; oatmeal, per 
cwt., 125.; Indian meal, per cwt., 95. ; new milk, per gallon, 
6d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, 2 d. ; salt, per stone, 2d. 

The provisions are regularly inspected by the Chaplains. 
The bread, which I tasted, was very good ; but some few com- 
plaints were made against the gruel. Upon inquiry, however, 
I was satisfied that they were groundless, the usual quantity of 
meal being allowed. 

Boohs and Accounts. — The forms directed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench are strictly observed, and carefully filled. The 
total cost of the gaol amounted in 1850 to £2,579 115. 8 \d.', 
in 1851, £2,201 6s. 0 \d. : and in 1852 to £2,304 4s. 2d.

A memorial requesting that I should recommend an increase 
in the salaries of the turnkeys, having been laid before me, I 
think it but justice to state that the document was moderate and 
respectful in tone, and was placed in my hands by the Gover- 
nor of the gaol, in the presence of the Local Inspector. Al- 
though, upon comparing the salaries in question with those 
hitherto paid in other gaols, there is no disparity or dispro- 
portion of such an amount as to call for special notice, yet I

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would venture to throw out, for the consideration of the county 
authorities, that the great rise in the price of all the necessaries 
of life, and the advance which has taken place in wages and 
payments throughout all departments of industry and employ- 
ment, render it politic to adopt means of inducement for retain- 
ing those* who have proved themselves faithful servants, and for 
securing a succession of qualified officers; it being necessary to 
bear in mind that a large and normal emigration of those 
classes from which the supply has hitherto been derived, is 
taking place, and is likely to continue. 

Officers’ Visits. — Local Inspector, 150 ; Surgeon, &c., 167 ; 
Protestant Chaplain, 94 ; Presbyterian or Dissenting do., 164 ; 
Roman Catholic do., 97. 

The Hospitals for both sexes were clean and well tended. 
There were three male and two female patients, one of the 
latter of whom was dying of dysentery, which, however, I am 
happy to state, was not epidemic here. It would be satisfactory 
that the Surgeon should note the number on “ medical diet,” 
as such record would be a check and a voucher for that number 
until further entry. The cost of the medicines, which are pur- 
chased as required, and compounded in the gaol by an apothe- 
cary, stands thus for the annexed years : — 1850, £‘21 11s. 0 \d . ; 
1851, £16 175. 7 \d.\ 1852, £6 18s. Id. There were eleven 
male lunatics and one female, from whose presence I trust the 
gaol will soon be relieved.

Brideivells. 

Neivry — I found ■ four male and an equal number of female 
prisoners here-; 401 were confined in the last quarter; and 
during the year 1852 no less than 1713. The building through- 
out was in a very creditable state of cleanliness and order, and 
the keeper appears anxious to discharge his very arduous duties, 
which, however, I fear are beyond his powers; as he is without 
an assistant. Some attempts to escape had been made, in con- 
sequence of the facilities afforded by a watershoot, which ought 
to be removed. . I regretted to find that sentences for definite 
periods of imprisonment are carried out here, in direct contra- 
vention of the Prisons Act. The Local Inspector visits from 
time to time; but the general administration of the bridewell 
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is vested in a local board of magistrates, who fulfil their functions 
with great assiduity. The dietary costs 3\d. per head for both 
sexes. 

Newtownards. — Four male and one female prisoners; 120 in 
the last quarter 474 during 1852. The four males (all boys), 
were placed at night in one room, a very objectionable arrange- 
ment The house fairly clean and well ventilated ; the sewerage 
effective ; the pumps somewhat out of order. Petty sessions 
held every three weeks, and transmittals regular. Diet, 3d. per 
head. Salary of keeper, £25. The registry correct; but I 
regretted to find that sentences of one week’s imprisonment 
were completed in the bridewell , which, I need scarcely observe, 
is illegal. A prisoner, who had recently escaped over the wall 
of the female yard, had been retaken.

[Since the above was in type, I have learned, with great regret, 
that a presentment for the alteration of the prison has been 
rejected by the rate-payers, on the grounds, as stated in a 
communication addressed to my colleague and myself by the 
governor, that the separate system has not been “proved.” 
Some discrepancy of opinion undoubtedly exists as to the 
duration of separate confinement, carried out in its fullest 
stringency, and as to the amount of association which ought to 
be conceded after the expiration of this period of seclusion ; 
but all those who have devoted their time and attention to the 
means of dealing with criminals are unanimous in their opinion, 
that separation is an indispensable element. This opinion is 
ably summed up in the 4th, 9th, 10th, and 11th resolutions of 
the Select Committee upon Prison Discipline, which was com- 
posed of members honourably distinguished by their knowledge 
of this most important social subject. 

“ 4th. That this committee also concurs in the opinion ex- 
pressed by a Committee of the House of Lords, in 1835, that 
entire separation, except during the hours of labour, and of 
religious worship and instruction, is absolutely necessary for 
preventing contamination, and for securing a proper system of 
prison discipline ; and this committee is of opinion, that with 
this view every prison ought to contain such a number of cells 
as would enable each prisoner to be kept separate by day as 
well as by night, both before and after trial. 

“ 9th. That while the evidence as to the results of the system 
is in some respects conflicting, the great preponderance of 
evidence, including" that of almost all the visiting justices and 
officers of the prisons in which it has been in operation, and 
who have been examined by this Committee, is highly favourable 
to it ; and this Committee is of opinion, that if conducted under 
proper regulations and control, separate confinement is more 
efficient than any other system which has been yet tried, both 
in deterring from crime and in promoting reformation.

The numbers here, as measured by the returns for the cor- 
responding day of the month in the years 1850, 1851, and 1852, 
show a gradual reduction. July 5, 1850, 198 ; do., 1851, 156 ; 
do., 1852, 118; do., 1853, 97. The convicts sentenced to 
transportation were 16, 12 males and 4 females. The commit- 
ments during the past year stood thus — males, 439 ; females, 
164. Re-commitments- — males, 22; females, 16. Greatest 
number in gaol at one time during the past year— males, 89 ; 
females, 45. Average — males, 49 ; do. females, 33. The 
punishments since January amounted to 6, all, but one, being 
inflicted by the authority of the Governor. Orders have been 
given for the construction of a refractory cell. 
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Vagrancy is happily on the decline, and thus a class is with- North 
drawn whose presence strongly militated against health and D istri ct - 
discipline. I lament to state, however, that there were no less County o/Fer- 
than 24 prisoners in custody charged with being engaged in a mana 9 ,t Gao1 - 
conspiracy to murder. The general condition of the gaol, in 
point of ventilation, supply of water, cleanliness, and order, was 
highly creditable, and a sufficient progress has been already 
made towards the establishment of the separate system in the 
male department, to render its completion and its strict obser- 
vance easily practicable with the diminished aggregate of pri- 
soners. On the other hand, there are some matters observable 
here which do not indicate the same vigorous spirit of improve- 
ment which prevails elsewhere. I refer to the absence of all 
constant punitive labour, except stone-breaking, which is car- 
ried on in very inconvenient compartments, as reported by my 
colleague at his last inspection. I fully concur in his suggestion 
for their removal, and for the erection of sheds 6 adapted to 
“ separation.” Further, of two alterations imperatively directed 
by the Court of Queen’s Bench, which have been, for a con- 
siderable time, enforced throughout all the gaols of the king- 
dom, and which have been found to be most successful in their 
practical operation (I allude to the partial substitution of gruel 
for milk, and to an uniform system of books and accounts), the 
former has never been adopted, and the latter had been pro- 
cured so shortly before my visit as not to have been put into 
use. The state, however, of the female department is the 
most prominent evil ; and I would most earnestly appeal 
to the authorities to take active measures for abating it. In the 
neighbouring county of Armagh a very large sum has been 
presented for a similar purpose ; and during the last 18 months, 
in many of the poorer counties, great exertions have been cheer- 
fully made to remedy the crying defects which are found to 
exist in the majority of gaols with reference to female accom- 
modation, as in the original designs no provision was made for 
the reception of prisoners of this sex in such numbers as expe- 
rience has unhappily shown to prevail generally. Here, how- 
ever, such a preponderance does not exist, and the demand for 
the labour of females, especially in sprigged muslin-work, which 
has been promoted with laudable activity, will probably tend 
to a further diminution. In fact, at the period of my inspection, 
they amounted to but 23, thus exceeding by three only the 
total of cells which are available for their occupation, and if 
these latter were duly fitted and prepared, the discipline of 
“ separation” might be extended to every portion of the prison. 

There being no drying-room at present, it would be easy to con- 
struct one, at a moderate cost, in the small yard adjoining. The 
hall at present used as a laundry, and the fire, might be turned 
to account in warming the pipes or flues, which constitute one 
of the indispensable requirements prescribed by the 3rd and 
4th Victoria, cap. 44, “ The Separate System Act.” The heating 
apparatus already established in the quarter of the gaol set apart 
for males is rather ineffective, the boilers being imperfect. Ho 
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bye-laws exist here, a want winch might lead to very grave con- 
sequences in the event of any exercise of authority not strictly 
defined by the Prisons’ Act. I would, therefore, urge the 
Board to compile forthwith a code, to be submitted for the 
approval of the Court of Queen’s Bench, in compliance with 
the 4th section of the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74 ; or if they should 
decide upon adopting in its integrity the “ separate system,” for 
that of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, conformably with the 
3rd and 4th Victoria, cap. 44.

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It is with the most sincere pleasure that I congratulate this 
county on the unprecedented immunity from crime, which the — 
State of the gaol exhibits. 1 annex the numbers incarcerated 
here at the dates corresponding with that of my inspection for “ ' 
the preceding four years, in order to measure the extent of im- 
provement, which has been steadily progressive : —

Of the latter total, small as it is, ten were debtors, and ten 
more summarily committed, so that there remain but 33 to 
represent the entire aggregate of felons, misdemeanants, &c., 
both tried and untried. There is also another item, of a grati- 
fying character, observable in the above returns, whicli reflects 
credit on the county institutions. I allude to the non-exist- 
ence of workhouse offenders, a class but too prevalent else- 
where. Being struck with this unusual circumstance, imme- 
diately after my inspection I proceeded to the workhouse to 
ascertain whether it was caused by the absence of youths be- 
tween 9 and 15 years of age^-a period generally very fruitful of 
minor delinquencies — but I there found no less than eighty-one 
fallino- within this category. It is clear, therefore, that either 
the supervision in the workhouse is so careful, or that the disci- 
pline of the gaol is so stringently deterrent, as to prevent crime 
among juveniles. I sincerely trust that this happy condition 
may continue for the future ; for, in looking to the past year, 
the aggregate of commitments and re-commitments does not 
present so satisfactory an aspect. Commitments — males, 733 ; 
females, 147. Re-commitments — males, 41 ; females, 28. 

Greatest number in gaol at one time — males, 81 ; females, 37. 
Average— males, 60 fill ; do. females, 27s|. There were nei- 
ther convicts, lunatics, nor vagrants — the three classes whose 
presence is peculiarly subversive of regular discipline. Classi- 
fication is strictly maintained among the males ; but the females 
are divided into three classes only in their department, which 
falls below the general character of the institution. It is pro- 
posed to construct a drying-room in connexion with the laundry, 
by fitting a portion of the lower tier of cells with slides. Cots 
are about to be substituted for the heavy iron bedsteads. The 
punishments since January last amounted to but 5.

the authorities, the policy of carrying out “ separation,” at least 
for adult females and for juveniles of both sexes — being the 
two classes upon which this system is found to act most effec- 
tively as a deterrent and a reformatory power, and with regard 
to which the attention of the Legislature has been for some 
time deeply engaged. Indeed, if the average number of in- 
mates does not exceed the present total, the whole gaol might 
be very advantageously brought within its operation, and placed 
on the same footing as the first-class prisons of the country, in 
which it has been thoroughly adopted.

1 found upon the visitors’ book a memorandum calling the 
attention of the Inspectors-General to the allegation that it 
would be of advantage to the county if a district bridewell 
were established in this locality. The appointment of district 
bridewells is, by the 92nd section of the Prisons’ Act, vested 
exclusively in the Lord Lieutenant, to whom any application 
should be addressed. As, however, such matters are usually 
referred to the Inspectors-General for their opinion, it is, per- 
haps, right to state, that the disadvantages of these minor 
prisons are fully discussed in the Twenty-ninth General Report 
for 1850.

The reduction, therefore, has been considerable with regard to 
the males, but I regret to observe that a similar proportion of 
improvement is not found to exist among the females, a result 
doubtless attributable to the want of due accommodation for 
enforcing the only deterrent discipline which can bo brought to 
boar effectually upon offenders of this sex — I allude to the 
“ separate system.” The collective accommodation of the gaol 
is more than sufficient for its present, and, I trust, future re- 
quirements ; but, while on the male side there are no less than 
1 16 single cells, there are but 1 3 on that allocated to the females — 
1 1 rooms, with beds, being also applicable to their reception.

There were 6 female convicts who were about to be removed, 
but no lunatics of either sex. The punishments since January 
amounted to 57, all inflicted by the Governor or his deputy. 
The prison throughout was in a very creditable condition of 
order and cleanliness, and ventilation had latterly been im- 
proved in the male cells by the introduction of zinc panes in 
the windows, and by additional perforation in the doors. Some 
approximation to “ separation ” has been made, by confining the 
males at night singly, and by placing them during labour hours 
in 37 partitioned sheds, which are used for stone-breaking, the 
principal employment here. This useful principle might be 
further carried out by cutting off a portion of the master debtors’ 
yard, and by thus adapting six cells to general industrial works, 
of which there is a deficiency. These are unquestionably steps 
in the right direction, but I venture to hope, that at no distant 
period the system to which I have referred above, may be ap- 
plied in its integrity to all classes in this prison, which has the 
advantage of being administered by highly competent authori- 
ties ; and I am the more induced to entertain this hope, as the 
probable continuance of a diminution in the number of prisoners 
will lower the expense of maintenance, and render the amount 
of requisite alteration less considerable.

None of the turnkeys being trained handicraftsmen, regular 
instruction in trades cannot be supplied ; a tailor, however, is 
brought in to teach, and there are usually shoemakers and 
carpenters to be found among the prisoners. Stone-breaking, 
which occupies a large majority of the males, produces but 
little profit, but the breaking of bones, which it is sometimes 
difficult to procure, is more remunerative. Schooling is given 
for one hour daily to each class of the males, when it contains a 
sufficient number to render such distinction advisable, and the 
registry of progress is kept accurately ; it does not, however, 
exhibit their gradual advance, but only their final proficiency at 
the period of their discharge as compared with their state of 
knowdedgo upon their entrance. 
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The females are schooled for two hours daily, hut their teach- 
ing embraces only the alphabet, spelling, and reading the Bible, 
and does not extend to writing or arithmetic.

It is necessary also to remark that one of 
the forms lately directed by the Court of Queen’s Bench (this 
direction being mandatory ) has not yet been adopted — I allude 
to that numbered 2, “ The state of the Prison at Lockings,” 
which is of vital importance, as constituting the basis of the 
“ Morning State” on the following day. The total cost of the 
gaol for the last three years stands thus — 1850, £2, 120 18s.

If a door were broken through the wall dividing the 
keeper’s bed-room from his store-room, male prisoners could be 
conducted with great security by a staircase which leads from 
the latter into the court-house. Petty sessions held fortnightly ; 
transmittals regular. I regretted to find some cases of com- 
mittal to imprisonment in the bridewell for definite periods, 
which is illegal. Dietary, Ad. for both sexes. Salary of keeper, 
£20. The local inspector visits from time to time, and the 
county inspector occasionally. 

Coleraine. Coleraine. — 3 male prisoners; 101 in last quarter; 309 in 

1852. House clean, and bedding adequate. Petty sessions 
every fortnight, and transmittals regular.

to the officers, within whose jurisdiction they are specially 
placed, for their removal. A disproportionate number of 
females is observable here, as elsewhere : and is probably to 
be attributed partly to the emigration of adult able-bodied 
males, who leave their families without any provision or shelter 
but the workhouse or the gaol, and partly to the influx of pros- 
titutes, who commit slight crimes in order to secure the 
advantage of medical treatment in the venereal ward, and thus 
press unduly upon the accommodation. The debtors’ quarter, 
which is spacious, was without a single inmate. The gaol 
requires a general repair; but, in making this statement, I am 
not to be understood as imputing any neglect to the members 
of the Board, who are very desirous to discharge their duty, 
and who have directed the County Surveyor to make a thorough 
inspection, with the view of counteracting the damp, which is 
prevalent. The woodwork, also, is about to be repaired, and 
new locks and keys to be furnished. It is further proposed to 
cut off, or set apart a portion of the weaving lofts, for rooms to 
be used as tailoring and shoemaking workshops. Classification 
is maintained among the males; but for the females — who were 
divided into three classes — the system at present in operation 
is quite inadequate during their daily association at school and 
at industrial labour, as well as during the night, when they are 
not confined in single cells, but are congregated in rooms contain- 
ing four or more beds. There were 30 punishments within the 
current year, all of them, except one, having been inflicted by 
the authority of the Governor. 

Employment and Schools. — Males: — weaving, winding, and 
preparing yarn, sawing, carpenter work, tailoring, shoemaking, 
nailmaking, smithwork, grinding corn, hackling flax, baking, 
and stone-breaking. Females: — sewing, washing, knitting, 
quilting, scutching flax, carding and spinning flax and tow, and 
prison duties. 

There were three looms at work. A turnkey qualified to 
teach shoemaking would be a very useful addition to the trades’ 
department. By the report of the Board made to the Grand 
Jury at the last Lent assizes, it appears that work to the amount 
of £125 18s. (id. has been done in the gaol during the year; that 
all the necessary clothing and bedding for the prisoners had 
been provided, and that cash to the amount of £34 9s. 8 d. 
had been lodged in bank, in aid of the general expenditure. 
Upon the provision accounts, taking credit for the difference 
between the cost price and the market price, there is shown to 
be a gain upon meal and bread, which are prepared within the 
walls, of no less than £75 145. 3 d. 

Schooling is given for two hours ; and the attention of the 
Board having been directed to this important element of discip- 
line, considerable improvement has taken place, especially in 
the instruction of the juveniles.

There were some complaints of the poverty and the irregular 
supply of the milk, which is very difficult to procure, but the 
inspection of the chaplains is constant and careful; and the Board, 
some time ago, having found occasion to condemn the quality 
of the bread, immediately took measures for correcting the 
defect ; and that which has since been issued has been highly 
approved by the authorities. 

Books and Accounts The gaol books and accounts, accord- 

ing to the tables prescribed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, are 
kept with laudable accuracy. A book, however, is required for 
recording the entry and exit of the officers, &c. A new form 
of the daily work account, which will show the exact balance of 
material purchased, work completed, and profits gained, has just 
been prepared. The total expense of the prison was, for the 
year 1850, £1,410 13a.

General Observations. — I visited this gaol on two successive 
days, and found it clean and orderly, and in a due condition of 
discipline. I have adverted above to the insufficiency of the 
female department, for carrying out the only system of correc- 
tion which has been found to operate effectively upon delin- 
quents of this sex; I refer to “separation.” I am fully aware 
that the authorities here have very commendably, both in classi- 
fication and in correction, bestowed special care upon juveniles; 
but as offenders in their novitiate of crime are at the present 
period the subject of inquiry before parliament, with a view to 
immediate legislation, I would suggest the policy of preparing 
a few cells, which, I trust, the progressive diminution of criminals 
throughout the county, will render available for the reception of 
this class, strictly under the provisions of the 3rd and 4th Vie., 
cap. 44.

[Since the above was in type, I regret to state, that an event 
occurred which exhibited not only a want of the means of 
security in the prison, and of vigilance on the part of the 
officers, but a gross neglect in the custody of the keys, and an 
omission in reporting the consequence of their dereliction of 
duty : two prisoners, in consequence of the defective state of 
the locks, having contrived to escape during the night from 
their cells, and to break into the bake-house and the governor’s 
kitchen, and to take therein certain articles without challenge or 
interruption. The Board of Superintendence having promptly 
investigated all the circumstances, took immediate steps for 
providing new locks ; but, having commented on the very lax 
state of discipline which prevailed in the gaol, contented them- 
selves with cautioning the subordinate officers as to their future 
conduct. 1 trust that this most lenient mode of dealing with 
the case may prove to be sufficient ; but I would beg to call 
the attention of the Board to the necessity of establishing a 
very careful system of patrol, to be carried out not only by 
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nightly rounds on the part of the governor, or deputy-governor, d ^rict.

and I would urge, that a code of bye-laws should be forthwith Lon & 01 
compiled, in compliance with the 4th section of the 7th Geo.

The twenty-four general rules prescribed in that Act, 
and the regulations promulgated by the Court of Queen’s Bench 
in conformity thereto, although they contain admirable prin- 
ciples of prison discipline, are of too general a character to 
meet the particular requirements of all gaols, differing as they 
do in construction and size, and in the amount of their estab- 
lishments. Bye laws are consequently indispensable to the 
proper administration of a prison, as they define and allocate 
the duties of each officer individually, and specify the exact 
period of their discharge.]

The above return exhibits a very favourable contrast with the 
aggregate recorded on the corresponding day of the thiee 
previous years, when the numbers confined stood as follows . 
July 9, 1850, 139 ; July 9, 1851, 124 ; July 9, 1852, 108. The 
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reduction thus appears to be steadily progressive ; and I am 
happy to add, that the decline of graver offences is equally 
marked, there being hut one untried prisoner charged with 
murder, and but one under sentence for arson. There were two 
convicts, one of each sex. The great majority of the gaol 
population is derived from larceny ; vagrancy, hitherto a fertile 
source of crime, being much diminished. Drunkenness, on the 
other hand, must be admitted to be on the increase. The 
commitments for the past year were — males, 823 ; females, 316. 
Re-commitments — males, 66 ; females, 56. Greatest number 
in gaol at one time during the past year — males, 7 7 ; females, 
42. Average — males, 57ff ; do. females, 29ff|-. The punish- 
ments since the 1st of January amounted to 30, all inflicted by 
the authority of the Governor. I had hoped to have found the 
new building in occupation ; but in consequence of delays, arising 
from causes over which the gaol authorities had no control, the 
transfer of prisoners will not take place until late in the autumn. 
The existing prison, taking into consideration the prospect of 
its speedy abandonment, was throughout in a very creditable 
condition of cleanliness and systematic arrangement. Certain 
repairs, such as that of the tread-wheel, &c., which, under other 
circumstances, would have been indispensable, were very pro- 
perly withheld ; but every exertion was made to maintain dis- 
cipline, as far as was compatible with the many defects, which 
have been often animadverted upon, and to obviate which the 
county has incurred so liberal and so laudable an expenditure. 
After mv inspection, I had the satisfaction of visiting, for the 
second time, in company with Mr. Neville, the architect, every 
portion of the new building, the details of which were minutely 
given by my colleague in his last Report for 1852. I almost 
hesitate to throw any doubt upon the success of the system of 
ventilation adopted here ; but I cannot refrain from stating that 
a similar plan, which is in operation at Mountjoy Prison, in 
Dublin, is found, in its practical results, to be far inferior to that 
of Belfast ; but whether this inferiority proceeds from a 
principle originally erroneous, or from the imperfect execution 
and defective application of a correct one, I do not offer any 
opinion ; and I shall sincerely rejoice if a year’s experience of 
the design, which has been here very carefully executed, shall 
prove its soundness. In the event of its failure, the windows 
could be easily rendered capable of being opened to the extent, 
which at Belfast has been found very conducive to the general 
health of the inmates — a most important consideration where 
“separation” is fully established, and where trades are consequently 
carried on in the cells, involving the use of materials, such as 
leather, &c., the smell of which is deleterious and oppressive. 
It is proper, also, to remark, that radiating yards are now gene- 
rally objected to, on the ground of their harbouring damp, and 
of their producing a reluctance on the part of the prisoners to 
move briskly in an area so circumscribed, and so inconveniently 
shaped. It has, therefore, been found better to relax the 
separate system so far as to remove the intervening walls, and 
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to exercise the prisoners collectively within the circular iron 
railing which is allowed to remain for security, leaving spaces 
between them, so as to prevent communication. Ihe great 
depth also, of the stalls in the cliapel, would appear to raise 
some difficulties as to its use for school purposes ; but it such 
should be the result on trial, Mr. Neville has no doubt of ms 
beino* able to apply a remedy. The hospital also -will require 
some changes in its internal arrangement, there being but one 
huildino- allocated for both sexes, the separation between which 
is not sufficiently defined ; but as the Commissioners are unable 
to deviate from the plans finally approved by the Executive, 
such alteration cannot he effected until the possession of the 
gaol is transferred to the High Sheriff. I have touched upon 
these somewhat minute particulars from a sincere anxiety that a 
design of such general excellence should be rendered complete, 
and from a conviction that the Very active and able Board ol 
Superintendence would desire to be made aware of the opinions 
which are entertained elsewhere by prison authorities.

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One complaint was made against the food, which appeared to 
me to be entirely groundless ; prisoners in other classes, without 
the opportunity of intercommunication, having declared, upon 
inquiry, that the provisions were uniformly good during the 
period within which the complaint was laid. 

Boohs and Accounts. — The books and forms sanctioned, last 
year, by the Court of Queen’s Bench, are correctly kept, except 
the discharge book, a highly important register; but it appeared 
that the officer in charge had had an unusual amount of duty 
thrown upon him in consequence of the resignation of the 
schoolmaster. An alphabetical index of all prisoners’ names, 
which is in use here, is very convenient for reference, and for 
tracing former committals. The total cost of the gaol for the 
last three years, ending at the last summer assizes, was — for 
1851, £1,382 8s. ; 1852, £1,200 4s.; 1853, £l,203 13s. 9 d. 

Hospital. — There was, happily, no patient in the hospital; 
and, indeed, the sanitary condition of the prison may be inferred 
from the cost of this department, which stands thus: — 1851, 
£23 13s. 4 d.; 1852, £13 7s. 2d. ; 1853, £l4 6s. 6d. There 
were two lunatics — one male, who was convalescent, and 
one female, not violent, who were awaiting vacancies in the 
asylumn. 

There was a vacancy in the office of schoolmaster at the 
period of my. visit; but a successor had been advertised for. 
Educational instruction is supplied daily, for two hours, to the 
females, by the matron.

The punishments a, 
amounted to 23, all inflicted by the authority of the governor. D „ skeda aad. 
The accommodation consists of six day-rooms, sixteen single 
cells, two solitary cells, four rooms with beds, and six yards. 

On my first inspection at the above date, I found the cells dirty, 
and the bedding ill folded, and in a slovenly condition ; but 
these matters were improved at my second visit in the month 
of November, when, however, I apprehend my coming was ex- 
pected. The large and cumbrous wooden bedsteads, which are 
difficult to be kept clean, ought to be discarded. There is a 
good supply of water, but the condition of the sewerage is such 
that it is necessary to clean the privies once a month, and to 
remove the soil, as detailed below in the letter of the surgeon. 

Employment and Schools .— The males are employed m mat- 
making, brush-making, stone-breaking, and pumping water 
They receive schooling for two hours daily, and a registry of 
progress, though somewhat imperfect in form, is kept. _ 

Female Department — The females, who are divided into two 
classes, according to character, are employed in knitting, sew- 
ing, and washing, but there is no laundry nor drying , loft, nor 
is liny educational instruction provided for them. It is impos- 
sible to overstate the defects of this department, which, espe- 
cially form the subject of just complaint on the part of those 
charged with the discipline and health of the establishment, 
and indeed the preponderance of re-commitments among pri- 
soners of this sex, fully proves the inadequacy of the means of 
repression or correction. For one of the classes there is but 
one common room for their occupation by day and night, in 
which they are thrown together not only without the possibility 
of reformation, but with the certainty that the less guilty be- 
come contaminated by intermixture with the more abandoned. 

For the other there is one sleeping room, accessible only 
through the day-room, which is often unavoidably the re- 
ceptacle for the sick, although it has no fire-place, and although 
the windows look into the male day-yard. 

Dietary— Men, for breakfast, 4 Oz. of oatmeal, and 4 oz. ot 
India meal, with one pint of buttermilk. Females, 3 oz. oat- 
meal, and 4 oz. India meal, with 3 naggins of buttermilk. 

Dinner.— Men, 14 oz. bread and 1 pint of buttermilk, five 
days in the week. Females, 12 oz. bread with 3 naggins of 
buttermilk, five days in the week ; the other two days they get 
gruel. . >

The governor, the turnkeys, the schoolmaster, and the matron, 
receive the prison allowance. The turnkeys are not furnished 
with uniform ; and in reference to this point it is right to ob- 
serve, that there is an inadequate issue of general gaol clothing. 
The price of provisions and the necessaries of life being very 
high, it would be a great boon to the subordinate officers if 
their salaries were paid quarterly. 

0 ficers' Visits . — Number of visits paid from 1st January to 
2nd July, 1853: — Local Inspector, 39; Surgeon, . &c., 49; 
Protestant Chaplain, 70 ; Roman Catholic do., 68. 

Hospital . — The particulars of the apartment set apart for 
hospital purposes are given in Dr. Pentland’s letter. At my 
first visit it was occupied by an invalid female lunatic, and to 
the exclusion of all other patients. The medical attendant 
very properly enters in his own handwriting the sick and extra 
diet as they may be required. The expenses for medicines, 
&c., amounted — in 1850, to £6 5s. 5d.r, 1851, £8 15s. 6d.; 
1852, £12 4s. 10 d. 

Board of Superintendence . — The Board, which, at the period 
of the last inspection, consisted of but ten members, has now 
been raised to the statutable number prescribed by the Prisons 
Act, and assembles monthly. At its meetings all bills are dis- 
charged ; it is intended in future to pay contracts at the same 
time.

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General Observations.— It is with much regret that I enter Kwm . 
upon a statement, as brief as is compatible with the subject, ot — 
certain extraordinary proceedings which have taken place in Coun^ofMc 
reference to this gaol. Drogheda ami. 

The defects of the existing building having been at diiterent 
periods strongly animadverted upon by the Inspectors-Gencral 
of Prisons, and by the Judges of Assize, the Grand Jury, with 
gre at propriety and public spirit, undertook to remedy the evils 
in question; and having presented a sum of £3,000, directed 
Mr Neville, the County Surveyor and Architect, to prepare 
plans, which should provide adequate accommodation for the 
probable average number bf prisoners. That gentleman, con- 
sequently, transmitted to my colleague and myself certain 
plans, which we very carefully considered, in conjunction with 
the officers of the Board of Works, and returned to Mr. Neville, 
in order that they should he laid before the Grand Jury, with 
the expression of our opinion that they were such as we should 
be ready to recommend for the approval of his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, if duly sanctioned by the fiscal body, in com- 
pliance with the 20th section of the Prisons Act : 

“ Provided always and be it enacted that nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall extend to authorize any such Grand Jury or Grand 
Juries, or Commissioners appointed by them, aud that it shall not be 
lawful for any Grand Jury or such Commissioners to begin to build, 
or re-build, or to alter or enlarge any such Gaol, Bridewell, House of 
Correction, or other County Prison, until the plan and site thereof, and 
also the contract or contracts upon which the same is proposed by the 
Commissioners to be executed, or copies or facsimiles thereof, shall, 
after having been previously approved of by the Grand Jury, be 
transmitted to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland for the time being, together with the report of 
the Inspectors- General of Prisons, or one of them, nor until the same 
shall be agreed to and approved of by the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, and that 
it shall not be lawful for the Grand Jury to vary or depart from 
the plan , site, or contract so agreed to and approved, without the 
consent of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland.” 

It is propel’ to remark here, that the practice of a preliminary 
examination has been adopted in order to obviate the delay 
and expense, which otherwise might be' incurred, if the Grand 
Jury, without such previous communication, sanctioned aud 
submitted elaborate plans and contracts, which, when referred 
to them for report, the Inspectors-General could not recommend 
for the approval of the Executive ; and because in addition, by 
the concluding words it is specially provided — “ That it shall 
not be lawful for the Grand Jury to vary or depart from the 
plan, site, or contract so agreed to and approved without the 
consent of the Lord Lieutenant.” 

These plans were adopted by the Grand Jury, hut through 
some inadvertence they were not {although the section just 
recited stringently prescribes it) transmitted, together with the 
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District contracts, in order that they might receive the approval of the 
— ' Lord Lieutenant, an omission of course fatal to the validity of 
C ^omeof' subsequent proceedings. The Commissioners appointed by 
Droyhcdaiictd. the Grand Jury declared a contractor for carrying out the above 
plans, although wanting the sanction required by the Prisons 
Act, and directed their solicitor to prepare the necessary deed. 
This contract, however, was not executed, in consequence, among 
other matters, of the proposed contractor failing to produce ade- 
quate sureties. In the meantime, the first and second instalments 
of the sum of £3,000 (which had been legally presented) were 
levied; and it was not until the time for levying the third in- 
stalment, namely, at the last summer assizes, had arrived, that 
this state of facts was brought to light, an objection having 
been raised by the Grand Jury, then impanelled, to any further 
levy ; and an attempt having been thus made to rescind the 
deliberate and fully considered act of three preceding Grand 
Juries. 

The grounds of this objection are embodied in the annexed 
memorial, addressed to the Chief Secretary by Mr. Chadwick, 
foreman of the Grand Jury, (but apparently not acting as a 
delegate from that body,) which, however, was not entertained, 
because the jurisdiction of the Executive does not arise, as 
appears by the above section, until the plans and contract shall, 
after having been previously approved of by the Grand Jury, 
be transmitted to the Lord Lieutenant, &c. 

“Statement respectfully submitted for the perusal of the Eight 
Honourable Sir John Young, Bart., m.p., and Chief Secretary of 
State for Ireland, in relation to certain contemplated alterations in, 
and additions to, the Gaol of Drogheda : 

“ Previous to the enactment of the Municipal Reform Bill for Ire- 
land, the County of the Town of Drogheda consisted, for fiscal and 
parliamentary purposes, of the Town of Drogheda and about four 
thousand acres of land ; now the County of the Town of Drooheda, 
for fiscal purposes and criminal jurisdiction, consists ’of the house 
property of Drogheda and about thirty acres of land, the remainder of 
the 5,000 acres having been annexed to the Counties of Meath and 
Louth. 

“ The present Gaol has been erected not many years since, and the 
money obtained from Government for its erection not yet all paid. 
The apartments in it are large and airy; it is well situated, and is 
now, and always has been, remarkably free from disease, and afforded 
ample accommodation for the prisoners when criminals from the rural 
portion of the county (now sent to Trim or Dundalk) were confined 
in it, in addition to those from the present County of the Town of 
Drogheda. 

“In the year 1851, the Eight Honourable the ChiefBaron, then 
going J udge of Assize, in his charge’to the Grand Jury of the'County 
of the Town of Drogheda, urged that body to enlarge and otherwise 
alter the Gaol, so as to have the solitary system ol punishment carried 
out in it, and at the same time intimated that if the Grand Jury did 
not do so, the assizes would cease to be held in Droo-heda and would 
be removed to Dundalk. This threat was again repeated by the next 
going Judge of Assize ; and the Grand Jury, acting under the appre-

tension of losing the immemorial privilege of having assizes held 

here consented to make the required alterations, employed an architect 

to propose plans and estimates, the latter amounting to four thousand County of the 
six hundred pounds, and made a presentment to raise by instalments ^ 

off the county the required sum. . 

« The Grand Jury assembled at Summer Assizes, 18o3, being con- 
vinced that a prison capable of accommodating well the criminals of 
the County of the Town of Drogheda when it included the population 
of the 5,000 acres now in Meath and Louth, together with the popu- 
lation of the present county, would he amply sufficient to accommo- 
date the prisoners' of the county, now greatly reduced by the diminished 
area above referred to, by the working of the recent Petty Sessions 
Act, and the general diminution of crime in Drogheda, as elsewhere 
in Ireland, adopted the following resolutions : — . 

Resolved— That we request the Commissioner appointed tor 
enlarging the' Drogheda Gaol not to proceed with the works for the 
present, and that this Grand Jury do hereby undertake to indemnify 
and save harmless said Commissioner in waiting. . 

“‘Resolved— That we request the Judge to postpone hating the 
presentment of £75 for the enlargement of the Gaol until the Grand 
Jury has an opportunity of communicating with the Government as 
to the necessity for said improvement^ and of taking the opinion oi 

the inhabitants of Drogheda on the subject.’ 

The payment of the entire county officers, and all the other ex- 
penses of the county, falling on so small an area as that occupied by 
the house property of Drogheda, causes the county cess to be a heavy 
and oppressive tax on the inhabitants, and it is therefore respectfully 
hoped the Government will not insist on imposing this large outlay 
on the rate-payers, already overtaxed, for the alterations and addi- 
tions to the Gaol, while they who are best, qualified to judge deem 
such an outlay quite unnecessary and uncalled for. 

“ Drogheda, August, 1853.” 



The Judge of Assize having accordingly withheld his fiat from 
the presentment, and the matter being thus in abeyance,, it 
becomes necessary to examine the points of this memorial, 
which are three in number : — 

1st. The contraction of the area of criminal jurisdiction. 

2nd. The “ ample accommodation” of the Gaol now afforded 
by reason of the above contraction, “by the working of the 
recent Petty Sessions Act,” and “ by the general diminution of 
criminals in Drogheda as elsewhere.” 

3rd. The “ heavy and oppressive” weight of county cess upon 
“ rate-payers, already overtaxed.” 

Now the first point, taken per se, and the last, appear to fur- 
nish irrefragable arguments for carrying into effect that which 
has been already touched upon, namely, the removal of the 
assizes to Dundalk, with which there is a direct and easy rail- 
way communication, and where a large gaol, on the most ap- 
proved system of prison architecture, has lately been built, and 
in the plans of which provision is made for the consolidation 
here alluded to, the expense of which would b,e inconsiderable, 
as compared with the amount required for the erection of a new 
gaol, and for the payment of the salaries of an entire separate 
staff, inasmuch as the Drogheda prisoners might be received on 
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North the same terms of agreement as those now subsisting under 
District. s t m ji ar circumstances, between the County of the Town of 
County of the Carrickfergus and the county of Antrim, the local privileges being 
Town of maintained intact; and thus the “small area” would be relieved 
from the “imposition oi a large outlay. in the event of this 
arrangement being adopted by the proper contracting parties, 
the present gaol might be disposed of, and an ordinary bride- 
well might be established here for dealing with cases of drunk- 
enness, and for the reception of prisoners committed for further 
examination. 

Again, with regard to the first point, I am bound to observe, 
that the objection based on the change effected by the Muni- 
cipal Reform Bill — the 3 & 4 Viet., cap. 108 — ( which came into 
operation twelve years ago), was fully applicable, but does not 
appear to have had any weight with the Grand Juries which 
presented the sum of £3,000, and which levied tivo instalments ; 
and further, I must protest against the doctrine that the 
requirements of gaols are over to be measured by the area of 
criminal jurisdiction, instead of by the normal number of 
offenders for whom accommodation is to be supplied. 

The second point now remains to be disposed of, and without 
offering any observation upon the direct contradiction put for- 
ward to the opinions of the Inspectors-General of Prisons and 
the Judge of Assize, and even of a preceding Grand Jury, as 
to the “accommodation,” I have to lament that the memorialists 
should have committed themselves to an allegation of the 
“ diminution of criminals” without consulting the records of 
their own gaol. 

By the annexed schedule it appears that in the very last 
year, 1852, both the daily average and the highest number of 
prisoners confined at any one time, considerably exceed the total 
of any one of the preceding years (although they include a 
period of the greatest distress and disturbance) ; and in which 
particular, I regret to add, that Drogheda offers a melancholy 
exception to the general decrease of offenders which pervades 
almost every portion of the kingdom. And it is further to be 
noticed, that the plans which my colleague and myself were 
ready to recommend for the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant 
embrace but 4 1 separate cells, a number which only reaches the 
daily average of the last year, but which falls very far short of 
the highest number incarcerated at one time during any one 
year.

Further, I conceive it to be my duty to subjoin, in extenso, 
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three letters which we have received from the principal officers 
of the gaol, in reference to the important matters detailed 
therein. 

Drogheda Gaol, Nov. 26, 1853. 

Gentlemen, — It is my conviction, founded on long experience, 
that the accommodations now afforded in the Drogheda Gaol are not 
sufficient to accomplish the ends of prison discipline. 

Unless there shall be a greater number of apartments, and of better 
construction, than those of the present building, no system of discipline 
can be maintained, no improvement in the habits of prisoners effected, 
no good order preserved. 

It is a fact long complained of, that such is the state of the female 
portion of the prison, that imprisonment becomes a reward instead of 
a punishment. 

Whether the solitary system be adopted or rejected, certain it is 
that some change is indispensable, not only for the improvement, but 
even for the existence of morality and good order.

Drogheda, Nov. 28, 1853. 

Sir, — As Surgeon to the Gaol of this town, I feel it to be my duty 
to bring before your notice the many difficulties with which I have 
to contend in making provision for the sick. 

In the first place I object to the want of accommodation, by night 
as well as by day, for the female prisoners. They are confined to 
such small rooms as to render the air perfectly foul, and in case of 
sickness, there is no place can be afforded them in the shape of an 
hospital, so as to enable me to treat their diseases apart from the other 
prisoners. This defect would be attended with the very worst conse- 
quences in case of the breaking out of fever, or any other contagious 
disease; at the same time, I beg to say, that solitary cases have 
already occurred, when with difficulty I overcame this defect. There 
is no separate room for female debtors, who are sometimes to be found 
amongst felons, prostitutes, and the worst of characters. 

Secondly — The room called the infirmary, for the use of the male 
prisoners, is a solitary apartment at the top of the building, not con- 
nected with water-closet, or place for removing soiled linen to for the 
purpose of washing, &c. ; and there is no room or any place for a 
nursetender. 

H 
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There is another subject which I conceive comes within my pro- 
vince, namely, that there being but one entrance to the prison, by the 
hatchway, in which resides one of the turnkeys with his family, and 
where also the public office is held; all the soil must be removed 
through this common pass, thereby producing the most offensive con- 
sequences for days after. This difficulty could, no doubt, be readily 
remedied, by having a well-secured gateway communicating with the 
front road, and at no great distance from the present entrance.

Under these circumstances I submit, that either the assizes 
should be removed to Dundalk, for the reasons assigned

the probable number of its future occupants, to be calculated 
not only by the experience of the past, but by the presumable 
increase of the population.

The following aggregate of prisoners presents a most favour- 
able contrast with the total of the returns furnished on the corres- 
ponding day of the same month in the two last years: — 1851, 
306 ; 1852, 193; 1853, 146; and if we take the numbers re- 
corded at the two previous inspections — namely, 434 for 1850, 
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and 524 for 1849 — tlie difference is indeed matter for thank- 
fulness. The disproportion of females, which is apparent 
throughout, rather exceeds that, which is observable in the 
majority of the gaols of Ireland, but is, I presume, attributable 
to the operation of the same causes, namely, to the emigration 
of the males, and to their absorption in labour. The commit- 
ments during the past year were — males, 1,131 ; females, 511. 
Re-commitments — males, 63 ; females, 22. The greatest numbers 
in gaol at one time during the past year — males, 160 ; females, 
72. Average — males, 123^; do., females, 57£. There were 
3 male and 8 female convicts, hut I received the assurance of the 
Inspector of Government Prisons that they should he shortly 
removed. The punishments amounted to 28 only since the 1st 
of January; all but one having been inflicted by the authority 
of the governor. I have added also some schedules exhibiting 
the whole condition of the juveniles of both sexes, as the 
attention of the legislature has latterly been directed anxiously 
to youthful criminals, and as some special enactments in relation 
to the mode of dealing with them may be expected.

The prison was clean, orderly, and in good repair throughout, 
the supply of water adequate, the sewers effective, and the 
ventilation greatly improved. There has been no other altera- 
tion in the building. The single cells, which contain 320 cubic 
feet, are lined with brick, and floored with grit-stone, so as to 
render them warm and dry, and thus peculiarly adapted for 
carrying out the separate system at a very inconsiderable outlay. 
If the diminution of prisoners shall continue, there will be soon 
sufficient accommodation at the disposal of the local authorities 
to enable them to extend this advantage to every class ; but for 
the juveniles of both sexes, and for the females, who are now 
in association, and are merely divided into three classes accord- 
ing to character, it would be practicable to carry it at once into 
operation, and the cost would soon be repaid by the decrease of 
inmates consequent upon its deterrent effects.

The amount of industrial works carried on here is very 
slight, the majority of prisoners having no knowledge of any 
trade, and the turnkeys not being regularly trained handicrafts- 
men. Some of them have, however, acquired a certain amount 
of aptitude in instruction, and are capable of teaching the rudi- 
ments of the above employments. 
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I was gratified to find that the schools, especially for the juve- 

niles of both sexes, are well conducted — two hours being 

assigned to the instruction of the males, and one hour and a- 
half to that of the females — some of whom exhibited a laudable ayo a ° ’ 
proficiency, particularly in writing. Registries of progress are 
duly kept, and the Inspectors of the National Board of Educa- 
tion visit regularly. The numbers in attendance on the above 
day were — males, 32 ; females, 13. 

Pietary. — Breakfast — males, 8 oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, 
and one pint of buttermilk; females, 7. oz. of oatmeal in stir- 
about, and one pint of buttermilk. 

Dinner — males, 14 oz. of second flour bread, and one pint of 
sweet milk; females, 12 oz. of second flour bread, and f of a 
pint of sweet milk. All prisoners receive a pint of oatmeal 
gruel for dinner two days in each week, and those committed 
for a calendar month and under, daily. 

Contracts. — Bread, best quality, per lb., \%d. ; bread, second 
quality, per lb., l^cZ. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 10s. 5d. ; Indian meal, 
per cwt., 8s. 6d. ; meat, per lb., fid. ; new' milk, per gallon, 3Jt/.; 
buttermilk, per gallon, 2 \d . ; salt, per stone, 2 \d. 

There were some complaints as to the quality of the stir- 
about upon the day of my visit, but having examined and tasted 
it, I was satisfied that there were no just grounds of objection. 
Complaints were also made that inferior bread had been sup- 
plied by the contractor a short time previously, but a remon- 
strance on the part of the local inspector had been followed by 
immediate amendment. The chaplains, too, are regular in their 
inspection of the provisions. 

Books and Accounts. — Great attention is given to the ac- 
counts, and to the gaol books, which are kept in the forms 
prescribed by the Court of Queen’s Bench. The total cost of 
the prison amounted in 1850, to £2,815 13s. 1 \d. ; in 1851, 
to £2,434 10s. A\d. ; and in 1852, to £2,035 3s. 0 \d.

Hospital. — A large shed, originally erected for patients labour- 
ing under fever, and other epidemic diseases, 1 found empty. 
In the permanent building, which was clean and well venti- 
lated, there were four males, besides one lunatic, and three 
females ; their cases, however, presented nothing remarkable. 
The total of the lunatics confined in the gaol comprised but 
two males and one female. 

The sick dietary is very properly kept, in his own handwriting, 
by the medical officer. The apothecary attends daily, and 
receives a fixed salary of £30 for compounding. The entire 
cost of medicines for the last three years stands thus — 1850, 
£11 11s. 4 d.\ 1851, £18 15s.; 1852, £2 14s. 8 d.

The Board assembles monthly for the transaction of general 
business. The smaller bills are paid at these meetings, and the 
current accounts are examined ; but the complete financial audit 
takes place before each assizes. 



Bridewells. 

Ballinrobe. — No prisoners; 82 in last quarter; 419 in the 
year 1852. The house clean and neat, but the male cells very 
damp in winter. Bedding required for two bedsteads. No change 
in the accommodation since the last inspection. The pump 
still unrepaired, and the yards remaining in grass. The walls 
too are out of repair, and some projecting stones offer facilities 
for escape. Petty sessions weekly, and committals and trans- 
mittals regular. Dietary, 2 \d. for both sexes. The local 
inspector very rarely visits, but the county inspector generally 
once a month. Salary of keeper, £15. 

Westport. — No prisoners ; 39 last quarter; 173 in 1852. 
The house tolerably clean, but damp, though the weather was 
dry and warm at the time of my inspection ; bedding sufficient ; 
no water on the premises ; the yards required weeding and 
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gravelling. Petty sessions weekly, and transmittals immediate. 

Keeper’s salary, £15. Dietary, 3d. Tlie county local inspec- _ — 

tor yisits frequently. 

Swineford . — One male prisoner confined here, who was quite — 

alone, for I found no one in charge of the bridewell, the Bridewells. 
keeper being absent. It was alleged to me that he sleeps in the Swineford. 
building, which I did not believe; his salary is £15. There 
were 215 in the year 1852. Some of the water-shoots supply 
means of escape. Petty sessions fortnightly, and prisoners 
transmitted without delay. The local inspector visits from time 
to time, hut the county inspector very often. 

Ballina . — No prisoners ; 46 last quarter; 361 in 1852. The Baliina. 
accommodation very limited, and the female day-room occupied 
as a kitchen by the keeper — an improper encroachment. An 
ash-pit, mentioned in a former Report, still open. House clean ; 
petty sessions weekly. Registry, committals, and transmittals 
regular. Salary, £15. Dietary, £15. 

Belmidlet . — I found this wretched bridewell improved in point Beimuilet. 
of cleanliness since my last visit, and the registry correct. 

There were no prisoners : 14 were confined here in the last 
quarter, and in 1852, 136. Salary, £ 15. Dietary, 2 \d. Petty 
sessions fortnightly, but sometimes fail. I found that two 
females, accused of breaking windows in the poor-house were 
detained here for 50 days, and at last lucre discharged. The 
local inspector visits occasionally, and the county inspector 
regularly.

I purposely selected, for my inspection of this gaol, a diffe- 
rent period of the year from that, at which my colleague last 
visited it — namely, in the month of December, as the state of 
employment and the price of provisions cause a considerable 
fluctuation in the general prison population. The number as 
given above, if compared with that reported by him, would 
show a great advance ; but if contrasted with the aggregate 
which I found in the month of June, 1851, it exhibits an im- 
portant decrease. The same approximation of the total of 
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female prisoners to that of males, which prevails elsewhere 
throughout Ireland, is observable here ; and though, doubtless, 
emigration and other causes have materially and disproportion- 
ately reduced the classes of the latter sex, from which offenders 
are derived, yet the existence of so large a sum of female crime 
is lamentable, and argues a very low condition of morality. The 
commitments last year were — males, 483 ; females, 221 : re- 
commitments — males, 30; females, 17 : and the greatest num- 
ber at one time in gaol, during the past year, was — males, 
108 ; females, 50. The average of males was 75, and that of 
females, 42. There were 7 male and 6 female convicts sen- 
tenced to transportation, but on application to the Inspector of 
Government Prisons, I was happy to receive from him an assur- 
ance of his intention to withdraw them immediately ; and I 
also obtained a promise from the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums, 
that they would take an early opportunity of removing the 
lunatics, who are still more objectionable inmates of a gaol. Of 
these there were no less than eleven, ten being females (one 
tried for murder, and found insane), whose presence, in the very 
limited department assigned to them, affording, as it does, only 
two classes, the tried and the untried, renders due discipline 
impracticable, and prevents the allocation of the space occupied 
by them to other indispensable purposes^-such as the erection 
of laundry and drying-room, which are still wanting here. jSTo 
change of any moment has taken place in the accommodation, 
except that the roof of the central dome has been rendered 
stanch, and a contract for ten years has been entered into to 
keep the walls weather-proof. There are 20 rooms furnished 
with beds, 96 single cells, and 4 solitary do., one cf which is 
not available, from dampness produced by a leak in the roof. 
In some of the larger cells beds are laid on the floor, alongside 
of each other. In the event of its being necessary to continue 
them in use for the reception of three or more prisoners, it 
would be, perhaps, desirable to erect a platform in the shape 
of a guard-bed, so as to obviate this inconvenience.

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Employment and Schools. — Male Employment — Tailoring, 
shoemaking, weaving and winding, stone-breaking, tread-mill, 
and shot-drill. At school from 74 o’clock, a.m., to 84, a.m., and 
from 4 to 5 o’clock, p.m., and from 5 to 6 o’clock, p.m., reading 
the Scriptures in their classes. Female Employment — Carding 
and spinning woollen yarn, sprigging muslin, sewing, knitting, 
and washing, &c. Instruction by matron and assistant ma- 
tron, for one hour in the morning, and one hour in the 
evening. 

Frieze, calico, and shirting, are manufactured and made up 
in the gaol, and the industrial works are conducted systemati- 
cally, a greater profit being derived from female labour, in con- 
sequence of their being employed in muslin sewing, for which 
there is a remunerative demand. The male school has already 
been frequently made the subject of just commendation, and 
reflects great credit on the active and experienced master. The 
females, also, who generally are almost illiterate, are adequately 
taught, according to their capacity. 

Dietary.— For breakfast— 4 oz. of oatmeal and 4oz. of Indian, 
with 1 pint of buttermilk. For dinner— 14 oz. brown bread, 
with 1 pint new milk, for male prisoners. 

For breakfast — 2\ oz. oatmeal and 3| oz. Indian, with 1 pint 
of buttermilk. For dinner— 12 oz. brown bread, with £ pint 
new milk, for female prisoners. 

Contracts.— White bread, per pound, \\d. ; brown bread, per 
pound, l\d. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 11s. 4 d.\ Indian meal, per 
cvvt. , 8s. 8 d . ; meat, per pound, 6cZ. ; new milk, per gallon, 4 d. ; 
buttermilk, per gallon, 2d. ; salt, per stone, 4 d. ; best coals, 
per ton, 19s. ; turf, per gauge, Is. Id. 

There were some complaints of the poverty of the milk, and 
the thinness of the stirabout, which is composed of equal parts 
of Indian and oaten meal. The milk contractor has been 
changed ; and I am bound to state, that the chaplains perform 
their duty of inspection with conscientious regularity, and that 
immediate attention is paid to every ■well-founded objection 
put forward on the part of the prisoners. 

Books and Accounts. — I have nowhere seen gaol books kept 
with greater care and accuracy, in all matters relating both to 
discipline and finance.

I am very happy to perceive that the annual salary of the Local 
Inspector has been justly raised to £50 

Visits paid by the Officers during the past year. — Local 
Inspector, 170; Surgeon, &c., 291; Protestant Chaplain, 194; 
Roman Catholic do., 174. 

Hospital. — There were 8 male and 4 female patients (one 
of the latter being ill of fever), but there was nothing in the 
sanitary condition of the gaol to demand particular observation. 
The building is somewhat limited in size, but ventilation and 
cleanliness are effectually maintained. The cost of medicines 
amounted to £32 12s., from the month of April, 1850, to April, 
1853, at which latter period a further stock was obtained from 
Apothecaries’ Hall, to the value of £12 16s. 3d. - The sick and 
extra dietary is very properly entered in a book by the medical 
officer, in his own hand-writing — an useful check on issue, 
which is often neglected elsewhere. 

The Board of Superintendence meets monthly, for the exami- 
nation of accounts, and the payment of bills.

General Observations. — The cleanliness, order, and discipline 
of this prison are such as to deserve the highest commendation; 
and I discharge a very pleasing duty in bearing testimony to 
the merits of the authorities ; but it is with this knowledge of 
the excellence of the administrative body that I have the more 
to regret the inadequacy of the female department, as a proper 
provision of deterrent and reformatory means for this important 
and, I fear, not decreasing class of prisoners, would tend either 
to lessen their numbers, or at least to prevent the progress of 
contamination within the walls. It is right, also, to specially 
call the attention of the Board to the condition of the juveniles, 
a large proportion of w'bom, it appears f>y the returns furnished 
above, is derived from the workhouse. As the legislature is 
now turning its care to this vital subject, some enactment cal- 
culated to meet the evil may be expected ; but, in the mean 
time, if the diminution of male adults should continue, and thus 
place some cells at the disposal of the Board, I submit the 
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policy of at once adapting them for carrying out “ separation” 
stringently with regard to hoys at and under sixteen years of — 
age ; all the committees of both houses of parliament, who have 
dealt with the causes of crime, and the most effective applica- 
tion of punishment, having unanimously concurred in recom- 
mending the extension of this system to younger offenders.

Navan. — The keeper was absent at the period of my in- Navan. 
spection, at which I found but one female prisoner, w T ho was 
unwell and confined to her cell. The building generally was 
not in a due state of tidiness and order, and the male drunkards’ 
cell had not been cleaned out. 113 prisoners were committed 
to the bridewell during the last quarter, of whom 21 were 
drunkards. There were no long detentions recorded in the 
registry. The cost of dietary is 3d. I found no entry of any 
visit on the part of the local inspector later than in the month 
of May, 1852. 

Kells I found three men (drunkards) and 1 hoy here. V ag- Kells. 

rancy and drunkenness appear to be on the increase. The build- 
ing sound and adequate. There is a good supply of water. 

The large and uneven stones, of which a gutter lying along the 
wall of the lower cells is constructed, ought to be removed, and 
flags substituted. The dietary cost, in the last quarter, during 
which 54 were confined here, 3| d. for males, and 3d. for females. 

Petty sessions are held fortnightly, and never fail; transmittals 
are immediate, there being no detentions, except for clue cause 
assigned. The local inspector is not regular in his visits, and 
but seldom makes an entry, the last recorded being in June,

Upon comparing the numbers of prisoners actually in custody 
in this gaol on the corresponding day of the month in the three 
preceding years with the above return, a gradual diminution is 
observable ; but I lament to add, that the decrease in the amount 
of offenders is far less rapid than in other localities, while the 
aggregate of inmates accused of crimes of the gravest cha- 
racter is fearfully large, there being 2 charged with murder, 
and 20 with conspiracy to murder, at the period of my inspec- 
tion. It is just, however, to state, that these cases are not of very 
recent date. There were 4 male and 5 female convicts under 
sentence of transportation. The number of commitments during 
the past year stood thus — males, 444 ; females, 1 TO. Ke-com- 
mitments — males, 17 ; females, 9. The greatest number in 
gaol at one time during the past year — males, 89 ; females, 44 ; 
average males, 78 ; do. females, 39. Here also the relative pro- 
portion of female to male delinquents on the average far 
exceeds the usual scale (the former being ordinarily as 1 to 3 of 
the latter) ; and I regret to note that it is not exceptional, but 
is found to exist approximatively in former years — the returns 
given in 1851 showing an average of 64 females to 136 males, 
and that in 1852, of 42 to 95. This condition of things may 
probably be ascribed to the absence of the only deterrent which 

experience lias proved to operate effectively upon females 

namely, strict “ separation as the accommodation here only 
furnishes 18 single cells, available for prisoners of this sex; and 
although care is taken to maintain three divisions, according to 
character, little or no improvement can be expected among 
those who are permitted to remain in association. There are 
also 50 single cells for the reception of males, forming a total of 
68, exclusive of the solitary cells, and the rooms, with beds, 
which latter can only be considered as a makeshift, and as incom- 
patible with a sound system of prison discipline. Some useful 
improvements in the sewerage have lately been carried into 
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effect, and tlie supply of water is plentiful. The punishments 
since the beginning of the year amounted to 30, all except one 
having been inflicted by the authority of the Governor. The 
prison throughout was clean and orderly.

Three of the 7 turnkeys are handicraftsmen, 2 being weavers 
and 1 a shoemaker. In the event of a vacancy, the appoint- 
ment of a tailor would be desirable. Sheeting and female 
clothing are manufactured in the gaol, and there is a conside- 
rable demand for the muslin work, which is actively carried on 
here. The want of a proper laundry and drying-room for the 
female department is a serious evil, which possibly might be 
obviated by applying to these objects a portion of the male 
debtors’ quarter. A schoolmaster has been lately appointed, 
who gives educational instruction to the males for two hours 
daily, special attention being very properly bestowed upon the 
juveniles; and a similar period of time is allotted by the 
matron to the females. A registry of progress is kept for 
both sexes. 

Dietary. — Breakfast. — Males — 8 oz. of oatmeal made in stir- 
about, and 1 pint of buttermilk. Females — 7 oz. do. and 1 
pint of buttermilk. 

Dinner. — Males — 14 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint new milk. 
Females — 12 oz. do., and f pint of new milk, except on Tues- 
day and Friday, that gruel is supplied in place of new milk ; 
and all the prisoners that are sentenced to 1 month or less, get 
gruel every day. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb,, l T yZ. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 1 Is. 5 d. 
new milk, per gallon, '6\d. ; buttermilk, per gallon, \\d ; salt, 
per stone, 4f d. 

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are regu- 
larly inspected by the chaplains. 

Books and Accounts. — The forms prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, both in point of finance and of internal discipline, 
are carefully observed. The expenses of the gaol stand as 
follows for the last three years : — 1850, £1,524 4s.

formerly an officer of the gaol, in which he served for a con- 
siderable period.

I am happy to observe, on comparing the above aggregate 
with that reported at the inspection of my colleague, which 
took place in July, 1852, that there is a reduction of no less 
than 45 ; and that, on examination of the commitments, re- 
commitments, and averages, an equally favourable result is 
exhibited.

The accommodation consists of 62 single cells, 3 solitary do., 
and 18 rooms with beds. Classification among the males is 
carried out strictly, as far as is consistent with the space allotted 
to them ; if, however, as is to be hoped, the further diminution 
of prisoners should place single cells at the disposition of 
the authorities, I should urge the alteration of them, with the 
view of putting into operation the “ separate system,” espe- 
cially for juveniles, in whose behalf some legislative enactments 
may be expected forthwith, as a very able committee of the 
House of Commons has devoted its attention to all matters 
affecting them during two sessions. The addition of compart- 
ments to the tread-wheel, so as to secure non-communication 
during the time of work, and the erection of stalls, to be 
occupied during the intervals of rest, would be found conducive 
to discipline, and to increase the distastefulness of this punitive 
labour. The building was clean and orderly throughout, and 
the supply of gaol clothing is extended to a greater number 
than formerly. With reference to the female department, 
which has often been the subject of animadversion, I have great 
satisfaction in stating that the Grand Jury assembled at the 
Assizes which followed my visit, passed a presentment for the 
sum of £800, to be expended in due improvements; and steps 
have been taken for submitting, in the proper quarter, plans of 
an addition adapted to “ separation,” which, I have no doubt, 
will materially affect the number of female, delinquents (this 
system having been universally found to operate as a deterrent 
upon their sex) and will place the establishment upon a footing 
worthy of the excellent administrative body to whose charge it 
is confided.

Bed-ticks and sheeting are made up in the gaol ; but there 
is no woollen weaving carried on regularly, the services of any 
prisoner who has been trained to this branch of handicraft being 
turned to account as occasion offers. A schoolmaster, furnished 
with high testimonials, was engaged by the Board, subject to 
probation, on the day of my visit. 

Dietary. — Breakfast. — Males — 8 oz. Indian meal in stirabout, 
and i pint new milk. Females — 7 oz. Indian meal in stirabout, 
and J pint new milk.

The Board assembles monthly for the audit of accounts, and 
for the payment of all bills, contracts, and salaries. A special 
meeting having been convened to consider the question of 
enlarging the female department, I had the pleasure and 
advantage of conferring with Lord Crofton, and several other 
members of the Board, and I am bound to state that I never 
found any similar body actuated by a higher sense of public 
duty, or by a more anxious desire to effect all attainable 
improvements, having regard to the fiscal condition of the 
county. 



Bridewells. 

Boyle . — Two prisoners, 1 male and 1 female ; 58 last quar- 
ter; during the year 1852, 424. The building was clean and 
orderly, and the sewerage good, but several repairs are neces- 
sary. The pump was ineffective ; the grass in the male yard 
ought to be removed, and gravel substituted ; a supply of bed- 
tickens and blankets was required. The dietary, 4 d. per head, 
which is supplied by the keeper, in contravention of the Second 
General Rule annexed to the 109th section of the Prisons’ Act. 
Petty sessions are held weekly, and the transmittals are imme- 
diate.

Castlerea . — No prisoners here ; 47 in the last quarter ; in 
1852, 205 ; but one yard and one day-room, and two cells, that 
for males furnished with three beds, and that for females with 
two, the latter being accessible only through the former. 
Water is drawn from a distance of nearly a mile. The keeper’s 
salary is but £10 ; as he was absent I was unable to examine 
the accounts.

The building 
requires to be whitewashed, and a leak in the roof to be ___ 
stanched. Dietary, Ad. per head for both sexes, supplied by Bridewells, 
the keeper. Petty sessions held fortnightly, and transmittals Strokestown. 
regular. The local inspector and the stipendiary magistrate 
visit from time to time. 

Athlone.— The keeper absent on duty at the assizes; one Athione. 
male and one female prisoner; 66 last quarter; in 1852, 369. 

The house, which is small, damp, and very badly planned, was 
tolerably clean. No water on the premises. Petty sessions here 
fortnightly, and no long detentions, except when neighbouring 
petty sessions fail from non-attendance of magistrates. Trans- 
mittal of prisoners immediate.

The progressive decline of the numbers confined in this gaol, 
(which at one period amounted to no less than 354,) as 
evidenced by the annexed return of the prisoners in custody 
on the same day of the corresponding month in the four last 
years, is a subject for congratulation, and for hope with regard 
to the future. The schedule stands thus: — -September 14, 
1850, 149 ; 1851, 104 ; 1852, 65 ; 1853, 63. 

The commitments during the past year were — males, 310; 
females, 14 7. Re-commitments — males, 61 ; females, 43. The 
greatest number in gaol at any time during the past year — 
males, 68 ; females, 40. Average — males, 4Svr¥s ; do., females, 
2 5g%V The punishments amounted to 23 since January ; all 
inflicted by the authority of the governor. There is one item, 
however, in the return of prisoners actually undergoing confine- 
ment on the day of my inspection, which demands special 
observation : I refer to the excess of the females over the males, 
which I believe to be without parallel in the records of any 
gaol in the United Kingdom ; for even in this country, where 
the female criminals unhappily present a very unfavourable 
contrast as to their total with those of England, one-third is 
usually considered to be the normal proportion furnished by 
their sex. In this particular instance, five were lunatics, who, 
I trust, will be transferred to the District Asylum as soon as it 
is opened ; and five more w r ere convicts, of whose speedy remo- 
val I received an assurance from the Inspector of Government 
Prisons; while a majority of the remainder consisted of prosti- 
tutes. I am fully aware that, taking into consideration that 
the female prisoners are still, to a certain degree, in “ associa- 
tion,” great care and attention are given to their subdivision 
according to character, and to their bodily health, by cleanli- 
ness and ventilation ; but the necessity of some more deterrent 
discipline and distasteful existence is obvious, and, as no really 
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penal labour can be imposed upon offenders of this sex, “strict 
separation” remains as the only available remedy, which here 
could be easily attained to the fullest extent, by adapting one 
of the male wards (No. 8), to this purpose, and by partitioning 
the laundry, so as to maintain complete distinction, even in 
this ordinary occupation. The supply of water, of clothing, 
and of bedding is ample, and I need scarcely add, that thorough 
cleanliness and order prevail here. I regret, however, that a 
bath-room on the male side, which was in contemplation, has 
not been erected.

In consequence of the great diminution in the number of 
male prisoners, there is necessarily a partial suspension of 
purely industrial labour, as the prison duties, engage a large 
portion of those who are available after deducting the sick and 
the debtors. Some instruction is, however, given in useful 
branches of employment, such as tailoring, under the guidance 
of the Deputy Governor, Mr. Walsh, who has a remarkable 
aptitude for acquiring and imparting the rudiments of trades. 
Educational instruction is given for two hours daily to the 
prisoners of both sexes. The schooling of the females em- 
braces all, except those who are disqualified by advanced age or 
by their ignorance of the English language, but is limited to 
reading only, neither writing nor arithmetic being taught , that 
for the males, however, is much more comprehensive. 

Dietary. — Breakfast — males, 8 oz. (one-third oaten and two- 
thirds Indian meal), and 1 pint of buttermilk ; females,. T oz.. 
(one-third oaten and two-thirds Indian meal), and 1 pint ot 
buttermilk. 

Dinner.— Males, 14 oz. of whole-meal bread, and 1 pint ot 
sweet milk, with the exception of 1 pint of gruel instead of 1 
pint of sweet milk on two days in each week. Males, whose 
term of imprisonment does not exceed 1 calendar month, get 1 
pint of gruel for dinner, instead of 1 pint of sweet milk. Fe- 
males, 12 oz. of whole-meal bread, and | pint of sweet milk, 
with the exception of gruel instead of milk two days in each 
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week. Females, whose term of imprisonment does not exceed 
1 calendar month, get f pint of gruel for dinner instead of 
sweet milk. 

There were no complaints of the provisions. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., brown, 1 d., white, 1 \d.\ oatmeal, 
per cwt., 105. 11c?.; Indian meal, per cwt., 85. 10c?. ; new milk, 
per gallon, Ad . ; butter milk, per gallon, 2d. 

Books and Accounts. — The forms of the prison books and 
accounts, which have been lately prescribed by the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, are strictly observed. I have nowhere seen 
greater clearness or facility, both in reference and in checking, 
than were exhibited, at my examination of the expenditure, by 
the local inspector, Captain Fawcett, a very valuable officer. 
But, perhaps, the best evidence of the sound financial condition 
of this gaol is to be found in the fact, that at the last assizes 
no presentment was required, except for the conveyance of 
prisoners and for the payment of salaries.

The diminution of inmates in the last year, however, is so 
trifling as not to be taken into account, and does not present a 
favourable comparison with that observable in the great majority 
of the gaols throughout the kingdom. The annual average of 
females being, for the four years given above, 76, 50, 52, and 43 
is very large, but may be fairly attributed to the want of due 
accommodation for prisoners of that sex, which has so often 
been made the subject of just animadversion in former Reports, 
and to procure which, as well as other indispensable require- 
ments, the county authorities have most liberally contributed a 
presentment for the sum of £6,000. 

There were, at the time of my visit, 3 males and 9 females 
under sentence of transportation. The commitments during the 
past year were — for males, 644 ; females, 244. The re-com- 
mitments — males, 43 ; females, 20 ; and the greatest number 
in gaol at one time— males, 122 ; females, 53. 

The prison was creditably clean, and adequately furnished 
with bedding. The supply of water, however, is somewhat 
scanty, and the sewers are rather ineffective. A plan, embrac- 
ing a great variety of improvements, is in preparation, and about 
to be submitted in the proper quarter ; but it appeared to me, 
on examining the rough draft, that the size of the proposed 
cells, taking the whole collectively, exceeds unnecessarily that 
which is now frequently sanctioned in England by the Secre- 
tary of State, as being sufficient for the reception of prisoners 
under sentence for short terms ; and I therefore think it right 
to call, attention to this material point. 
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Extract from the Report of Lieut. -Col. Jebb, Surveyor-Gene- 
ral of Prisons, to the Secretary of State, on the Discipline and — 
Management of the Convict Prisons for the year 1 850, page 57 : — r^me'Gml 

“ Having doubts upon the subject, I deemed it my duty to bring it 
under your notice, and the result has been an arrangement, by which 
cells of smaller dimensions, appropriate for the ordinary periods of 
from 3 to 6 months, may be especially certified for such periods ; and 
you have been enabled to sanction the erection of such cells accord- 
ingly. In the preparation of the plans, the course I suggest is to 
provide a proportionate number of cells adapted for prisoners before 
trial (see Resolutions of the Select Committee, No. 10, p. 86), and for 
the longest periods of separate confinement, and others of smaller 
dimensions for the majority ,of prisoners under short terms. Thus, 
instead of all cells being 13 feet long by 7 wide, they have, in some 
instances, been reduced to 9 or 10 feet long, by 6 wide, and 8 feet 
high from floor to ceiling.” 

A greater space, however, would be indispensable where im- 
prisonment for longer periods is to be strictly enforced, and 
where it is intended that works should be carried on in the cells, 
particularly if they involve the use of somewhat offensive 
materials, such as leather, &c. 

Now the cells of the smaller dimensions cited above contain 
432 cubic feet ; and as the 56 already built, and in the occupa- 
tion of the males, contain 423, (their measurement being 7 feet 
7 inches in height, by 9 feet 2 inches in length, and 6 feet in 
width.) it is worthy of further consideration whether these also 
might not be adapted to carrying out the “ separate” system at 
a very trifling cost, so as to extend this undoubted advantage 
to every department of the prison. For the juveniles espe- 
cially it will he of the highest importance ; and such adapta- 
tion would only anticipate the intention of the Legislature, as the 
Report of the Select Committee “ On Criminal and Destitute 
Children” -will doubtless be followed up by direct enactments. 

In tlie meantime it would be advisable to maintain, as far as 
possible, the principle of “separation” in all the labour of the 
prisoners, both industrial and punitive, such as placing com- 
partments on the tread -wheel, and erecting stalls to be occupied 
during the intervals of rest. 

Employment and Schools . — Employment of various kinds is 
in operation here ; and the subjoined schedule, which does not 
include punitive labour, such as the tread-wheel and shot-drill, 
nor unproductive labour, such as prison duties, exhibits the 
remunerative return obtained in the course of eight months, 
ending in March last. It is but justice, however, to state, that 
during the winter the male prisoners were principally employed 
in teasing cocoa fibre for the bedding of the Omagh Lunatic

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The weaving is at present confined to the manufacture of 
sheeting, shirting, bed-tickens, and female clothing. If woollen 
weaving were introduced, it would he found a profitable exten- 
sion of this branch of the works. Of the nine turnkeys, four 
are handicraftsmen — namely, a weaver, a carpenter, a shoe- 
maker, and a tailor. I would beg to suggest the appointment 
of a baker, in the event of a vacancy, as the saving effected 
thereby is considerable, besides the advantages of additional 
employment thus afforded, and the production of a superior 
article of food. My Reports for the gaols of Tullamore and 
Renagh (see pp. 201 and 222 of the Thirty-First Annual Report 
of the Inspectors-General of Prisons, 1852), show the important 
difference between the cost of home supply and that obtained 
by contract. 

Schooling is given to the males for two hours daily, and 
special care is bestowed upon the juveniles ; but the registry of 
progress, though duly filled, does not present a synopsis of the 
gradual advance of the pupils. 

Dietary. — 1st Class, Males. — Breakfast — 5 oz. oatmeal and 3 
oz. rice, wfith one pint buttermilk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, and 
1 pint sweet milk. 

2nd Class, Females. — Breakfast — 4 oz. oatmeal and 3 oz. rice, 
with 1 pint buttermilk. Dinner — 12 oz. bread, J- pint sweet 
milk. 

3rd Class, Males and Females, under 10 years. — Breakfast — 5 
oz. oatmeal, J pint sweet milk. Dinner — 10 oz. bread, i pint 
sweet milk. Supper — 4 oz. bread, 1 J naggin sweet milk. 

Contracts. — Bread, per lb., 1-j-rf. ; oatmeal, per cwt., 10s. 3d.; 
Indian meal, per cwt., 7s. 11c?.; meat, per lb., 5\d. ; new milk, 
per gallon, lj d.; salt, per cwt.. Is. 3d. ; rice, per lb., 2d. 

There were no complaints. The provisions are regularly in- 
spected by the chaplains. The latter, however, do not enter 
in the record of their visits their- opinion of the food. The 
shortest form of approval or disapprobation would be sufficient ; 
and indeed it would be advisable to adopt the practice estab- 
lished in many gaols, of keeping a book exclusively set apart 
for this purpose. 

The Books and Accounts prescribed by the Queen’s Bench 
are in use, and are strictly observed. The cost of the gaol for 
the last three years stands thus — 1850, £2,519 2s. Id.; 1851, 
£2,318 5s. 9 d.; 1852, £1,964 11s. 3d.

having been lodged under a Chancery attachment on the 8th of 
April, 1852, I felt it my duty to communicate personally with 
the Under-Sheriff (who happened to be in attendance at 
Quarter Sessions in the adjoining court-house), upon this direct 
infraction of the Prisons’ Act, which had been noticed at a former 
inspection, and I received from that gentleman an assurance 
that the debtors should be forthwith removed to the county 
gaol, and that there should be no further recurrence to this 
illegal practice. A contract is about to be entered into for the 
general repair of the building, which was very clean and orderly 
throughout, and adequately supplied with bedding and with 
water. The main-sewer is rather offensive, and the vicinity of 
a tan -yard, occasionally, when the wind sets in a particular 
direction, produces an almost intolerable nuisance. Some gravel 
is required. The dietary costs Ad. per head. The local in- 
spector visits frequently — he receives a salary, ■which is not 
warranted by the above Act; and in reference to this item, as 
well as to the general expenses of this bridewell, I beg to call the 
attention of the local authorities to Schedule G, page 274, of 
our Thirty-First Report (for 1852), which shows the remarkable 
excess of the annual outlay here over that of any bridewell in 
which the number of prisoners confined during the year is the 
same, or even reaches double the amount. 

Strabane . — One prisoner; 98 in the last quarter; during 1852, 
235. The house clean and orderly. There are two cells for 
males and one for females ; an enlargement of the building is, 
however, contemplated, which will give increased accommoda- 
tion to the latter and to the bridewell-keeper's quarter. The 
supply of water adequate. Petty sessions fortnightly, and trans- 
mittals immediate. The registry appeared to be correct ; but 
in the absence of the keeper I was unable to examine the com- 
mittals or the visitors’ book.

This schedule exhibits an increase of 27 over the number 
reported at the last inspection, which took place in August, 
1852. It is to be remarked, however, firstly, that on that 
occasion there was in custody but one convict, whereas at my 
visit there were no less than 12, all of whom, I was assured, on 
application to the Inspector of Government Prisons, would he 
speedily removed; and secondly, that in the month of June the 
average of the inmates of gaols throughout the kingdom is 
much higher than at the harvest season. The aggregate of 
summary convictions also is greater in proportion, indicating a 
decline in the gravity of crime. On the other hand, I regret 
to observe that there is no improvement in the re-committals, 
a result fairly attributable to the absence of the more distasteful 
kinds of labour which have been successfully adopted else- 
where. In the year 1851 the total number confined in the 
gaol amounted to 1171 ; of whom but 49 were re-committed, 
whereas in 1852, on a total of 931, there were no less than 91 
(about a tenth) thus relatively circumstanced. I would specially 
call the attention of the authorities to the Reports for the year 
1852 of the gaols of Ennis and Nenagh — which, in point ot 
general administration, are second to none in the kingdom— as 
practically proving the beneficial results derived from the estab- 
lishment of the punitive labour of shot-drill, and as showing its 
compatibility with the greatest amount of industrial activity 
and productiveness. Indeed, the adoption of some such measure 
would appear to be peculiarly applicable to the requirements 
of this county, for there is another matter specially deserving

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notice in its criminal records, namely, the very large section 
of prisoners who are not natives of it, and whose offences, 
therefore, are not to be attributed to local causes. The 
majority of these delinquents is supplied from the migra- 
tory population, which moves eastward through Westmeath, 
and inflicts upon it the usual evils derived from vagrancy. The 
number of commitments since the 1st of January, 1853, stands 
thus — males, 272; females, 94. Re-commitments — males, 23 ; 
females, 11. Greatest number in gaol at one time during the 
past year — males, 124; females, 60. Average — males, 101; 
females, 35. The punishments for this year amounted to 48, 
all inflicted by the governor. The accommodation consists of 
91 single cells, 6 solitary do., and 1 1 rooms with beds, the whole 
being duly furnished. The building was scrupulously clean 
throughout, and order appears to be carefully observed. If, as is 
to be expected, the general decrease of offenders observable in 
other parts of Ireland, should reach this locality, and thus place 
an adequate number of cells at the disposal of the authorities, I 
submit the policy of adapting them for carrying out the “sepa- 
rate system,” and would suggest that, in the first instance, the 
juveniles, who are now the special objects of inquiry before 
parliament, with a view to legislation, should receive this 
advantage. The female department, to which the old gaol is 
allocated, falls so far below the requirements of improved 
modern discipline, that I venture to hope that the increasing 
prosperity of the country, and the consequent diminution of 
annual expenditure for prison purposes, will induce the fiscal 
body to deal liberally in correcting this vital defect; and I am 
the more strengthened in this hope from a knowledge of the 
very practical spirit in which, since my last inspection, important, 
additions have been carried out. The objection to the female 
department is to be understood as affecting the building alone, 
for the regulation of it, in point of classification (as far as is 
consistent with the available space), of cleanliness and industry, 
is highly creditable. A laundry and drying-room, with baths, 
and the requisite appurtenances, and a laboratory, have all been 
erected within a short period, and the ventilation of four of 
the cells, as recommended by my colleague, has also been 
effected. 

Employment and Schools. — Male department — Weaving, 
winding, shoemaking, tailoring, carpentry, smith-work, tin- 
smiths, corn-mill, tread-wheel, stone-breaking, and prison duties. 
Female department — Washing, knitting, sewing, carding, spin- 
ning, and prison duties. 

The corn-mill, which is employed largely for external 
consumption, and the bake-house, are excellently arranged. 
Schooling is given for two hours daily, and the registry of 
progress is correctly kept, and regularly examined by an 
Inspector of the National Board of Education. Here, as else- 
where, the females are in general found to be almost illiterate 
on their committal, and consequently seldom advance beyond 
elementary instruction, except in cases of long imprisonment.

There were no complaints of the provisions, which are con- 
stantly inspected and reported upon. 

Books and Accounts. — The forms, both with regard to mat- 
ters of finance, and of discipline, which were put into operation 
last year, under the direction of the Court of Queen s Bench, 
are duly observed, and furnish a complete synopsis ot the daily 

working of the establishment. ' 

The expenses of the gaol for the 3 years ending Lent 
Assizes, 1853, stand thus:— 1851, £2,041 10s. 5 2 d.; 1852, 
£1 746 5s. 8 d. ; 1853, £1,822 7s. 5d. The drying-loft, which 
cost £163 10s., was erected within the last year, and thus 
caused the increase as compared with the preceding pne.

The Hospitals were thoroughly clean and orderly. There 
were no female patients, and but four males, whose cases do 
not require any special notice. There were one female and two 
male lunatics, in whose behalf I made a representation to the 
Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums. The stock of medicines laid 
in during the last year was not exhausted ; so free had the 
prison been from disease. The medical officer very properly 
enters with his own hand all orders for sick and extra 
diet. 

The Board of Superintendence now consists of the exact 
number prescribed by the Prisons’ Act. The meetings are 
held monthly, at which general business is transacted, but the 
audit, &c., of the whole accounts takes place immediately 
before the assizes.

Castletowndelvin. — I found no prisoners in this wretched 
building, the original defects of which are incorrigible. The 
building was clean, but damp, and the pump was out of order. 
There were confined here during the last three quarters 
respectively, 24, 28, and 27 prisoners; and during the whole 
year 1852, 113. There were no long detentions to be found 
in the registry, and the transmittals to the county gaol are 
regular. The dietary for both sexes costs 2},d. per head. 

Moate. — One male prisoner; 144 last quarter; during 1852, 
515. The house and bedding fairly clean. The sewerage 
adequate and the pump in working order. Dietary for both 
sexes, 2\d. Keeper’s salary £35 per annum. Petty Sessions 
fortnightly, and transmittals immediate. The local inspector 
seldom visits, but some of the magistrates do so from time to 
time.

The two last inspections took place in January and Septem- 
ber, 1852 ; at the former there were 121 prisoners in custody, 
at the latter, 86 : the general reduction, therefore, when 
compared with the above aggregate, is satisfactory. On the day 
of my visit there was but one prisoner for a serious offence, all 
the others petty larcenies, trespass, &e. ; cases of drunkenness, 
too, have decreased considerably. A great diminution has taken 
place in the RE-committals of males, and when the separate sys- 
tem is brought into use in the female department (it being the 
only certain deterrent for this class), the number of re-commit- 
tals will, no doubt, be much less than at present. The total 
commitments for the past year were — males, 611 ; females, 
303. Greatest number in gaol at one time — males, 87 ; females, 
49. There were but three persons committed from the 
workhouse within the year, and none RE-committed. Total 
number of vagrants for the year, 108. There were only two 
male convicts and one female. Ho debtor has been in the 
gaol for the last twelve months. Since last inspection the 
house occupied by the matron has been taken down, and on its

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site an addition to the female prison is being constructed, to 
consist of 16 cells designed on the separate system, with two ex- 
ercising yards attached ; each cell to be furnished with fresh and 
foul air shafts — estimated cost of each cell, £40. The matron’s 
house is building in front of its former position ; the old laundry 
has been removed and a new one is in course of erection, 
with drying-room attached. The old provision and fuel store 
has also been taken down, and a new one erected — all the 
buildings are lined with brick — two cisterns have been added 
for flushing the sewers of the male prison. The additions and 
alterations are contracted for at £837 ; the whole appears to be 
well constructed, of the best materials, and the solidity and 
finish of the work appeared admirable. I must, however, 
call attention to the ventilation; which, if not found suffi- 
cient, can be easily remedied by the introduction of two, 
or, perhaps, three panes of perforated zinc in place of glass 
in the windows. The punishments for the past year were 
but 39, all for slight breaches of discipline. The cis- 
terns are supplied with water for flushing the sewers by the 
tread-wheel, to which I regretted that there are not any 
divisions to separate the prisoners while at work, and stalls 
should be added for the same object during intervals of rest ; 
any approach to the separate system being most desirable. 
The whole gaol was thoroughly clean, and strict discipline and 
order everywhere observable. Since last inspection the gover- 
nor, Mr. M’Dowell, retired on an allowance of £100 per 
annum ; and Mr. Wilson, the present governor, was appointed, 
who appears to be a most efficient and intelligent officer, and 
evinces an anxious desire to perforin his duties with zeal and 
energy. 

Employment and Schools — A considerable number of the 
prisoners were employed in useful works, which are very 
actively carried on ; there were eight weaving, and nine mat 
and clog making — some very good specimens of manufactures 
were produced. The prisoners sentenced to hard labour are 
chiefly employed on the tread-wheel and at shot-drill. There 
is no school. I would strongly recommend that some educa- 
tional instruction should be given, at least to the juveniles; 
indeed this is one of the very few gaols in Ireland where this 
necessary branch of discipline is neglected. 

Female Department. — This department was very clean — 
order and regularity appeared to be well maintained by the 
matron, but I regretted to find that here again no educational 
instruction is given. Some of the prisoners were employed at 
carding, spinning, net-making, and needlework. 

Dietary. — Breakfast — Males — 8 oz. meal in stirabout, and A 
pint milk. Dinner. — 14 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint new milk. 
Females- — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal in stirabout, and A pint new 
milk. Dinner — 12 oz. brown bread, and f pint new milk. Males 
and females under 10 years. — Breakfast — 5 oz. meal in stirabout, 
and A pint new milk. Dinner — 10 oz. brown bread, and A pint 
new milk. Supper — 4 oz. bread, and 1-| naggin milk. 
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Stirabout, half Indian meal and oatmeal. Bread, half Indian 
meal and second flour. All prisoners, whose period of imprison* 
ment does not exceed one month, get oatmeal gruel for dinner 
instead of milk ; and all prisoners in custody get gruel for dinner 
two days each week. 

The provisions were unexceptionable, they are duly inspected. 
There were no complaints.

The above abstract shows a great and progressive diminution 
in numbers, as compared with the returns made at the inspections 
of 1850 and 1851, the amount of which, respectively, were 320 
for the former year, and 298 for the latter. Some allowance 
must be made for the reduction of the population from various 
causes : employment being more general than heretofore, and 
the expiral of short sentences from assizes and quarter sessions; 
hut even taking all these circumstances into consideration, both 
the extent and character of crime would appear generally to be 
on the decline. In the year 1846 there were no less than 766 
prisoners at one time in the gaol ; the highest number during 
the past year was 235. The total commitments for the latter 
period being — males, 960; females, 468. The accommodation, 
in which there has been no change since last inspection, 
consists of 115 single cells, six solitary cells, nine rooms 
with beds, eleven yards, and eight day-rooms. A very con- 
siderable diminution has taken place in the commitments and 
re-commitments for workhouse offences, but there were 21 of this 
class in gaol on the day of my visit, all being juveniles from 12 
to 1 6 years of age. The prison throughout was in excellent 
order, very clean, and the bedding good and sufficient. Classifi- 
cation is fully maintained, and the boys are kept separate from 
the other prisoners. The supply of water is ample, the sewer- 
age effective and regularly flushed by means of a forcing pump. 
A convenient straw-house has been lately erected which was 
much required. 



Employment and Schools. 

The industrial department of this gaol is always maintained 
with skill and energy, under the immediate superintendence of 
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the governor, who exhibits a peculiar aptitude in directing this 
branch of discipline and economy. Nearly all the prisoners were 
employed at the time of my visit at

The manufacture of unsteeped flax, I was informed, had fully 
succeeded. The value of this mode of employment cannot be 
overrated, as it affords constant occupation and labour for. all 
classes, according to the skill, age, and strength of the 
prisoner. 

The school arrangements are most creditable, and conducted 
on the National system by a schoolmaster, at a salary of £30 
per annum. An inspector from the National Board visits 
occasionally and examines those under tuition. A registry of 
progress is kept. 



Female Department. 

Occupation is provided for the females by employing them in 
dressing flax, spinning, carding, knitting, needlework, washing, 
and prison duties. Twenty are placed in partial separation m 
a section of the prison which properly belongs to the male side, 
the remainder are divided into three classes, and are well super- 
intended by the matron and two active assistants. There is 
a good loft attached to the laundry, but no means afforded for 
drying the clothes; this might be partially obviated by erecting 
a stove, the expense of which would be inconsiderable. One 
hour daily is given to school instruction.

— The books appeared to be correct, and 
the pass-books regular ; it is evident, however, that this depart- 
ment sustained a great loss by the death of the late clerk, whose 
place is now filled by two persons (father and son); and I regret 
being obliged to state that neither of them appeared sufficiently 
intelligent or experienced to keep with accuracy and clearness 
the numerous books and accounts of this large establishment. 
The total cost of the gaol for the last three years, including 
dietary, salaries, and all contingencies, was as follows: — 1850, 
£3,621 3s. ; 1851, £2,549 Os. Id. ; 1852, £2,288 15s. 2d.

There is a very remarkable diminution shown by the above 
summary as contrasted with the return furnished at last 
inspection, which' took place just a year since, when the total 
number in custody amounted to nearly one thousand. This 
satisfactory result is in a great degree attributable to the judg- 
ment, tact, and perseverance of the governor, m adopting every 
possible means to carry out the separate system. No exertion 
is spared by him and the able local inspector to effect this 
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desirable object, particularly as regards juvenile offenders. I 
was glad to learn that it is intended to adopt the same system 
with the female class, at least so far as keeping them from 
association while at work — the accommodation being too limited 
to render complete separation possible. The commitments 
during the past year were— males, 3,376 ; females, 1,629. Re- 
commitments — males, 1,069; females, 558. There were 70 
male convicts in the gaol at the time of inspection, and 8 
females. I was informed, on inquiry, at the office of that de- 
partment, in Dublin Castle, that their removal was about to 
take place. There were 74 vagrants — the total commitments 
of this class since the 1st January being 438. The commit- 
ments of workhouse offenders have decreased considerably. 
The accommodation, in which there has been no material change 
since last inspection, consists of 168 single cells, 7 solitary cells, 
84 rooms with beds, and 25 day-rooms ; 78 of the cells for 
males are fitted up with one cot in each. The supply of water 
storage and sewerage are all excellent. The space allotted for 
females in the chapel has been screened off', as recommended 
in the report of last year. The juveniles are divided into two 
classes — those fully committed being kept separate from the 
others. The punishments were very few, the general discipline 
being such as to render them scarcely necessary. The whole 
prison was in good repair and thoroughly ventilated.

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Considerable activity is displayed in this section of the 

prison. Several of the turnkeys are competent to give instrue- 

tion in trades ; and the aptitude of the Governor for directing 
this branch of discipline is most remarkable,, industrial labour 
being conducted in a quiet, regular, and business-like manner, 
and Silence strictly maintained. The experiments in turning 
to account the manufacture of unsteeped flax have fully suc- 
ceeded.

The school is conducted upon the National principle ; and 
one of the turnkeys, whom I understand to he fully competent, 
has been recently appointed to take charge of it. 

Female Department.— The women are principally engaged 
in the manufacture of flax, no less than 56 being so employed on 
the day of inspection. The capstan-pump affords moderate hard 
labour for nearly 30 ; and these are exclusively re-committed 
prisoners. This department is admirably managed by the Matron 
and her assistants. Educational instruction is given for two hours 
daily to the younger females. I would suggest to the Grand Jury 
and Board of Superintendence the necessity of improving this 
section of the prison, so as to facilitate the separation of the 
the inmates ; a remarkable reduction in the re-commitment of 
females invariably ensues where the separate system can be 
fully carried out.

Male prisoners committed for 1 month and under receive 
gruel in lieu of milk every day, composed of 1 oz. oatmeal to 
1 pint of water. Females of the same class also receive }. oz. 
oatmeal to £ pint of water. All classes receive it twice in the 
week. 

The dietary is according to the scale sanctioned by the Court 
of Queen’s Bench. The provisions were all of unexceptionable 
quality, and are regularly inspected by the chaplains. There 
were not any complaints.

The subordinate officers are most efficient. Since last in- 
spection two vacancies among the turnkeys have been filled up 
by the appointment of a tailor and baker. 

Officers' Visits . — Local inspector, 161 ; surgeon, &c., 368; 
Protestant chaplain, 105; Roman Catholic do., 96. 

Hospitals . — These were thoroughly clean and well venti- 
lated, and the accounts clearly kept ; the cost of medicine 
moderate. There were 13 male and 10 female patients— no 
very serious cases. The total number of admissions for the past 
year was 500; daily average, 31 ; total prescribed for, 15,842 ; 
deaths, 32. The average cost of each patient was 4|c£. per day.

The members of the Board attend with great regularity and 
in sufficient numbers. The accounts are all examined and dis- 
charged monthly, together with the officers’ salaries; the Bride- 
well accounts are at the same time examined by the Board a 
practice worthy of adoption elsewhere. 

General Observations .— Throughout this excellent establish- 
ment there are strong evidences of zeal, attention, and ability 
on the part of all the officers; and under such circumstances, it is 
not surprising to find cleanliness, activity, and sound discipline. 
I congratulate the authorities on the general arrangements of 
the prison; and trust the laudable advances made towards 
carrying out the separate system may be completed ; from

It is, per- 
haps, the only effectual mode of promoting the reformation of 
prisoners — it acts as a deterrent upon those first committed, 
as well as upon more hardened offenders; and we have the 
opinion of Sir Benjamin Brodie, and other experienced medical 
men who have given the subject attention, that when properly 
conducted, it is, to say the least of it, as little prejudicial to 
either mind or body as other modes of punishment. 

Bridewells. 

Millstreet. — Some improvements have been effected in this 
bridewell since the last inspection ; it is, however, a very inse- 
cure building. No prisoners at the time of my visit ; and only 
38 confined here during the previous quarter. The registry 
and committals correct. Cost of dietary, 2±d. per day for each 
prisoner. Local inspector visits quarterly. 

Macroom. — This bridewell, although very well kept, is much 
in want of repair, and there is no water on the premises, which 
is brought from a distance of nearly half a mile. The chimneys 
smoke intolerably, and the rain gets through the roof of the 
kitchen and keeper’s bed-room. Only 3 males and 3 females 
at the time of my visit, and 96 altogether during the last quarter. 
Cost of dietary moderate. Registry and committals correct. 
I regretted to learn that the local inspector died lately : he 
w T as most regular in his visits. 

Bantry. —Two male prisoners ; no females ; 122 last quarter ; 
always well kept, and books correct. Local inspector visits 
frequently.. Cost of dietary moderate, as it is in all the bride- 
wells in this county. « 

Dunmanway. — Clean, and the registry and committals cor- 
rect; quite inadequate even for the reduced numbers com- 
mitted here, and very insecure ; total last quarter, 77. Only 
one in custody the day of inspection ; but three nearly effected 
their escape a few days previous. Local inspector occasionally 
visits. 

Skibbereen.— I found this bridewell tolerably clean, but much 
in want of repair, the building being altogether inadequate for 
the requirements of the district. 6 males and 4 females at the 
time of inspection ; 228 the previous quarter. Registry and 
committals correct. Local inspector regular in his visits. 

Rosscarbery. — 2 male prisoners ; no females ; total last 
quarter, 28, more than half of whom were committed for 
drunkenness. The building very clean, and books correct. 
Local inspector visits constantly. 

Clonakilty. — Very clean and orderly. Registry and com- 
mittals. regular. 4 males and 2 females at the time of 
inspection; 139 previous quarter. Local inspector seldom 
visits. 

Mallow. — Only 2 male prisoners, no females. Number of 
commitments greatly reduced ; yet there were as many as 310 
the previous quarter. The average for trial at quarter ses-

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Contrary to what generally prevails, the foregoing aggregate d ^ t u ™ t _ 
shows a considerable increase over the number at the last in- — 
spection, which took place on the 5th of J une, 1 852. This excess ^h Ga 0 i 
would appear to he created by the great influx of vagrants, 
there being no less than 73 at the time of my visit, whereas by 
the return of last year there were only seven, including both 
sexes. Notwithstanding the city authorities sent home, by public 
conveyance, great numbers of them on their discharge, and 
which cost no less a sum than £80 since the 1st of January last, 
yet the city appears to he inundated by those sturdy beggars 
from the adjoining districts. It is a difficult matter to prescribe 
any remedy for this evil ; it is, however, generally admitted, 
that low diet, hard labour, compulsory cleanliness, and separa- 
tion, as far as it is at all practicable, is the best system to he 
adopted, and which has been tried with great efficacy elsewhere. 

The commitments during the past year were — males, 1,633 ; 
females, 920. lie-commitments — males, 519; females, 316. 

Greatest number in gaol at one time during the past year- — 
males, 255 ; females, 106. Average — males, 213 ; females, 154. 

The accommodation consists of 108 cells and 11 rooms with 
beds. JN T o material alteration has taken place in the construction 
of the gaol since the last inspection. Heating apparatus has 
been provided for the new cells, which, however, are not yet 
fitted up according to the requirements of the act (3 & 4 Vic., 
cap. 44), so as to render them adequate for the adoption of 
separate imprisonment. The water pipes have been all put in 
order, and a presentment has been granted for a new roof on 
the front entrance. Holes have been perforated in many of the 
doors of the cells, so as to increase the circulation of air, and 
the gaol generally was clean and well ventilated. The water 
is supplied from a well, situated above the prison, and a pump 
attached to the tread-wheel ; the latter is also used for grind- 
ing corn for internal consumption. The bedding was all clean, 
good, and sufficient, and most of the prisoners supplied with 
gaol clothing. The punishments w'ere few and light; there 
were no complaints. 

Employment and Schools . — I found a great number of the 
prisoners at industrial occupations, carried on principally in a 
large workshop of recent construction. Here the male prisoners 
are intermixed without any classification, and several of them 
had been eight and ten times and upwards in the gaol. . No 
educational instruction is given, but I was glad to learn it is in 
contemplation to appoint a regular schoolmaster.

Female Department. — Here there are only two classes a 

considerable number were employed at carding, spinning, and 
picking oakum. This section of the gaol was not so clean 
or well ventilated as the male side. Here, again, there is no 
school. 

Dietary — Breakfast. — First class — 14 oz. brown bread, and 
one pint of milk. Second class— 12 oz. of brown bread and 
half pint of milk. 

Dinner. — First class — 6 oz. of Indian meal, and 2 oz. of rice, 
in stirabout, and one pint of sweet milk. Second class — 5 oz. 
of Indian meal, and 2 oz. of rice, and half pint of sweet 
milk. 

All classes get one pint of oatmeal gruel two days in each 
week for dinner, instead of milk ; and all committed for one 
month and under, get every day gruel instead of milk for 
breakfast.

A vacancy in the staff having occurred since last inspection, 
by the death of one of the turnkeys, I was glad to learn that it 
had been filled up by the appointment of a weaver, one being 
much required to give instruction in this branch of industry. 

Officers' Visits. — Local inspector/ 146 ; surgeon, &c., 367 ; 
Protestant chaplain, 157 ; Roman, Catholic do., 157. 

Hospital. — The hospital was very clean, well regulated and 
airy. The sanitary state of the gaol has been satisfactory. 
There were but four sick at the time of inspection, and no 
case requiring particular notice. The total number of admissions 
for the past year was only 156. Externs prescribed for, 
1,462. The flooring, which was formerly of flags, has been 
removed and tiles substituted. The medicines are supplied by 
an apothecary, at moderate prices.

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I would call attention to the great number of re-commitments 
latterly to the gaol, which in nearly all the prisons in Ireland 
have decreased considerably within the last year. I left a 
memorandum on this point with the local inspector, to submit 
to the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence, which I beg 
to recommend to their serious consideration. 

Bridewell. 

I found the bridewell improved in many respects since my 
last visit. It is certainly of difficult management, in conse- 
quence of the number of drunken and disorderly characters so 
frequently committed here; and under the circumstances, it was 
very clean, orderly, and regular. The total commitments in 
1852, were no less than 13,581. In 1842, the number com- 
mitted was 3,395, being the lowest aggregate for the last 14 
years. The cost of the bridewell for the past year was 
£409 45. 11 d., of which only £60 15s. 4 d. was for subsistence. 
Salaries, £247 95., which leaves a balance of £ 1 0 1 Os. Id. 
for fuel, candles, straw, clothing, and sundries. The books 
and accounts appear to be all accurately kept, and the checks 
satisfactory.

The above aggregate shows a decrease of 126 when compared 
with the return at last inspection. 

In no gaol in Ireland has the reduction of prisoners been so 
great, for the last five years, as in this. In 1848 there were no less 
than 1,018 in confinement at one time,. and the deaths in that year 
were 485; for the past year, the average number in the gaol was 
172, and the total deaths for the same period, 13. Vagrants 
and prisoners for workhouse offences have decreased consider- 
ably, there being but five of the former and four of the latter 
in gaol the day of my visit; and no re-commitments of either 
of these classes since the 1st of January last ; the county, there - 
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fore, may well be congratulated on this very marked im- 
provement in its social state. I regret to find that the tread- 
wheel has not been divided into compartments, as recom- 
mended in the report of my colleague last year; it is most 
desirable this should be carried into effect, and stalls erected 
to separate the prisoners during intervals of rest. Even this 
slight approach to the separate system has been attended 
with the most beneficial results in all gaols where it has been 
adopted. Nearly all the prisoners were furnished with clothing 
manufactured and made up in the gaol. The whole building 
was thoroughly clean, perfectly ventilated, and in good order. 
The punishments since the 1st of January were only eight, and 
all for very light offences.

Employment and Schools . — Considerable activity is displayed 
here ; and Mr. Cleary, who also acts as hospital assistant, shows 
much ability in directing and superintending the different em- 
ployments. A master shoemaker is engaged, at £10 per annum, 
who teaches the well-conducted boys this trade, many of whom, 
have made sufficient progress to be able to support themselves 
when discharged ; some are also taught tailoring, . 

The school is now very well conducted, and the juvenile class 
considerably advanced. 

Female Department . — Theadditional accommodation attached 
to this department has afforded the greatest relief, and classifi- 
cation is observed to a very satisfactory extent ; the sewerage, 
too, has been rendered quite effective. These advantages were 
observable in the improved appearance of the whole building, 
and the additional space given, by which the prisoners can be 
employed, as well as classified. 1 found nearly all the females 
engaged at needlework, spinning, carding wool, knitting, and 
baking. The only drawback to the improvements is, that there 
is no school, especially for juveniles, all of whom, however, are 
kept at work.

Bridewells. Bridewells . 

Portumna. — This bridewell requires several repairs, which Portumna. 
have been pointed out in the two last Reports. The flagging 
is in very bad repair, and the sewers quite ineffective. The 
pump is out of order; the chimneys smoke intolerably, and 
there is no grate in the male day-room. At the time of my 
visit there was nearly a foot of water between the court-house 
and the entrance to the bridewell; registry and committals 
correct ; cost of dietary moderate, and but one prisoner at the 
time of my visit. 

Woodford. Only seven prisoners had been confined here during Woodford. 

the quarter previous to the day of inspection. I think this 
bridewell might be very well dispensed with. JN T o prisoners at 
the time of my visit ; the books were, correct, and the place 
clean and orderly. 

Gort. — My attention has been called more than once to the Gort. 
neglected state of this bridewell by the assistant barrister and 
local inspector. I could only reply, that the necessity of its 
being put in thorough repair had been pointed out in the .Re- 
ports of the last three years. I hope, therefore, the authorities 
will take steps to have the evils so often complained of reme- 
died. The whole building is inadequate in accommodation, badly 
arranged, and without proper ventilation. The female day- 
room is used as a kitchen by the keeper ; the day-room for 
males is only eleven feet long by eight wide ; the insecure state 
of the yards renders it dangerous to allow the prisoners access 
even to the privies ; the pumps are out of order, and the privies 
being without sewers, the night buckets are emptied into, an 
open ash-pit, the stench from which was intolerable at the time 
of my visit. The building was clean, and the registry and com- 
mittals correct. There were only three prisoners ; total com- 
mitals for the last quarter, 66. Dietary — males, 3d. ; females,

** Oughterard. — I found this bridewell very clean and m good Oughterard. 
order; 81 prisoners last quarter ; only three at the time of my 
visit. Registry and committals correct, and charge for dietary 
moderate. 

Clifden.— Seven male prisoners and three females at the time Ciifden. 
of inspection, and 74 confined here during the previous quar- 
ter — a great number of them for drunkenness. The cost of 
dietary is much less than in the other bridewells, being a frac- 
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tion under one penny all round for the last quarter. Registry 
and committals correct. The building clean and orderly in 
every respect. 

Ballinasloe . — No prisoners at the time of my visit, and no com- 
mitment to the bridewell for ten days previous ; total for the 
quarter ending 29th September, 77; well found in bedding, 
blankets, and all necessaries. Books and committals regular, 
and charge for dietary reasonable. 

Byrecourt . — No prisoners, and none committed for three 
weeks previous to my visit ; total from the last quarter only 
eleven. The place was tolerably clean, and the registry and 
committals regular. 

Tuam. No prisoners ; 138 for the quarter ending 29th Sep- 

tember ; one-third of them committed for drunkenness. The 
bridewell undergoing repair at the time of inspection. 
Registry and committals correct, and charge for dietary mode- 
rate. 

Loughrea . — Orders have been given for putting this bride- 
well in repair. I found it clean and orderly, and the books 
correct. Cost of dietary— 2d. per day for each prisoner. Five 
males and and six females in confinement at the time of my 
visit ; 99 the previous quarter.

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The foregoing summary shows a slight increase, when com- 
pared with the return at the last inspection, which took place — 
in May, 1852, but gives a reduction of 45 in comparison with 
the number in imprisonment twelve months previous; the total Q a i wa y (,'aoi. 
on the lTth August, 1852, being 126. The commitments 
during the past year were— males, 1,022 ; females, 481. Re- 
commitments — males, 81; females, 64. It is satisfactory to find 
that a considerable diminution has taken place in the re-com- 
mitments. There were but two workhouse prisoners in custody 
the day of my visit ; and only fifty altogether committed since 
the 1st January last, twenty of them being re-committals ; for 
the same period 368 vagrants, of whom 60 were re-committals. 

There has been no alteration in the construction of the gaol 
since last inspection. . . 

The prisoners are generally supplied with gaol clothing, a 
sufficient quantity having been provided in accordance with the 
recommendation of my colleague, in his report for last year. The 
supply of water and the sewerage are excellent, and the whole 
gaol was clean and well ventilated. The punishments, 28,. all 
inflicted by the governor, for slight breaches of prison discipline. 

Employment and Schools. — The only employments' are the 
tread-wheel, stone-breaking, and shot-drill. The prisoners 
being generally confined for short periods, renders it difficult 
to carry on manufactures, and is the reason assigned for not 
doing- so. The school is very well conducted, and the progress 

made by the juveniles most creditable. . 

Female Department. — Out of 38 female prisoners, divided 
into three classes, 23 were vagrants, so that but little could be 
done in the way of employments ; a few were, however, engaged 
at washing and needlework. They do not receive any but 
moral instruction, which is afforded them by the Sisters ot 
Mercy, who frequently visit the establishment. There is no 
laundry, and the only place for drying the clothes is the open 
yard. This department was clean and well regulated, but want 
of space renders it impossible to carry out a proper classification, 
of the inmates. . 

Dietary. — Breakfast for males— 8 oz. of India meal m stira- 
bout and £ pint of sweet milk ; females — 7 oz. of India meal m 
stirabout and £ pint of sweet milk. Dinner for males— 14 oz.

The appear- 
ance of the prisoners, too, is by no means so wretched as 
heretofore, although offenders charged with petty larcenies and 
vagrants formed the greater portion of the inmates; besides 
there were only 15 for workhouse offences, the entire commit- 
ments of this class for the previous twelve months being 162, 
whereas, the year before it reached 898. The total com- 
mitments to the gaol for the past year were males 1,904 

females, 1,053. Re-commitments— males, 699 , females, 3T 

Greatest number in gaol at one time-males 360 ; females, 
223. Average— males, 214; females 112. The accommoda- 
tion consists of 82 single cells 3 solitary cells 4 rooms with 

beds, 7 day-rooms, and 8 yards. Most creditable mipiove- 

ments have taken place m reference to the construction, and 
some additions have been made since i last _ inspection and 
others are in progress. The capstan-null is in full work, and 
affords employment for those sentenced to hard labour. A 
new gateway and porter’s lodge have been erected, and a 
wall, ten feet high, is in course of building, so as to enclose 
the outer premises that belong to the prison, and give ^addi- 
tional security. The chapel is no longer used as a sleeping 
apartment, but restored to its original purpose. The laund y, 
drying-loft, and kitchen have been completed since my last 
visit, and I have nowhere seen more convenient constructed 
buildings. The whole gaol was thoroughly clean, the bedding 
good ami sufficient, and the supply of water abundant to all 
parts of the prison. The punishments were very few only 27 
since the 1st of January, and chiefly for minor acts of msuboi- 
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dination. There were 130 juveniles on the day of inspection, 
classified as follows : —

I should strongly recommend that separate compartments be 
added to the tread-wheel, and stalls constructed under a shed 
m the yard for receiving the prisoners during the intervals of 
rest, so as to insure silence and non-communication. This has 
been tried with the best effects elsewhere, and any approach to 
the separate system is at all times desirable. 

Education— There is no regular school at present; it is 
however, intended to appoint a master, and I should recommend 
his being taken on the staff as a turnkey. When not engaged 
m the school, he might be made otherwise useful, besides being 
entitled, alter long service, to superannuation. 

Female Department— The female prisoners have not at all 
decreased in comparison with the males. The accommodation 
foi this class is, indeed, lamentably deficient; and until some- 
thing is done with a view to its extension, it is hopeless to 
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expect that any reformatory discipline can be effected. At 
present the remotest approximation to classification is out ot 
the question ; and all that can be said is, that under very trying 
circumstances, the most is made of every available space to keep 
the inmates at work and in some degree of order. At the : time 
of inspection there were 17 employed m spinning, and lb at 
needle-work and knitting. The whole department was very 
clean and well ventilated. .

Books and Accounts.— The system of keeping the general 
accounts of the gaol is very clear and intelligible. The local 
inspector and governor exhibited the working out of the details 
and checks on the expenditure in the most satisfactory manner.

Appendix to Thirty-second Report of 



Since last inspection, one of the turnkeys, who acted as por- 
ter, has been discontinued ; it has not been found necessary to 
fill up the vacancy, which might now be done by the ap- 
pointment of a schoolmaster, as already referred to. A miller 
was also employed; but dismissed for some irregularities, 
and one of the turnkeys superintends this department, I 
understand, very efficiently, for which he receives an addition 
of £l 0 a-year to his salary. The staff generally appeared to be 
an efficient body. 

Officers’ Visits. — Local inspector, 123; surgeon, &c., 97; 
Protestant chaplain, 72 ; Roman Catholic Chaplain, 242. 

Hospital. — The hospital is very small — it was, however, very 
clean and thoroughly ventilated. Fortunately there were but 
few inmates, and no very serious cases. There was only one 
lunatic. The district asylum being now open at Killarney, has 
afforded great relief to the gaol as regards this unfortunate class.

regular; keeper’s salary, £10. . 

Caherciveen. — I found this bridewell much improved since Cahercveen. 
my former visit, and the flagging of the day-rooms and cells was 
undergoing repair, which was much required. No prisoners at 
the time of inspection ; 93 during the quarter, 60 of whom were 
committed for drunkenness. The keeper appeara to be an 
attentive and respectable man ; his salary is only £10 per an- 
num, and out of this he has to defray his expenses to and from 
Tralee (68 Irish miles) four times in the year, to receive -the 
amount of his quarterly return from the Collector of Excise. 

Indeed none of the bridewell keepers of this county are suffi- 
ciently paid ; it is unreasonable to expect the services of respect- 
able or efficient men can be obtained at such small salaries.

— ' Ireland, the above aggregate shows an increase, when compared 
KmanBaol returns at the last two inspections ; the total number 

at Athy. 3 ’ confined on the 27th of January, 1852, being 43, and at the last 
inspection, the 18th September, 50. The above return shows 
an increase of six over those in confinement on the same day 
last year. There does not appear to be any change in the cha- 
racter of crime, the committals being generally for Slight offences, 
and the greater number of the prisoners were strangers to the 
county. The re-commitments were not numerous, but the re- 
committals of females were double those of males. There were 
but two workhouse offenders, and only one vagrant on the day 
of inspection — the gaol was in very good order and perfectly 
clean — the yards have all lately been paved, which is a great 
improvement. 

The total commitments during the year were — males, 105 ; 
females, 88. 

Employment and Schools — Most of the prisoners were em- 
ployed, some at tailoring and shoe-making, mat-making, and 
the usual gaol duties. The profit of works for the year was 
returned at £36 14 s. 8 d., but in this it must be observed that 
credit is taken for cleaning and white-washing the prison walls 
and mending prisoners’ clothing. The turnkeys give school 
instruction for two hours daily. 

Female Department — The number of female prisoners ex- 
ceeded by twelve the males, which is, I believe, without 
parallel in Ireland, and this, I think, is to be attributed to 
the crowded state of this department, classification being out 
of the question; it was, therefore, with regret that I heard 
the presentment for the extension of this section of the prison 
was rejected by the Grand Jury. All that can be said at 
present is, that the matron seems most attentive, and makes 
the most of the limited means placed at her disposal; want of 
space renders all attempt at reformatory discipline wholly 
impossible. 

Dietary — Breakfast — Males — 8 oz. meal in stirabout, and 
a pint new milk. Dinner— 14 oz. bread, and 1 pint new milk. 
Females — Breakfast — 7 oz. meal in stirabout, and I pint 
new milk. Dinner — 12 oz. bread, and f pint new' milk. 
Males and females under 10 years.— Breakfast— 5 oz. meal 
in stirabout, and pint new milk. Dinner — 10 oz. bread, 
and j pint new milk.

It is with much pleasure I notice in the above aggregate a 
decrease of 32, as compared with the summary returned at the 
last inspection ; and of 47, with the total in confinement on the 
17th January, 1853. This reduction, I should say, in a great 
degree arises from the separate system being carried out, in 
a modified form, with the juvenile male class ; and as a strong- 
proof how distasteful this mode of discipline must he to 
them, several of those in separation requested permission 
to go to the day-room; and I found that in every case those 
making the application were old offenders. The re-committals 
of this class were very few, while the re-committals of females, 
here, as well as at Athy, were proportionable/ double those of 
males. It would be desirable, therefore, if the separate system 
was adopted in the female department ; and, as the numbers in 
confinement are so much reduced, the same plan might he 
carried out with their cells as with those of the males, namely, 
converting two cells into one, those now in use for the females 
being altogether too small for this system, there being hut 330 
cubic feet in each. My colleague, in his report for last year, 
called the attention of the Board of Superintendence to the 
necessity of a proper code of bye-laws being drawn up and 
submitted to the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, as enacted 
by the 3 & 4 Vic., cap. 44, which also directs that the certificate 
of one of the Inspeotors-General should be had to the effect 
that “the cells are of such a size, lighted, warmed, ventilated, 
and fitted up, in such manner as may be required by a due 
regard to health, and f urnished with the means of enabling the 
prisoner at any time to communicate ivith an officer of the 
prison .” This latter requirement implies the means of constant 
communication between the prisoner and the officers of the 
gaol, and, consequently, the establishment of a constant patrol 
by day and night, without which the separate system cannot be 
legally enforced In 1850, there were no less than 245 at one 
time in this small gaol: the influx of strangers, however, is 
much diminished, but still, even in the reduced numbers in 
confinement on the day of my visit, one-half were not natives 
of Kildare. Vagrancy is much on the decline; there was 
no commitment under this head since the 1st of January 
last, and but one from the workhouse. The gaol was clean 
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and well ventilated throughout, the bedding good and suffi- xnsTR-w: 
cient. There has not been any alteration or change in the — 
construction of the building since last inspection. The gene- 
ral accommodation consists of sixty single, and four solitary '~‘ a tNaas°’ 
cells, ten rooms with beds, bath-room, hospital, kitchen, and 
nine yards. The total commitments for the past year were — 
males, 364; females, 186. Greatest number in gaol at one 
time — males, T9; females, 26. Average — males, 54; females, 

21. .Re-committals — males, 15; females, 19. 

Employment and Schools. — Some of the prisoners were em- 
ployed at the time of my visit in weaving, mat-making, and 
shoe-making. The only system of punitive labour at present 
is stone-breaking ; however, it is intended to establish shot- 
drill, which has been found, in all the prisons where 
adopted, to act as a deterrent, and more particularly upon 
the more hardened offenders. Stones are delivered in the 
gaol yard by one of the local road contractors, and, when 
broken, returned on payment of id. per ton; 157 tons have 
been disposed of in this way during the past year. The male 
school is well conducted, and the registry of progress properly 
kept. 

Female Department. — This department was not over crpwded, 
and appeared to be well superintended by the matron and her 
assistant. Educational instruction is given for two hours daily. 

Several were engaged in knitting, needle-work, and washing ; 
there is no drying-room, a great inconvenience, which must be 
much felt in damp and wet weather, when it is impossible 
that the clothes can be dried in the open air. The numbers 
being now greatly reduced in this department, a stove might 
easily be erected, and at a trifling expense, at the end of the 
second class day-room, which might be used for drying the 
clothes, and the evil referred to thus partially abated. 

Dietary. — Breakfast. — 1st' Class, Males — 8 oz. oatmeal, in 
stirabout,’ and half pint of new milk. 2nd Class, Females — 

T oz. oatmeal, in stirabout, and half pint of new milk. 

3rd Class — 5 oz. oatmeal, in stirabout, and half pint of new 
milk. 

Dinner. — 1st Class, Males. — 14 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint 
new milk. 2nd Class, Females. — 1 2 oz. brown bread, and j pint 
new milk. 3rd Class. — 10 oz. brown bread, and J pint new 
milk. 

Prisoners under one month’s imprisonment. — One pint of 
gruel, instead of milk, daily, for dinner ; and all prison- 
ers, gruel, instead of milk, on Mondays and Fridays, at 
dinner. 

The provisions are regularly inspected by the chaplains ; 
the bread, milk, and oatmeal were all of excellent quality, 
and there were no complaints. Average cost for each, 2 \d. 
per day.

The governor, deputy-governor, matron, and her assistant, 
the turnkeys and schoolmaster, all receive gaol allowance. 
I regret to observe that one of the turnkeys, William Hannon, 
who resigned in consequence of his being lined by the Board 
for neglect of duty and. disrespect to the governor, has been 
subsequently re-appointed, and that the governor has had 
occasion to find fault with him again. Proper discipline cannot 
be maintained in the prison when any difference exists be- 
tween the governor and the subordinate officers.

Books and Accounts. — The gaol books were all properly 
filled up ; the dietary account is kept by the schoolmaster, 
and the checks on the daily consumption appeared to be 
regular.

There appears but a trifling diminution in the foregoing total, 
from that shown by the return at the last inspection, which took 
place on the 12th and 13th July, 1852, the numbers then being 
196, of these, however, no less than 55 were convicts and lunatics, 
so that the actual reduction was only 27, a very small proportion, 
in comparison with other gaols for the same period. The decrease 
in the commitments of vagrants and workhouse offenders has 
been considerable, but the re-commitments of females, propor- 
tionally, were more than double those of males. The total com- 
mitments to the gaol for the past year were, males, 458 ; fe- 
males, 260 ; while the re-commitments were, males, 1 7 ; females, 
22. This is in a great degree attributable to the separate sys- 
tem not being adopted with the latter class, upon whom its 
effects are always much more deterrent and reformatory than 
upon males ; indeed in many cases where this mode of discipline 
has been brought into operation with females, their re-commit- 
ments have almost ceased. I beg, therefore, to recommend that 
the left wing of the prison, which contains 88 cells, should be 
appropriated to the females, and the right wing, consisting of 

m 2 
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104 cells, will afford ample accommodation for males. It will 
be seen by the above return that on the day of inspection there 
were 38 of the former, and 76 of the latter in confinement; there 
is, therefore, sufficient room in the new prison for carrying out 
this improved mode of discipline with the two sexes. I was 
assured by the governor that the introduction of shot-drill had 
caused a great reduction in the re-commitments of male pri- 
soners, and drunkenness has also decreased considerably. That 
part of the gaol which comprises the turnkeys’ apartments, board 
room, office, &c., smoke intolerably; this nuisance, I should think, 
might be readily cured by the introduction of patent chimney 
crocks; not so, however, with the governor’s house, which suffers 
equally, but unfortunately its chimneys are overtopped by the 
principal building, which renders it difficult, if not impossible, 
to find a remedy for this great evil. The corridors require 
ventilation : this might easily be afforded by the large windows 
being made to open when required ; at present they are alto- 
gether closed. The sewers are ineffectual, and I fear were 
originally badly constructed, the principal one being too small. 
These, however, could be altered at no great expense ; and as 
this is of great importance to the sanitary state of the prison, 
I beg to recommend its consideration to the Grand Jury and 
Board of Superintendence. The windows of the cells do not 
afford sufficient ventilation; this, also, may be remedied by 
the introduction of perforated zinc panes. A label is placed 
over the door of each cell, showing the name and number of 
the prisoner; a convenient practice, and well worthy of adop- 
tion elsewhere. Prisoners sentenced to hard labour are, not- 
withstanding any industrial employment, put to punitive labour 
for one or two hours during the day. The second iron gate, 
as a means of security, referred to in the last report, has been 
erected, the gangway and lobby effectually stanched, and a 
laundry and drying-room established. The general accommo- 
dation, including the old, as well as the new building, consists 
of 239 cells; 12 solitary cells; 4 rooms with beds; 6 day 
rooms ; 3 baths ; 5 yards ; hospital, laundry, &e., &c. The 
whole was thoroughly clean, and well supplied with all ne- 
cessaries. The Grand Jury and rate-payers deserve great 
credit for the spirit and liberality they evinced in granting no 
less a sum than £11,000 for the construction of this handsome 
addition to the gaol ; and little is further required to render 
the establishment in every way worthy of the county. It is 
right, however, I should observe, that for carrying out “ sepa- 
ration” legally under the 3rd and 4tli of Victoria, cap. 44, 
it is necessary that rules and regulations should be drawn 
up by the Board of Superintendence, and approved of by 
the Lord Lieutenant, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Privy Council. 

Employment and Schools . — A considerable number of the 
prisoners were engaged at industrial works, such as weaving, 
sboemaking, tailoring, &c. The male school is very well 
attended to, particularly the juvenile portion of it ; a registry 
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of progress is kept, and the reports of improvement satisfactory. 
The schoolmaster, who also acts as clerk, appears to he an 
efficient and respectable man. _ 2 

Female Department. — The females were located in the old 
gaol, and divided into two classes ; 25 were in ope small day- 
room ; this is much to be regretted, when they might so easily 
be removed to the new prison, as already suggested ; a number 
of them were employed at needlework, washing, and prison 
duties. The juveniles receive educational instruction for two 
hours daily. 

Dietary. — Males— Breakfast, 4 oz. oatmeal, and 4 oz. Indian 
meal, made into stirabout, with \ pint new milk. Dinner, 14 
oz. brown bread, with 1 pint new milk. 

Females— Breakfast, 3^ oz. oatmeal, and 3| oz. Indian meal, 
made into stirabout, with pint new milk. Dinner, 12 oz. 
brown bread, with f pint new milk. 

Prisoners whose term of imprisonment does not exceed one 
calendar month, receive gruel instead of milk at dinner. 

All prisoners in the gaol receive gruel in lieu of milk, two 
days per week. 

There were no complaints ; the provisions were or excellent 
quality. There are no contracts for meal; it is purchased by 
the governor when required, and the amount paid through the 
local inspector by checks from the Board of Superintendence; 
net cost of dietary per day, males, 2f d., females, '2§d. 

Boohs and Accounts.— The registry and gaol books appeared 
to be all properly filled up ; the dietary account and checks 
on the general expenditure satisfactory. No journal has been 
heretofore kept by the governor ; but, at my suggestion, he 
has adopted this very necessary daily record of his different 
duties. Total cost of the gaol for the last three years:—

Hospital. — This building has been raised a story ; baths con- 
structed, and water-closet put in order since l#st inspection.

Bridewells. 

Urlingford. — I found this bridewell undergoing repairs, for 
which a sum of £20 had been presented at the previous assizes. 
There were no prisoners, and only 33 commitments during the 
last quarter. The place was clean, registry correct, and cost 
of dietary moderate. The local inspector constantly visits. 
Keeper’s salary, £9 4s. Id. per annum, which is quite inade- 
quate. 

lliomastoivn. — No prisoners — last quarter 114. The build- 
ing is so defective in construction that it is capable of but little 
further improvement. The outer wall has been raised four feet, 
and at the angles seven. The force-pump has been put in order, 
and the sewerage rendered more effective. There being no male 
day-room, an apartment which is at the foot of the stairs might 
be easily applied to this purpose by placing a grate in it, and 
altering the position of the door. Eave shoots are much 
required, also a supply of stretchers, several of the cells being 
unprovided with bedsteads of any kind whatever. Registry and 
committals correct. Cost of dietary, 3d. all round. The local 
inspector sometimes visits but makes no entry. The neigh- 
bouring magistrates frequently inspect. 

Callan. — Contrary to what generally prevails, there is a great 
increase in the commitments to this bridewell — the total num- 
ber for the quarter ending the 30th September, being 119, and 
from that date to the 10th November, the day of my visit, 94. 
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The accommodation is wholly inadequate, as frequently re- D f s °^™ r> 
ferred to in former reports ; yet nothing has been done. — 
There are but two small cells, and a miserable day-room for 
each sex, and one yard common to both ; the latter is quite _1_ 
insecure, the walls being too low ; and there is- no water on the Bridewells . 
premises. The local inspector is regular in his visits. The Caikn. 
bridewell was thoroughly clean. Registry and committals cor- 
rect, and cost of dietary reasonable. There were six male 
prisoners and three females at the time of my visit, No long 
detentions.

[Since the above was in type, the defects in the chimneys of 
the board room and turnkeys’ apartments have been remedied, 
and an iron railing is about to be erected in front of the left 
wing, so as to ensure complete separation for the female class, 
who are forthwith to be transferred to this section of the gaol. 
I have also to add, that an inquiry into certain, alleged viola- 
tions of discipline in the prison having been directed by the 
executive, I do not feel myself at liberty to advert further to 
the matter than to state, that my colleague and myself held an 
investigation into the circumstances on the 14th instant,, and 
furnished a report accordingly, in obedience to our instructions.

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This total shows a very remarkable diminution in comparison 
with the return furnished at last inspection, which took 
place in July, 1852, when the aggregate amounted to 54 ; and 
on the 2nd of April, 1851, the total number was 83 ; I regret, 
however, to observe, that the re-commitments of females 
continue to be proportionally higher than in any gaol in Ire- 
land for the past, year, there being no less than 60 of this class 
re-committed, while there were but 1 2 males during the same 
period. This, no doubt, is owing to the utter impossibility of 
carrying out proper discipline or classification, and which can 
alone be effected by separation, the only true means of hoping 
for reformation, or deterring females from seeking the gaol as a 
place of easy residence.. Since the introduction of shot-drill 
and the reduction of the dietary, the decrease in the re-commit- 
ments of males has been most marked, and workhouse'offenders 
and vagrants altogether banished. Previous to the adoption of 
the above salutary measures, the gaol was infested with these 
two classes of prisoners ; however, it must be borne in mind, 
that at this season of the year the numbers in confinement are 
generally low. There was but one prisoner for trial at quarter 
sessions, and this a female, an old and hardened offender. She 
had been transported for stealing a watch, and having served 
her time of seven years returned, having realized over £50; 
but in ten days after was committed for drunkenness, and has 
since been a constant inmate of the gaol. There has been no 
change in the accommodation, nor any addition to the building 
since last inspection. It was clean, orderly, and well ventilated. 
The punishments were rather numerous, but were generally for 
slight breaches of discipline, and were nearly all in the female 
class, the consequence, doubtless, of their being left in associa- 
tion. 

Employment and Schools. — The only employment for males 
is stone-breaking. There is no school. 

Female Department. — Although there were but ten females 
in the gaol on the day of inspection, yet even this small number 
could not be properly classified in this ill-constructed old build- 
ing ; some of them, however, were engaged sewing, making 
fuel balls, and at the usual prison duties. In this department 
also the prisoners are left without any educational instruction. 

Dietary. — Male Felons — Breakfast, 9 oz. of Indian meal, and 
one pint of new milk. Dinner, 9 oz. of oatmeal, and one pint 
of new milk. 

Female Felons — Breakfast, 8 oz. of Indian meal, and one 
pint of new milk. Dinner, 8 oz. of oatmeal, and one pint of 
new milk. 

Male Vagrants — Breakfast, 9 oz. Indian meal, and half pint of 
new milk. Dinner, 9 02 . of oatmeal, and half pint of new 
milk. 

Female Vagrants — Breakfast, 8 oz. of Indian meal, and half 
pint of new milk. Dinner, 8 oz. of oatmeal, and half pint of 
new milk. 

Cost of dietary per day for each prisoner, 2$d. Although 
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the dietary has been in some measure reduced since the last district. 
inspection, yet I must call the attention of the Board of Super- ofFf 

intendence to the above scale not being in accordance with that Kilkenny Gaol. 
ordered by the Court of Queen’s Bench, and which the Prisons’ 

Act directs should be strictly adhered to. For the information 
of the Board, I here insert the last Schedule prescribing the 
dietary to be adopted in all gaols.

The prisoners included in Class 1, if committed for not less than 
two months, may, in cold weather, and if employed in exhausting 
labour (should it be certified as proper by the medical officer), receive 
for breakfast 94 oz. of meal, and for dinner 1 lb. of bread, or an equi- 
valent portion of potatoes. 

The meal may be Indian meal, or oatmeal, or rye meal. Rice may 
be used instead, but only in conjunction with meal, and then in the 
proportion of 2 oz. of rice to 6 of meal. Instead of new milk, butter- 
milk may be used, in the proportion of half a pint of new milk to one 
pint of buttermilk. 

The bread shall consist of either of the following substances : — 



1 . Seconds flour. 

2. Half seconds flour and half Indian meal. 

3. Whole wheat meal. 

4. Rye. 

5 . Rye and barley meal. 



Provided that if rye or rye and barley bread be used, the equivalents 
shall be 16 oz. of rye or rye and barley meal for 14 oz. of wheaten 
or Indian meal, and also in proportion for the other quantities.

The above aggregate is 46 under the number on the same 
day in July last year, and 48 less than at the inspection of my 
colleague, which took place on the 4th May, 1852. There 
has been a considerable decrease in the number of. commit- 
ments for the last two years, and what is still more satisfactory, 
and affords strong proof of good management and discipline is, 
that the RE-eommittals for the same period have been fewer than 
in most other gaols in Ireland. Right cells for females, designed 
on the separate system, are being constructed, and it is intended 
to build eight additional, at no distant period. I would strongly 
recommend sheds, to separate the prisoners while at work, 
being erected in the yards, for which there is ample space, lhe 
prisoners are all supplied with gaol clothing. There were not 
any vagrants in custody, but there were 18 workhouse offenders, 
three of whom only were re-committed. The punishments were 
few, and of ordinary character. The sewerage and storage are 
good, and the whole premises in thorough repair — clean and 
airy in all departments* 
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district Employment and Schools. — Employment of male prisoners : — 

’ Weaving, winding, warping, tailoring, shoe-making, smith-work, 

King's County grinding corn, breaking bones and stones, painting and glazing, 
ao ‘ carp enter- work, stone-cutting, working water-engine, and prison 

duties. 

The different works are conducted with great energy and 
skill, nearly all the prisoners being employed ; crushing bones 
is carried on to some extent, and yielded a profit of nearly £50 
for the last year. A schoolmaster is employed, who teaches 
each class from one to two hours daily, and particular attention 
is paid to those who evince any aptitude for learning — a re- 
gistry of progress is kept. 

Female Department. — It is almost unnecessary to refer to 
the deficiency of accommodation here, as there will shortly be 
more room, not only for better classification, but adopting to 
some extent the separate system, so very necessary with females ; 
and I trust when this takes place, that steps will be taken to 
afford more educational instruction to the prisoners, particularly 
to the juveniles — this important branch of discipline, from want 
of space, being at present very deficient in this department. 
The prisoners were employed in spinning and carding wool, 
spinning hemp, and washing, &c. &c.

Although the foregoing aggregate shows an excess Of only 19 
as compared with the return at the last inspection, yet there is 
an enormous increase in . the re-commitments, the total, by the 
return furnished for 1 852, being 1 7 7 males, and 36 females j and 
for this year, 281 males, and 69 females. This great increase 
would appear to be principally owing to the numbers committed 
from the workhouse there were 81 in custody at the time of 
my visit, for insubordination and absconding from the establish- 
ment, the total commitments for the year, under this head, being 
368. I should say that a more stringent course should be adopted 
m the gaol for this . class, so as to prevent a recurrence of this 
great evil. The discipline of the prison appears to me, at 
present, not to be sufficiently deterrent for such offenders ; and 
their being rather better fed in the latter is, I fear, an additional 
inducement to their seeking the gaol as an easy place of refuge, 
which is shown in a great degree by the number of re-com- 
mitments of workhouse prisoners for the last twelve months. 
Classification is observed as far as the crowded state of the gaol 
will allow, and the whole prison was in excellent order, and 
generally well arranged ; the bedding good and sufficient ; an 
abundant supply of water ; and the cells, day-rooms, and cor- 
ridors thoroughly clean and well ventilated. So material alter- 
ation has taken place in the construction of the prison since the 
ligt inspection. The drying-room has been rendered more 
effective, as also the heating of the 1 7 separate cells for juveniles. 
46 cots have been brought into use, and 44 additional ones are 
ready for issue. The general accommodation consists of 1 79 
single cells, 4 solitary cells, and 13 day-rooms. The com- 
mitments during the last year were— males, 1,388; females 622

School. — The male school is admirably conducted. There 
were 86 attending it at the time of my visit. I examined some 
of the classes, and they appeared to have made very creditable 
progress. 

' 'Female Department. — Over two-thirds of the females were 
employed in spinning, carding, cloving flax, needle- work, and 
washing. In the work-room, which is a large airy building, 37 
were employed ; this apartment affords great relief, the day- 
rooms being very small and close. There were five classes, 
and order appeared to be well maintained, notwithstanding 
the crowded state of the department. There is no school ; 
but the Sisters of Mercy frequently attend, and afford religious 
instruction to the Roman Catholic inmates. 

Dietary. — Breakfast. — Males — 6 oz. of Indian meal, 2 oz. of 
rice, and i pint of milk ; females— 5£ oz. of Indian meal, If oz. 
of rice, and \ pint of milk ; third class — 3f oz. of Indian meal, 
1£ oz. of rice, and £ pint of milk.

Books and Expenditure. — The books appear to be all very 
correctly kept, and the accounts duly checked. Kb presentment 
has been required for the support of the gaol for the last two 
years and a-half. It is but right, however, to state, that this is 
owing to very large sums having been presented for the estab- 
lishment during the famine years, all of which was not required, 
and the balances were brought forward from time to time to 
the credit of the Board of Superintendence. The profits of 
works for the half-year ending at last Spring Assizes amounted 
to £41 10s. ; and there still remains to the credit of the gaol 
account no less a sum than £3,646 14s. The total cost of the

Rathleeale. — I found 11 male prisoners here, ten ot them Rathluai..

There is little difference in the above aggregate as compared 
with the return at last year’s inspection, which took place on 
the 26th of April; but the number of commitments from the 
workhouse has increased very much, there being no less than 
35 males and 1 7 females of this class confined here on the day 
of my visit. It is strange this should be the case in both city 
and county, whereas generally throughout Ireland, the number 
of commitments under this head have decreased considerably. 
Drunkenness and vagrancy have also increased: the number has 
nearly doubled, as appears by the return of last year com- 
pared with this; there being for the latter period no less than 
792 committals for drunkenness. There were 75 vagrants in the 
gaol the day of inspection. The total commitments to the gaol 
for the past year were: — males, 3,956; females, 1,753: re- 
commitments, males, 91; females, 74: greatest number at one 
time, males, 204; females, ] 11 paverage males, 161; ditto 
females, 84 : and, since the 1st of January last, there were 
no less than 1,151 committals for further examination; for 
vagrancy and assaults, 983; and for drunkenness, 218. The 
following is the return of juvenile criminals : — there were 185 
in the gaol — 102 males, and 83 females.

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State and Accommodation. — The tread-wheel and pumps Soma^ 
have all been put in complete order lately ,. and an abundant ISIRI CT ' 
supply of water afforded to all parts of the prison. The tread- c%/»/ 
wheei is being divided into compartments, in order to separate merlc : -' v ' 
the prisoners ; and it is intended to erect sheds in the yard, so 
as to prevent association while waiting for their turn of work. 

Even this slight approach to the separate system is most com- 
mendable. The Board of Superintendence have had plans 
prepared for the enlargement of the prison, and extension of 
hospital accommodation, &c., the estimate of which is £7,000 ; 
and as this sum would appear to be sufficient for construct- 
ing the proposed addition on the separate system, I trust 
the Board will again consider the matter, and have new 
plans prepared, without which I fear it would be impossible to 
insure their approval by the Executive. The present accommo- 
dation is lamentably deficient; it consists of 73 cells, 30 small 
rooms with beds, and 1 1 miserable day-rooms. The whole gaol 
was clean and well ventilated, and classification was observed as 
far as practicable: but the pressure of numbers rendered sepa- 
ration impossible to any useful extent. 

Employments. — The industrial department is on a very limited 
scale, indeed the crowded state of the gaol renders it impossible 
to effect much in this useful branch ; some of the prisoners, 
however, were employed at shoe-making, picking oakum, and 
stone-breaking. There is no school. 

Female Department The females were employed as far as 

the space would allow, in knitting, hackling and spinning flax, and 
needle-work ; but, with the best arrangements, little could be 
effected, and the whole department presented a melancholy 
spectacle of overcrowding, there being no less than 98 females 
shut up in two small rooms, amongst whom were 22 women 
with very young children, besides IS of the latter, a few years 
older, that were kept in a separate apartment: and it is a strong 
proof of great care and watchfulness, that, under these trying 
circumstances, the gaol was exceedingly healthy, there being- 
only one female in hospital, which had no other inmate on 
the day of my inspection.

The total number of prisoners in custody, reported at the 
two last inspections, held in November, 1851, and in Septem- 
ber, 1852, having amounted respectively to 165 and 122 
shows the gradual diminution that has taken place; and it 
should be borne in mind that at this period of the year the 
inmates of prisons generally reach their highest figure : the 
present aggregate, therefore, must be taken as evidence of 
considerable improvement. And, what is still more satisfactory, 
is the very great decrease that has taken place in the re-com- 
mitments ; in the first report, above referred to, these amounted 
to no less than 122 ; in the second, 52 ; and this year they are 
down to 25 ; the total commitments for the latter period being 
942. Only four prisoners for workhouse offences were com- 
mitted to the gaol since the 1st of January last, and but one 
vagrant : none of either class in custody at the time of my 
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South visit. There were only three prisoners for trial at the approach- 
nisimcT. assizes^ and twenty-nine for quarter sessions, not one of 
•Queen's County whom were re-committals. There were no convicts. The 
G<I ° L accommodation consists of 76 single cells, 20 rooms with beds, 
and 12 day-rooms, so that the gaol was by no means crowded. 
The additional wing, which is designed on the separate system, 
and intended for females, will shortly he ready for occupation ; 
and I hope at some future period to see the whole gaol con- 
structed on the same plan, for which it is well adapted, and 
might he rendered available for this purpose at no great ex- 
pense. A large straw-house has lately been erected, chiefly 
by the labour of the prisoners. The cesspools have been 
improved, and air-tight trap-doors placed over each. Separate 
compartments on the tread-wheel, and stalls for the reception 
of those employed on it during intervals of work, are in 
progress. The whole prison was very clean and thoroughly 
ventilated ; the bedding good and sufficient, and nearly all 
the prisoners supplied with clothing which is manufactured and 
made up in the gaol.

The various works are carried on with great activity. The 
re-cornmittals, with very few exceptions, are all kept at hard 
labour, the tread-wheel and shot-drill; and the consequence is, 
that many vagrants and reckless characters, who formerly 
looked upon the gaol as an easy residence, where they w'ere 
well- fed and had little to do, have been banished, and the 
social condition of the town and the county thereby promoted, 
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School.— There is no regular schoolmaster, but the turnkeys 
o-iye instruction in classes for two hours daily. A supply of 
books approved of by both chaplains, have lately been obtained 
from the National Board of Education. 

Female Department.— The females are nearly all employed 
at spinning and carding wool and flax, knitting, needle-work, 
and ill the laundry. Order and regularity appeared to be well 
maintained by the matron and her assistant. 

Dietary Breakfast — Males : 8 oz Indian meal in stirabout, 

and 1 pint of buttermilk. Females : 7 oz. Indian meal in stira- 
bout, and 1 pint of buttermilk. 

Dinner Males : 14 oz. bread and 1 pint new milk. Females 

12 oz. bread and § pint new milk. 

Every Tuesday and Friday i pint new milk to males and fe- 
males for breakfast, and 1 pint of gruel for dinner instead of milk. 

The chaplains test the provisions regularly, and record their 
inspections. The bread is baked in the gaol, by which a saving 
is effected. There were no complaints. Net cost of dietary 
per day for each prisoner — Males, If d. ; females, lHd.

The commitments for the year were — males, 549 ; females, 
289 The re-committals were— males, once, 1 1 ; females, do., 
7— males, twice, 7 ; females, do., 4— males, thrice, 2 The 
great decrease of re-commitments is particularly satisfactory 
and creditable to the general management and discipline of the 
gaol. The aggregate number of prisoners, when compared with 
the return at the last inspection, which took place on 3rd May, 
1852 shows a reduction of 72. The number m custody at 
this period of the year is generally high, from the proximity of 
assizes and quarter sessions. Total commitments for Kol 
males 1 938, and females, 1,007 ; the above return, therefore 
shows’ an extraordinary decrease in the general commitments 
of both sexes. At the time of inspection there were but two 
prisoners for trial at assizes. So large a diminution of crime is 
a matter of congratulation to the county. There were 21 con- 
victs; these, however, were under orders for removal to Dublin. 
There were 18 workhouse offenders; this class has also greatly 
decreased, the total since the 1st of January being-males, 35; 
females, 28 ; and but 7 re-committals. The same may be said 
of vagrants, of whom there were only eleven at the time of 
inspection: total committed since 1st January, 134; and the 
re-committals of this class, for the same period but 17. 1 he 

activity displayed, and the mode of classification, and the course 
adopted with re-committals, is highly creditable to the tact and 
management of the Governor ; hence the great diminution of 
a class who formerly looked upon the gaol as an easy residence 
rather than a place of punishment. Educational instruction is

The prison throughout was in excellent order, clean, well 
ventilated, and had been recently painted. Heating apparatus 
has been introduced to a portion of the male prison, and con 
tracts are entered into to extend it through all the wards o 
gaol.

— I found this bridewell in excellent order in every 
respect, and well supplied with bedding and all other neces- 
saries. Five male prisoners at the time of inspection ; no females; 
193 last quarter, 62 of whom were committed for drunkenness. 
Local inspector frequently visits. Cost of dietary, a fraction 
under 2 \d. all round. 

Templemore. — In good order; the hooks and committals 
regular, and charge for dietary moderate. Two male prisoners 
and four females at the time of inspection; 93 last quarter.

Roscrea. — This bridewell requires a general repair, and I was 
glad to learn that the matter is under consideration. Three male 
prisoners at the time of my visit ; 127 the previous quarter. 
Cost of dietary, 4 \d. males, and 3f d. females. Local inspector 
visits, regularly. The building clean and orderly, bedding 
sufficient, and books correct. 

Borrisokane. — I was glad to learn that steps were a bout being 
taken to render this bridewell more secure, by raising the out- 
side walls. The pump requires repair, and the locks are bad. 
JN'o prisoners at the time of my visit ; 65 the previous quarter. 
Books and committals properly kept. Dietary, 4 </. males, and 
females. The building was clean, and the bedding good 
and sufficient. 

Newport — I need not refer to the total inadequacy of this 
bridewell, as a new one (which is admitted on all hands to be 
absolutely necessary) will shortly be erected. The number of 
commitments have decreased considerably ; there were only 22 
during the quarter previous to my visit. The house was clean, 
and the books and committals regular.

The above total shows a very favourable contrast with the 
aggregate furnished at the last inspection, which took place in 
the same month in 1852, the decrease being so large as 210; 
and it is satisfactory to add, that the decline of graver offences 
is equally marked. There is a considerable diminution in the 
re-commitments of both sexes; committals for drunkenness, 
vagrancy, and workhouse offences are also infinitely less than 
heretofore. The social state of the district is, therefore, a sub- 
ject of congratulation to the county. The only alteration made 
in the construction of the building since last inspection is, that 
a portion of the old house of correction has been fitted up for 
the laudable purpose of separating the juveniles from the other 
prisoners. The gaol throughout is in sound repair, clean, and 
well ventilated; the bedding and blankets sufficient, and of 
good quality. The prisoners are provided with clothing, which 
consists of good strong frieze in winter, and stuff of a lighter 
texture for summer wear, all of which is manufactured and 
made up in the establishment. The bridewells, too, are all 
furnished from the store, in which there is an ample stock of 
all necessaries. The tread-wheels, to which separate compart- 
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Dktmct ments h ave been attached, are applied to pumping water and 
_L_' ' flushing the sewers. Meals are taken in the cells, and classifi- 
County of cation observed to a satisfactory extent. The general accom- 
(South > Ridmg) modation consists of 236 single cells, 8 solitary cells, and 27 
Oaol. rooms with beds ; 19 day-rooms, and 19 yards. The commit- 
ments during the year were — males, 4,174; females, 1,509. 
Re-commitments — males, 147 ; females', 94. The punishments 
were few, and of light character. 

_ Employment and Schools — Industrial employments of various 
kinds are carried on with great activity and judgment. The 
subjoined schedule, which does not include punitive labour, 
such as the tread-wheel and shot-drill, nor unproductive work, 
such as prison duties, &c., exhibits the remunerative return 
obtained for one year, ending July last.

New Birmingham.-! found this bridewell in charge of one NewBirmin,- 
of the turnkeys of the gaol, the keeper being under suspension llam - 
tor allowing a prisoner to escape. There were no prisoners at 
the tame of my visit. ; 68 during the previous quarter. The 
building was clean, and registry correct. I am glad to be able 
to report, that the Grand Jury have decided on discontinuing 
this bridewell, and building one at Killenaule, which, from its 
position, and being a police station, is more suitable and con- 
venient, and the County Surveyor has been directed accordingly 
to prepare plans for its erection. 

Carrick-on-Suir. — Four male prisoners and two females at Cmrick-on-Suir.

immediate investigation into all the circumstances of the case, 
came to the conclusion that a want of vigilance was exhibited 
on the part of the intern officers of the prison generally, and 
they felt it their duty to caution the governor and his deputy 
against a recurrence of such neglect ; and further, they found 
it necessary to impose fines upon the two turnkeys who were 
charged with the night-watch on the occasion referred to. It 
is light, however, to add, that the Board felt themselves called 
upon to express their approbation of the conduct of Mr. Henry 
Strahan, the governor’s son, who, by his vigilance and intre- 
pidity, prevented the final escape of the prisoners.

The decrease in the number of re-commitments has been 
equally satisfactory, particularly for the last two years ; a strong 
proof of good management and discipline. The great reduction 
in the commitments and re-commitments of workhouse offenders 
and vagrants is worthy of remark, there being but two of the 
former and none of the latter in confinement on the day of my 
visit. Ho alteration has taken place in the construction of 
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the prison, and the accommodation is altogether insufficient 
even for the reduced numbers now confined here. The fact is’ 
between the conflicting- opinions of the authorities as to the 
necessity of building a new gaol, or adding to the present one 
nothing has been done.. This matter so often referred to in 
former reports, renders it unnecessary for me to add anything 
further than express the hope that the Grand Jury will take 
the matter into consideration, and come to some final decision 
on the subject at the next assizes. The whole prison was tho- 
roughly clean and well ventilated, and the general arrange- 
ments such as to reflect the highest credit on all those engaged 
m its management. 

Employment and Schools.— Employment of various kinds is 
actively carried on, and the subjoined schedule exhibits the 
work and manufactures of the prisoners for one year up to the 
day of inspection.

I was gratified to find the male school, especially for juveniles 
so weld conducted; indeed it. is one of the best I have met 
with The registry of progress is properly kept, and the school- 
master, who has been appointed about six months, appears to 
be a very efficient and respectable man. 

Female Department.— The want of accommodation here is 
truly lamentable, and has been the subject of condemnatory 
remarks for several years back. Although it contained but 37 
inmates on the day of my visit, yet the least classification could 
not be effected, Ihe most that can be said is, that the matron 
makes the best use of the limited space at her disposal. Nearly 
all the prisoners were employed at spinning, washing, and 
needle-work.

Although there appears but a slight decrease in the above 
aggregate, when compared with the return at the inspection of 
my colleague, which took place just a year since, yet the reduc- 
tion tor the last two years has been considerable. On the 3rd 
May, 1849, the number in imprisonment was no less than 249 
The re-commitments of both males and females have diminished 
It is satisfactory to add, that the commitments of juveniles 
vagrants, and prisoners for workhouse offences, are all on the 
decline. The accommodation, on the whole, is therefore at pre- 
sent sufficient, but the evil of having two establishments has been 
very forcibly put forward by my colleague in his report for last 
year m which I entirely concur. The sewerage in the gaol is 
effective, and there is an abundant supply of good water The 
sewers in the house of correction have been much improved 
The number of male prisoners having greatly diminished in the 
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house of correction, one of the yards and a day-room and 
sleeping-cells have been appropriated to the females, and they 
are now divided into three classes, according to character; 
indeed the general arrangements of this department are most 
creditable. The prisoners in both establishments are generally 
supplied with gaol clothing, a great portion of which is manu- 
factured and made up in the house of correction. The build- 
ings were clean and well ventilated. 

The total commitments for the past year were — males, 668 ; 
females, 541. Re- commitments — males, 46 ; females, 32. 

Employment and Schools. — There were but 19 prisoners in 
the gaol on the day of inspection ; three of these were convicts, 
the remainder for short terms of imprisonment. The employ- 
ments were limited to stone-breaking and prison duties. In 
the house of correction, however, work is found for nearly 
all the inmates ; and it is but justice to Mr. Jackson, the 
governor to state, that he spares no pains to turn to the best 
advantage the scanty means placed at his disposal, and he 
usually finds work of some kind to employ all those under his 
charge. 

Educational instruction is given for two hours daily ; and I 
was glad to find that particular attention is paid to the juveniles. 
A registry of progress is kept. 

Female Department An additional assistant matron has 

been appointed since last inspection, which was much 
required ; the salaries of both subordinates are, however, 
inadequate, being but £10 per year for each. The whole 
department is improved in many respects, and does not 
suffer from over-crowding, as it did formerly. Nearly all 
the females were employed at spinning, washing, and needle- 
work.

This aggregate, when compared with the return at the last 
inspection, which took place on July 7, 1852, shows a reduction 
of 65 ; the total commitments for one year, ending 12th inst., 
being — males, 423 ; females, 325. lie- commitments — males, 
27; females, 41. There is a remarkable increase in the re- 
commitments of females for this year over that of last, when 
the return was 28. This, I should say, is owing to the separate 
system not being fully carried out with this class, upon whom it 
is found to have a much more deterrent and reformatory 
effect than upon males; and those who are the boldest and 
most violent when together, are, by seclusion, generally brought 
into submission. Since the last inspection, the 50 cells de- 
signed on the separate system for females, have been brought 
into use ; and if this mode of discipline had been carried out 
to its full extent in this department, there certainly would not 
have been this large increase in the RE-commitments. The 3rd 
and 4th Vic., cap. 44, directs “ that no cell shall be used for the 
separate confinement of any prisoner which is not of such a size,

The above schedule exhibits a striking reduction in the 
commitments and re-commitments of males, when compared 
with the three preceding years. This gratifying result, is no 
doubt, in a great degree attributable to the adoption of the 
separate system, and the introduction of shot-drill with this 
class ; and I was assured by the governor of this, as well as 
of other gaols, that where every system of punitive labour 
fails, shot-drill is found to act as a certain deterrent, particu- 
larly with old and more hardened offenders, who were in the 
habit of committing petty offences for the purpose of being 
sent to the gaol. A sad contrast to this is that of the female 
class, where the re-committals have been proportionality treble 
that of the males. The diminution of vagrants and workhouse 
offenders is considerable ; but drunkenness is on the increase. 
The latter, no doubt, proceeds from the labouring population 
having constant employment and high wages at the mines; and 
lamentable as this result of comparative prosperity must be, it is 
not easy to devise a remedy — the term of imprisonment in such 
cases being too short for reformatory discipline to have any 
effect. There has not been any change in the construction. 
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or addition to the building since last inspection. A new 
laundry and drying-loft are in contemplation, and I would 
strongly recommend to the Grand Jury and Board of Superin- 
tendence tlie necessity of their adoption. The shelves re- 
ferred to in the last report have been put up in the cells, and 
louvers attached to the windows. In order to effect complete 
separation, the tread-wheel should be divided into compart- 
ments, and separate .sheds should be erected for those 
waiting for their turn of work, as well as for those employed 
at stone-breaking — much of the good effects of separation 
being lost by its not being carried out as far as practicable 
during working hours. The cells, corridors, and, indeed, the 
entire building, was thoroughly clean and well ventilated — the 
bedding clean, good, and sufficient — the prisoners supplied 
with gaol clothing, and the store-room well furnished with all 
necessaries. The general accommodation consists of seventy- 
seven single and one solitary cell, eight rooms with beds, six 
day-rooms, two hospitals, four baths, kitchen, laundry, and 
seven yards. The commitments for the past year were — 
males, 385; females, 193. Re-commitments — males, 94; fe- 
males, 85. Greatest number in gaol at one time — males, 64 ; 
females, 44. Average — males, 43 ; females, 37. 

Employment and Schools. — The reduction in the number of 
male prisoners prevents trades being carried on to any extent. 
Shot-drill has lately been discontinued, in consequence of the 
alteration in the prescribed weight to be used in future ; it 
will, however, immediately be resumed, .application having- 
been made to the Ordnance to furnish the quantity necessary 
for the use of the prison. Between prison duties and punitive 
labour, there are few left for any other employment, as will be 
seen by the following return : —

My colleague, in his report for last year, called attention to 
the necessity of preserving the separate system during school 
hours, also to the method of keeping the registry of progress. 
I am glad to state that both suggestions have been attended 
to, and the school is very well conducted. 

Female Department This department is well superintended 

by the matron and her assistant. It is to be regretted that 
they have not a greater scope for their abilities, and this could 
be afforded , by the introduction of the . separate system, which 
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can easily be effected by converting tbe fifteen cells which are 
together in one wing to this purpose : they contain 486 cubic 
feet — each being nine feet long by six wide, and nine high, 
and are therefore sufficiently large for the purpose, and would, 

I am satisfied, be found adequate to the requirements of the 
district. I trust, therefore, that the authorities will take the 
necessary measures for carrying out this system of discipline, 
so much more reformatory in its effects upon females than 
males ; and I am strengthened in this hope from the success 
already attendant upon its introduction to the male portion of 
the gaol. I subjoin an extract from the Fourth Report of the 
Surveyor-General of Prisons in England to the Secretary of 

State : — . 

“ X deem it my duty to bring the subject under your notice, and 
the result lias been an arrangement by which cells of' smaller dimen- 
sions, appropriate for the ordinary period of from three to six months, 
may be specially certified for such periods, and you have been enabled 
to sanction the erection of such cells accordingly. In the preparation 
of the plans, the course I suggest is to provide a proportionate num- 
ber of cells adapted for prisoners before trial, and lor the longest 
periods of separate confinement, and others of smaller dimensions for 
the majority of prisoners under short terms — thus, instead of all cells 
being thirteen feet long by" seven wide, they have in some instances 
been reduced to nine or ten long by six wide, and eight feet high 
from floor to ceiling. A cell of smaller dimensions, if properly ven- 
tilated on the plan recommended in my second report, is sufficient 
for all purposes during moderate periods ; where looms or other 
cumbrous machinery are introduced for giving employment to pri- 
soners during longer terms, space is an object.” 

There are at present but two classes in the female depart- 
ment, and tbe tried and untried are intermixed. On the day 
of inspection some were employed at spinning hemp, sewing, 
the usual prison duties, and attending tbe lunatics, of whom 
there are no less than eight. Tbe attention requisite for so 
large a number of these unfortunate beings sadly impedes the 
discipline and regularity of this department. Educational 
instruction is given for one hour daily. 

Dietary. — Breakfast. — Males — 4 oz. of oatmeal and 4 oz. 
Indian meal in stirabout, and half pint new-milk. Females— 
31 oz. oatmeal and 3J oz. Indian meal m stirabout, with bait

This is one of the few gaols in Ireland in which the turnkeys 
do not wear uniform — a practice, though seemingly of but little 
importance, yet tends as much to the orderly appearance as to 
the general preservation of regularity and discipline of the 
prison, and I beg to recommend its consideration to the Grand 
Jury and Board of Superintendence. 

_ The Hospital, which was thoroughly clean, did not contain a 
single patient on the day of inspection. The gaol has been 
very healthy. Total in hospital for the year, 11; number of 
days, 191 ; and cost of medicine, which is supplied by the 
Apothecaries’ Hall, £10 195. 9 \d. 

There were thirteen lunatics — eight females and five males. 
I need not say how much so large a number affects the inter- 
nal economy and discipline of the establishment. On applica- 
tion at the office of that department in Dublin, an order was 
made for the immediate removal of the .males; and I was 
assured that as vacancies occurred in the district asylum, the 
females should also be removed. 

The Board of Superintendence now consists of twelve mem- 
bers, the legal number ; formerly there were t hir teen, which 
was in contravention of the Prisons Act. The meetings are 
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held monthly, and the attendance is generally regular. The 
current bills and turnkeys’ salaries are paid at these periods, 
and the general accounts closed at each assizes. The members
